The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  do  not  show  the  countries 
from  which  imported  goods  actually  come.  It  is  proposed  to 
make  this  good  by  Act  of  Parliament  (p.  651). 

The  Names  of  the  candidates  who  passed  the  Pharmaceutical- 
licence,  registered  druggist,  and  pharmaceutical  assistant 
examinations  in  Ireland  this  month  are  given  on  p.  639. 

Mr.  Idris  figures  in  "  Punch  "  this  week  in  connection  with 
last  week's  House  of  Commons  incident.  We  reproduce  the 
remarks  of  Toby,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  E.  T.  Reed's  sketch  (p.  646). 

An  Interesting  Case  which  illustrates  the  risk  of  supplying, 
goods  to  wives  living  apart  from  their  husbands  is  reported 
on  p.  642.  The  doctor's  bill  was  paid,  but  the  chemist's  was 
not,  and  he  has  failed  to  recover  the  money. 

The  Prospects  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  getting 
through  this  session  are  not  rosy,  but  an  effort  is  to  be  made 
to  smooth  its  passage.  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel  will  probably 
receive  a  deputation  of  the  representatives  of  all  parties- 
(p.  646). 

The  Libel  Action  brought  by  Messrs.  Edward  Cook  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  against  the  "  Daily  Mail  "  and  its  associated  newspapers- 
is  being  heard  in  the  High  Court  this  week.  The  case  is  in 
connection  with  the  soap  combination  which  the  "  Daily 
Mail  "  wrote  about  last  year. 

Mr.  Justice  Johnson,  of  Dublin,  says  that  labels  on  poisons 
should  be  put  on  so  that  they  cannot  be  removed.  ThiE 
arose  during  the  examination  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells,  who  was 
a  witness  in  a  case  (p.  639).  We  point  out  that  his  lordship's 
remarks  are  not  justified  by  the  statute  (p.  652). 

In  April  the  West  Riding  justices  dismissed  a  summons 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  against  a  chemist  for 
giving  "  Paregoric  substitute"  (so  labelled)  when  paregoric 
was  asked  for.  The  prosecutor  appealed  to  the  High  Court 
of  Justice,  which  confirmed  the  local  decision  (p.  641). 

The  Market  Fluctuations  include  an  advance  in  caffeine, 
jalapin,  angelica  oil,  Russian  aniseed,  and  shellac.  Cocaine 
and  senega  are  firmer.  Copper  sulphate,  foreign  taraxacum, 
pimento,  and  turpentine  are  cheaper.  Moderate  supplies  of- 
first  and  second  hand  drugs  were  offered  at  auction  (p.  663). 

This  Week's  Reports  of  Association  meetings  are  mostly 
devoted  to  pharmacy  legislation.  There  is  in  them  a  good 
deal  of  plain  speaking  about  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's 
change  of  front,  and  insistence  that  efforts  should  be  mad* 
to  defeat  the  Government  Bill  unless  the  use  of  the  title 
"  chemist  "  by  companies  is  stopped.  At  private  meeting*,, 
in  which  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  has  explained  the  position,  resolu- 
tions of  confidence  in  the  Council  have  been  adopted,  and' 
speakers  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  best  is  being 
done  in  the  circumstances.   The  reports  begin  on  p.  655. 

Shopkeepers  in  Middlesex  who  follow  Sale  of  Food  and' 
Drugs  Act  prosecutions  know  Inspectors  Bridge  and  Tyler  as 
active  members  of  the  department  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Council,  which  has  charge  of  such  matters.  In  consequence  of 
certain  irregularities  both  these  inspectors  were  dismissed  by 
the  Council  at  the  meeting  held  on  Thursday,  October  22. 
Inspector  Bridge  had  tendered  his  resignation,  but  the  com- 
mittee recommended  the  Council  not  to  accept  it  but  to  deter- 
mine his  engagement,  and  this  course  was  adopted.  Ou? 
report  of  the  matter  is  held  over.

Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
October  27,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  follow- 
ing day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
November  7.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
■essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Note. — The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the 
opening  exercise  in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  cur- 
rent winter  session,  details  of  which  were  given  in  our  issue 
of  October  3.  The  usual  monthly  first  and  second  prizes  in 
this  series  of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only  to  apprentices 
or  assistants  who  are  preparing  for  the  Qualifying  examina- 
tion of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of 
Ireland,  which  fact  must  be  attested  on  their  reports.  Stu- 
dents who  adopt  a  nom  dc  plume  must  adhere  to  it  through- 
out the  tournament. 


The  Week's  Poisonings. 


"VTINE  fatalities  with  poisons  have  occurred  during  the 
week,  of  which  six  were  misadventures,  four  being 
overdoses  of  narcotics  taken  to  induce  sleep.  Oxalic  acid 
was  the  poison  taken  suicidally  in  two  cases,  while  a 
Part  I.  poison  caused  death  in  the  remaining  instance 
of  self-destruction. — Saville  Haigh  (22),  metal-broker,  com- 
mitted suicide  by  means  of  potassium  cyanide.  His  sister 
threw  the  bottle  away,  after  his  death  was  discovered,  to 
keep  the  matter  quiet. — R.  F.  Meredith  Lockey,  a  retired 
captain  of  the  merchant  service,  residing  at  Billericay, 
died  from  an  overdose  of  morphia,  taken  to  induce  sleep. — 
Misadventure  was  the  jury's  verdict  at  the  inquest  respect- 
ing Harold  Pearson  (58),  of  Claydon,  near  Ipswich,  who 
died  from  laudanum-poisoning. — A  similar  verdict  was 
returned  on  Robert  Sinerer  (41),  until  recently  a  oolice- 
inspector  in  the  Orange  River  Colony,  who  died  at  Chelsea 
from  the  effects  of  opium,  taken  to  relieve  continual  head- 
ache and  insomnia. — John  Dickson  (72),  of  Fountain- 
bridge,  Edinburgh,  who  suffered  from  sleeplessness,  took 
■an  accidental  overdose  of  laudanum,  which  caused  his 
death. — Harriett  Mantle  (47).  the  wife  of  a  Peckham 
■carman,  died  as  the  result  of  taking  oxalic  acid  with 
suicidal  intent.  The  poison  was  obtained  from  an  oil- 
shop. — At  Portsmouth  a  man  named  Rutherford  put  the 
contents  of  a  packet  of  oxalic  acid  in  half  a  pint  of  beer 
and  drank  off  the  mixture.  He  quickly  collapsed  and  died 
a  few  days  later  in  the  hospital. — Cornelius  McLuskie  (70) 
had  just  been  admonished  at  a  Glasgow  police-court  for 
'being  drunk  and  incapable,  but  later  in  the  day  he  entered 
a  chemist's  shop  in  Byres  Road,  Hillhead,  and  asked  for 
some  chlorodyne  or  methylated  spirit,  which  was  refused. 
He  fell  to  the  floor  in  a  stupor  shortly  afterwards,  and  on 
•being  conveyed  to  the  infirmary  he  died  there  from 
methylated-spirit  poisoning.

Wm.  Tomkinson  was  remanded  for  further  inquiries  at 
Warrington  on  a  charge  of  breaking  into  the  premises  of 
Mr.  M.  Eckersley,  chemist  and  druggist,  at  46  Green  Street. 

"  If  he  were  only  to  rise  and  walk  and  run.  he  would  soon 
lose  his  complaint,"  said  Judge  Willis  at  South wark  last 
week,  when  told  that  the  plaintiff  was  suffering  from  gout. 

Charles  Adams  (37),  described  as  a  chemist,  of  Crickle- 
wood,  was  remanded  on  October  19  at  Willesden  on  a  charge 
of  attempting  suicide  by  swallowing  the  contents  of  two 
small  glass  tubes. 

A  Hampsteacl  upholsterer,  who  sued  a  hairdresser  at 
Marylebone  County  Court  on  Monday  for  damages  incurred 
through  being  infected  with  barbers'  itch  while  being 
shaved,  got  twelve  guineas  damages. 

The  London  County  Council  gave  permission  on 
October  20  to  Mr.  A.  Oldcorn,  chemist  and  druggist,  to 
retain  three  wood-and-glass  showcases  in  front  of  1  Picca- 
dilly Circus  for  a  further  period  of  one  year. 

At  Stroud,  Gloucestershire,  on  October  16,  Elizabeth 
Rine,  Middle  Hill.  Stroud,  was,  at  the  instance  of  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  fined  6c?.,  and  21s.  costs,  for 
selling  without  a  licence  hop-bitters  containing  11.1  of 
proof  spirit. 

The  Dartford  chemists  and  druggists  are  to  be  canvassed 
by  the  Urban  Council  as  to  the  adop^on  of  the  Shop-hours 
Act.  The  closing-hours  suggested  are  :  Monday,  Tuesday, 
and  Thursday,  8  p.m.  j  Wednesday,  1  p.m.  ;  Friday,  9  p.m.  ; 
Saturday,  10.30  p.m. 

Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Northwich,  are 
trying  the  scheme  of  working  their  employes  (about  4,000) 
an  hour  less  each  day,  in  order  to  engage  additional  men  to 
make  up  for  the  shortage.  The  scheme  is  estimated  to  find 
work  for  some  450  of  the  unemployed. 

The  "Daily  Chronicle"  announces  that  it  has  official 
authority  for  stating  it  has  been  definitely  decided  to  hold  a 
Great  International  and  Colonial  Exhibition  at  Shepherd's 
Bush  next  year.  The  buildings  of  the  present  White  City 
will  be  retained  and  America  is  expected  to  take  a  prominent 
part  in  the  exhibition. 

Messrs.  Johnson,  Matthey  &  Co.'s  platinum  exhibit  in 
the  British  Section  of  the  Machinery  Hall  at  the  Franco- 
British  Exhibition  was  broken  into  by  thieves  on  Octo- 
"ber  19,  shortly  after  10.30  p.m.,  and  two  square  ingots  of 
platinum,  20  in.  by  §  in.  by  f  in.,  weighing  214  oz.  each, 
and  valued  at  1,500?.,  were  stolen. 

W.  Louis  Lovin  was  sentenced  at  the  Clerkenwell 
Sessions  on  October  16  to  twenty-three  months'  hard  labour, 
with  deportation  to  follow,  for  stealing  five  handbags,  the 
property  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  114  Edgware  Road.  London,  N. 
(C.  <£■  D.,  October  17,  p.  604).  A  long  list  of  previous  con- 
victions was  proved  against  the  prisoner. 

Messrs.  Walker  &  Harris,  chemists,  2  Bank  Street,  Ash- 
ford,  Kent,  were  awarded  a  certificate  of  merit  for  their 
trade  class  in  a  local  window-dressing  competition.  In  the 
"  novelty  "  competition,  open  to  all  trades,  they  were  placed 
reserve  for  a  well- displayed  window  with  a  tall  soap-bubble 
column  set  in  the  midst  of  Erasmic  preparations. 

James  Poole,  thirty-nine,  described  as  a  comedian,  was 
charged  at  Huddersfield,  on  October  16,  with  obtaining 
money  on  false  pretences.  He  told  the  wife  of  an  Almond- 
bury  cabman  that  her  husband  had  sent  him  with  a  bottle 
of  red  lotion,  the  price  of  which  was  2,s.  6d.  He  also 
obtained  2s.  at  another  house  on  the  same  pretext.  The 
lotion  was  rosein-coloured  water.  The  Bench  sent  Poole  to 
gaol  for  two  months. 

Twenty-five  schools  under  the  control  of  the  Bucking- 
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hamshire  Education  Committee  have  been  sprayed  nightly 
with  a  liquid  germicide.  The  experiments  are  being  carried 
out  under  the  direction  of  the  Bucks  C.C.  science  master, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Marsh,  B.Sc,  to  compare  attendance  in  dis- 
infected and  non-treated  schools.  Up  to  date  the  cost  of 
the  treatment  has  been  22/.  10s.,  which  is  more  than 
covered  by  the  calculated  increase  of  37/.  7s.  6d.  due  to 
increased  grants  for  additional  attendance.

Tanner),  in  reply  to  a  question  whether  Winchester  trades- 
men had  been  asked  to  tender,  said  that  the  comsmittee- 
went  straight  to  a  rubber-merchant,  otherwise  they  would, 
have  to  get  it  through  the  chemists,  and  in  going  direct  they 
were  avoiding  the  middleman. 

Drug-stores  Association. 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  Leeds  on  Wednes- 
day, October  14,  Mr.  W.  Huntrods  (President)  in  the- 
chair.  All  the  members  were  present  with  the  exception  of 
Messrs.  Smith  and  Shaw.  The  members  present  con- 
gratulated Mr .  Barnett  on  his  reappearance  after  his- 
accident  ten  months  ago.  The  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  B.  Clark- 
son,  submitted  the  accounts  for  the  year,  which  were 
approved.  The  President  gave  details  of  his  further  corre- 
spondence in  connection  with  Parliamentary  and  other 
matters.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Childe,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Farley,  it  was  resolved  that  the  annual  meeting  should  be- 
held at  the  Mitre  Hotel,  Manchester,  on  Wednesday,  Octo- 
ber 28,  at  2.30  p.m. 

Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  Luton  analyst  reports  that  the  samples  of  drugs  taken- 
during  the  last  quarter — citric  acid,  cream  of  tartar,  milk 
of  sulphur,  spirits  of  nitre,  and  tincture  of  rhubarb— were 
all  up  to  the  Pharmacopoeia!  standaru. 

The  Portsmouth  public  analyst  (Mr.  F.  W.  F.  Arnaud, 
F.I.C.),  in  his  report  for  the  year,  states  that»the  following, 
drugs  examined  were  genuine  :  Boric  ointment  (2),  carbolic 
ointment  (1),  eucalyptus  oil  (1),  quinine  sulphate  (1),  milk 
of  sulphur  (6),  tincture  of  iodine  (4),  orange  and  quinine 
wine  (4),  olive  oil  (4),  and  gentian  (7).  Of  ten  samples  of 
camphorated  oil,  nine  were  up  to  the  standard,  but  the 
tenth  was  8.4  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor.  Of  six. 
samples  of  cream  of  tartar  two  were  found  to  be  bicar- 
bonate of  soda.  The  vendor  sold  it  as  received  from  the 
wholesale  dealer,  and  a  letter  from  the  latter  admitted  a 
mistake,  and  legal  proceedings  were  consequently  with- 
drawn. Of  two  samples  of  paraldehyde  taken,  one  pur- 
chased privately  consisted  of  40  per  cent,  formaldehyde 
solution.  'Samples  of  mustard  (7),  pepper  (8),  and  arrow- 
root (2)  were  all  genuine  ;  and  of  fourteen  samples  of  soda- 
water  five  were  plain  aerated  water  without  any  added 
bicarbonate  of  soda.  In  eleven  non-alcoholic  wines,  eight 
contained  salicylic  acid  in  amounts  varying  from  1.4  to- 
8.75  grains  per  pint,  but  no  prosecutions  followed.  Mr. 
Arnaud  also  gives  the  following  percentages  at  different 
periods  for  camphor-contents  of  camphorated  oil  kept  in  an 
uncorked  bottle  at  ordinary  room  temperatures  :  Original 
amount,  22.0  ;  one  month,  21.75  ;  two  months,  21.66;  three 
months,  21.51 ;  eight  months,  20.79  ;  twelve  months,  20.36. 

Dispensers'  Salaries. 

u'he  Guardians  of  the  Strand  Union  received  a  letter  of 
application  for  increase  of  salary,  on  October  13,  from  Mr. 
T.  H.  H.  Hobbs,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  dispenser  to  the 
Strand  workhouse  at  Upper  Edmonton.  Mr.  Hobbs 
pointed  out  that  he  had  endeavoured  to  discharge  his  duties 
to  their  approval  for  nineteen  years,  and  that  the  Local 
Government  Board  allowed  an  increase  to  a  maximum 
salary  of  180/.  after  eighteen  years.  In  reply  to  a  question, 
the  Clerk  said  the  applicant's  present  salary  was  170/. 
Notice  was  given  that  a  motion  to  grant  the  application 
would  be  moved  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  Islington  Guar- 
dians considered  on  October  15  the  application  of  Mr. 
Robt.  W.  Lindsey,  chemist  and  druggist,  the  dispenser  at 
the  St.  John's  Road  workhouse  and  outdoor  dispensary,  for 
an  allowance  for  indoor  work.  Mr.  Lindsey  commenced; 
two  years  ago  at  a  salary  of  120/.  per  annum,  rising  to  140/. 
after  four  years,  then  by  10/.  increments  every  four  years 
to  180/.  a  year.  His  predecessor  received  an  additional 
allowance  of  20/.  yearly,  with  dinner  daily  in  addition,  for 
outdoor  dispensing.  Mr.  Lindsey  pointed  out  that  last 
year  he  dispensed  20,984  prescriptions  without  allowance, 
and  in  the  two  dispensaries  50,310,  a  total  exceeding  by 
728  that  of  the  other  two  dispensers  combined.  He  also 
worked  six  hours  longer  and  did  clerical  work  in  connection.

with  both  duties.  The  committee  recommended  an.  allow- 
ance of  20/. 

Fires. 

There  was  a  fire  at  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys'  factory  at 
Ware,  Herts,  on  October  16,  which  did  considerable  damage, 
'but  has  not  interrupted  business  seriously. 

The  London  depot  of  Camwal,  Ltd.,  at  112  Pembroke 
Street,  N.,  was  the  scene  of  stir  and  strife  on  the  evening 
of  October  19.  An  alarming  fire  broke  out  below  the 
loading-bank  soon  after  7.30  p.m.,  and  the  flames  spread 
with  astonishing  rapidity  to  the  warehouse  behind.  The 

latter  is  a  brick 
building,  with  a 
wooden  gallery  along 
one  side  the  stone 
floor,  and  was  piled 
almost  roof-high 
with  cases  of  syphons 
and  boxes  of  bottles. 
The  dry  woodwork 
of  the  staging  and 
cases  aided  the  rapid 
progress  of  the 
flames,  and  ten  casks 
of  wooden  discs  for 
bottle-tops  fed  the 
fire  near  the  point  of 
origin.  On  the  ar- 
rival of  the  fire- 
brigade,  six  loaded 
vans  obstructed  the 
work,  and  they  were 
removed  in  a.  smoul- 
dering state  to 
Bemerton  Street 
close  by.  The  large  crowd  that  had  gathered  in  the 
meantime  created  a  diversion  by  rushing  the  vans,  the 
roughs  smashing  the  syphons  for  the  sake  of  the  metal 
tops,  and  doing  between  30/.  and  40?.  worth  of  damage. 
"Meanwhile  the  firemen  had  been  able  to  get  round 
to  the  other  end  of  the  warehouse,  and  a  plentiful 
supply  of  water  from  about  a  dozen  steamers  enabled 
the  firemen  to  save  the  machinery  entirely.  The  pro- 
gress of  the  fire  was  marked  by  a  veritable  pande- 
monium, the  rapid  succession  of  reports  from  bursting 
syphons,  bottles,  and  jars  resembling  mimic  warfare  with 
Maxim  guns.  The  fire  was  under  control  by  9"  p.m.,  but 
the  warehouse  was  wrecked.  Some  6,000  doz.  of  syphons 
and  innumerable  bottles  and  jars  were  destroyed.  The 
■extent  of  the  damage  is  estimated  at  10,000/.  Our  illustra- 
tion will  give  some  idea  of  the  wrecked  cases,  twisted 
girders,  and  cracked  walls.  Fused  and  starred  lumps  of 
glass,  syphon-tops,  tubes,  and  syphon-bodies  littered  the 
place,  and  innumerable  fragments  of  glass  everywhere 
testified  to  the  explosive  force  of  the  bursting  syphons. 
.Next  day  the  work  of  replacing  stock  proceeded,  and  the 
daily  despatch  was  sent  out  as  usual.  Beyond  slight  in- 
convenience in  loading,  the  fire  will  not  seriously  affect  the 
despatch  of  orders.  The  cause  of  the  fire  is  unknown,  but 
it  originated  in  the  basement  near  a  gas-engine. 

Boots  are  Coming 
has  been  reported  so  frequently  at  Kingston-on-Thames 
that  chemists  have  got  used  to  the  report  and  smile  at 
it.  Now  rumour  looks  like  becoming  an  accomplished  fact 
before  much  more  water  has  passed  under  Kingston  Bridge. 
At  the  Mart,  Tokenhouse  Yard,  E.C.,  on  Monday,  one 
-of  the  oldest  established  and  best  situated  freehold  busi- 
ness premises  in  the  Market  Place,  Kingston,  hitherto  occu- 
pied by  the  late  owner  as  bookseller  and  librarian,  printer, 
■and  fancy-goods  dealer,  was  submitted  to  auction  for  sale 
with  possession.  Many  of  the  prominent  men  from  the 
-ancient  borough  were  in  the  auction-room.  Mr.  Jesse  Boot 
was  wheeled  into  the  room  in  his  bath-chair.  The  auctioneer 
spoke  for  a  few  minutes  about  the  many  .advantages  pos- 
sessed by  the  property  which  had  been  thrown  into  the 
market  by  the  death  of  the  late  owner,  .bidding  commenced 
at  4,000/.,  and  after  twelve  more  bids,  of  which  Mr.  Jesse 
Boot  made  four,  the  property  was  knocked  down  to  him  for 
6,500/. ;  which  the  auctioneer  said  was  considerably  less  than 
it  was  valued  at  for  probate  duty.     The  premises  were 


stated  in  the  particulars  of  sale  to  be  of  the  estimated  rental 
of  370/.  per  annum,  but  the  auctioneer  said  that  500/.  was 
nearer  the  mark.  They  have  a  frontage  of  about  33  ft.  and  a 
depth  of  about  47  ft.,  besides  a  large  warehouse  at  the  back, 
and  seem  to  be  particularly  well  suited  for  Boots'  drugs- 
books-fancy  trade. 

A  Reminiscence  by  Mr.  Boot. 

The  October  number  of  the  "  B.A.C.  Journal,"  which  is 
circulated  among  members  of  Boot's  Athletic  Club  and 
employes  of  Boot's,  cash  chemists,  contains  an  account  of 
the  visit  of  delegates  of  the  Trade  Union  Congress  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jesse  Boot's  home  at  West  Bridgford  last 
month.  Among  the  party  were  the  following  members  of 
Parliament  :  Messrs.  D.  J.  Shackleton,  Arthur  Richardson, 
A.  H.  Gill,  W.  C.  Steadman,  Will  Thorne,  J.  R.  Clynes, 
R,  Bell,  J.  Wilson,  W.  E.  Harvey,  and  J.  Johnson.  The 
Plaisaunce  (name  of  Mr.  Boot's  place)  Band  played,  and 
Boot's  Male  Voice  Choir,  conducted  by  Mr.  E.  S.  Waring 
(chemist),  sang  part-songs.  After  tea  Mr.,  Shackleton, 
M.P.,  and  Mr.  Bell,  M.P.,  expressed  the  thanks  of  the 
company  to  the  host  and  hostess,  the  latter  referring  to 
Mr.  Boot  as  a  model  employer.  In  the  course  of  his  reply 
Mr.  Boot  said  : 

The  eldest  son  of  a  Peer  takes  his  seat  in  the  House  of 
Lords  by  right  as  the  son  of  his  father,  and  I  claim  to  sit 
with  you  representatives  of  labour  as  the  son  of  a  man  who 
belonged  to  the  lowest  ranks  of  the  workers,  and  who  would 
have  been  delighted  if  he  had  lived  to  see  labour  in  its  present 
organised  condition.  My  father  was  in  early  life  an  agri- 
cultural labourer,  and  as  a  married  man  his  ordinary  wages 
never  exceeded  12s.  per  week.  A  deeply  religious  man, 
anxious  for  self-improvement,  and  that  he  might  help  others, 
the  small  amount  that  he  earned  extra  at  harvest  time  he 
spent  in  books,  the  better  to  equip  himself  for  his  Sunday 
work  as  local  preacher.  The  result  of  this  strenuous  life  of 
hard  work  and  coarse  food  was  that  by  the  time  he  was 
thirty-four  he  was  thoroughly  broken  down  in  health,  a 
complete  wreck,  unable  to  earn  his  wages  with  satisfaction  to 
himself,  and  was  compelled  to  come  into  town  and  start  busi- 
ness. He  commenced  in  Nottingham  some  sixty  years  ago, 
just  about  the  time  of  the  Chartist  troubles. 

He  was  without  health,  without  money,  without  any  busi- 
ness experience ;  his  only  asset  was  character.  The  result  of 
these  struggles  was  that  he  passed  away  twenty-five  years 
before  his  time,  and  at  ten  years  of  age  I  was  left  without  the 
help  and  guidance  of  one  of  the  most  saintly  men  who  have 
trodden  this  earth.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  my  sympathies  are 
with  the  cause  of  Labour  ?  Doubtless  at  times  mistakes  have 
been  made  by  Labour  leaders,  and  will  be  made,  but,  as  has 
been  well  observed,  those  who  never  make  any  mistakes  never 
accomplish  anything.  Speaking  of  the  times  when  my  father 
started  business,  things  were  so  bad  that  Thomas  Cooper  said 
if  you  met  a  framework  knitter  one  hundred  miles  away  from 
Nottingham  or  Leicester  you  would  know  him  by  his  gaunt, 
half-starved  appearance.  Since  then  we  have  travelled  far, 
and  yet  there  is  vast  room  for  further  improvement. 

The  rest  of  the  speech  was  devoted  to  considerations  of 
"  practical,  applied  Christianity,"  which  led  up  to  "  smooth- 
ing the  relations  between  capital  and  labour,"  and  the 
housing  question. 

Midland  Notes. 

On  Saturday  last  an  entertainment  was  given  by  members 
of  the  Alexander  Musical  Society,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Ernest  C.  Thomas,  to  the  inmates  at  Birmingham 
Eye  Hospital. 

Mr.  F.  Barlow,  chemist  and  druggist,  Balsall  Heath,  as 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  King's  Norton  Board  of  Guardians, 
presented  a  silver-gilt  key  to  Mr.  Gibbs,  who  opened  the 
new  Home  for  Poor  Children  last  week. 

At  the  Birmingham  and  Midland  Branch  of  the  Ancient 
Order  of  Foresters'  annual  Sunday  gathering,  on  October  18, 
Mr.  William  Izon,  chemist,  High  Street,  Aston,  delivered 
an  interesting  lecture  on  English  Lakeland,  illustrated 
with  lantern  slides. 

The  "Dispensing  Vacancy  for  an  Educated  Lady" 
advertisement  has  again  made  its  appearance  somewhat  fre- 
quently in  the  local  Press.  The  stimulus  is  ascribed  to  the 
widely  advertised  success  of  the  present  year's  Pereira 
Medal  holder. 

Last  Saturday  someone  who  assumed  the  nom-de-plume 
"  Pharmacy,"  asked  the  editor  of  the  "  Birmingham  Post  " 
a  question  which  called  forth  the  answer,  "  The  Pharmacy 
Bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Winfrey  reached  the  second  read- 
ing, but  has  since  been  dropped." 
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French  Visitors. 
A  deputation  of  French  workmen  has  been  visiting  this 
country  and  has  been  shown  over  many  works  in  the  North 
of  England.  One  party  visited  Allhusen's  Chemical-works, 
at  Gateshead,  on  October  20.

After  the  tour  of  inspection  the  visitors 
were  entertained  to  luncheon.

This  is  the  first  branch  they  have  opened  in  the  better-class 
•residential  neighbourhoods,  most  of  their  many  branches 
'being  in  such  working-class  neighbourhoods  as  Attercliffe 
and  Shalesmoor. 

The  Nottingham  pharmaceutical  golf-team  visited  Shef- 
■field  on  Thursday,  October  15,  and  were  beaten  by  their 
Sheffield  confreres  by  six  to  none.  The  day  was  rather  dull 
and  foggy,  but  this  did  not  prevent  a  most  enjoyable  meet- 
ing.

Affixing  a  Poison-label. 
The  trial  of  the  young  man  Clare  charged  with  attempting 
-suicide  with  oxalic  acid  took  place  on  October  20  before 
Mr.   Justice  Johnson,   at  the  City  Commission  Court, 


Dublin  (see  C.  ct  D.,  October  17,  p.  606).  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  Upper  Baggot  Street,  repeated  the 
evidence  he  gave  at  the  police  court,  stating  that  he  put  the 
oxalic  acid  in  a  paper  parcel  and  tied  a  red  label  marked 
"  Poison  "  to  the  parcel.  Mr.  Justice  Johnson  :  Did  he  sign 
the  book  ?  Mr.  Wells  :  It  is  not  necessary  that  he  should 
sign  ;  it  is  only  necessary  for  me  to  put  on  a  label  with  my 
name  and  address,  the  name  of  the  article,  and  the  word 
"Poison."  Signing  only  refers  to  the  first  part  of  the 
schedule.  Mr.  Justice  Johnson  :  But  you  only  tied  it  on 
the  parcel.  What  the  statute  requires  is  that  the  parcel  or 
bottle  shall  be  so  labelled  that  the  label  cannot  be  removed. 
Mr.  Wells  :  I  did  all  that  the  Act  requires  in  this  case.  Mr. 
Justice  Johnson  :  You  had  better  take  care  in  the  future, 
or  you  may  be  liable  yourself  for  misdemeanour.  Clare  was 
committed,  and  the  Judge  allowed  him  out  on  his  own 
recognisances. 

In  connection  with  this  case  we  have  received  the  following 
letters  for  publication  : 

Dublin,  October  21,  1908. 
Sir, — Referring  to  the  case  heard  at  the  Commission 
yesterday,  I  wrote  to  the  solicitors  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  inquiring  as  to  the  regulations  in  the  sale  of  oxalic 
acid,  and  enclose  a  copy  of  their  reply.  From  this  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  chemist  in  the  above  case  did  more 
than  the  law  required,  in  that,  besides  labelling  the  packet 
of  oxalic  acid,  he  cautioned  the  purchaser  as  to  the  dan- 
gerous nature  of  the  article,  warned  him  not  to  mix  it  in  a 
black  bottle,  and  to  affix  the  red  poison  label  to  any  vessel 
in  which  the  poison  might  be  dissolved.  It  is  plain,  there- 
fore, that  the  chemist's  cautions  to  the  purchaser  saved  the 
man's  life.  The  witness,  Jane  Donnelly,  stated  in  her 
evidence  that  when  she  saw  the  man  putting  the  bottle  with 
a  red  label  to  his  mouth  she  took  it  from  him.  The  label 
was  also  a  guide  to  the  medical  staff  in  the  hospital  as  to 
the  proper  antidote  to  use.  It  also  enabled  the  police  to 
trace  the  sale  of  the  poison,  which  is  one  of  the  objects  of  the 
Act.

Dear  Sir, — Referring  to  your  letter  of  to-day  in  which 
you  desire  to  know  the  requirements  of  the  law  in  reference 
to  the  sale  of  oxalic  acid,  we  write  to  say  that  oxalic  acid  is 
in  Part  2  of  Schedule  A  to  the  Poisons  Act,  and  that  conse- 
quently the  only  requirement  of  the  faw  is  that  the  box, 
bottle,  vessel,  wrapper,  or  cover  in  which  the  oxalic  acid 
is  contained  be  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the 
word  "  Poison,"  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller. 
This  is  provided  bv  Section  2  of  the  Sale  of  Poisons  (Ire- 
land) Act,  1870.  The  other  requirements  of  that  Section 
as  to  the  sale  of  poisons,  including  the  keeping  of  a  poisons- 
book,  relate  only  to  those  poisons  which  are  set  out  in  Part  1 
of  Schedule  A.  They  have  no  bearing  on  the  sale  of  oxalic

Post-office  Prosecution. 
On  October  17  at  the  Dublin  Southern  Police  Court,  before 
Mr.  Swifte,  Divisional  Magistrate,  John  Mellinger,  Lent 
Rise,  Maidenhead,  was  brought  up  on  remand  charged  with 
having  sent  indecent  circulars  through  the  post  (see  (7.  <b  D., 
October  17,  p.  606).  Evidence  was  given  by  Defective- 
Inspector  Neal,  of  the  Metropolitan  Police,  and  Sergeant 
Heath,  Slough.    Accused  was  further  remanded  for  a  week. 

Cost  of  Medicines. 
At  Newtownards  Board  of  Guardians  on  October  17,  Mr. 
Kerr  asked  for  an  explanation  as  to  why  medicine  used  in 
Kilmood  Dispensary  cost  twice  as  much  as  at  Comber.  The 
Chairman  said  he  was  not  aware  of  the  cause  except  that  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  there  might  have  been  a  surplus 
stock  of  medicines  in  Comber,  while  at  Kilmood  there 
was  perhaps  a  shortage.  The  Cierk  was  instructed  to  make 
a  return  for  the  past  two  years  of  the  drugs  obtained  for 
the  several  dispensaries  in  the  union. 

Advertising  an  Embrocation. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Cork  Industrial  Development 
Association  attention  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  at  this 
period  of  the  year  large  quantities  of  embrocation  are  pur- 
chased in  Ireland,  usually  the  product  of  "  foreign"  manu- 
facturers. The  Council  hoped  that  the  public  would  in 
future  insist  upon  being  supplied  with  the  Irish-made 
article.     The  same  subject  came  up  at  the  meeting  of 
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the  Dublin  Industrial  Development  Association  on  Octo- 
ber 19.  This  appears  to  be  a  .scheme  for  cheaply  advertising 
a  local  embrocation,  the  virtues  of  which,  according  to  the 
accounts  that  have  reached  us,  are  many. 

Personal  Items. 

Mr.  Robert  Barklie,  F.C.S.,  the  -well-known  North  of 
Ireland  analyst,  has  recovered  from  the  illness  which  kept 
him  from  business  for  a  brief  period,  and  is  back  at  his; 
laboratory.

— It  is  now  the  custom  in  certain 
Parisian  cafes,  says  "  Le  Matin,"  when  serving  coffee,  for 
the  garyon  to  bring  three  pieces  of  sugar  carefully  enveloped 
in  tissue  paper.  The  garcon  explains  to  the  stupefied 
"  oonsommateurs,"  "  C'est  rapport  a  l'hygiene."  The- 
following  antiseptic  menu  is  therefore  suggested  : 

Huitres  Bouillees. 

Poisson  Peclie  dans  de  l'Eau  Boriquee. 

Viandes  Sauce  Naphtol. 

Canetons  Sortis  des  Etuves  Municipales.

Obituary. — The  death  took  place  a  few  days  ago  of 
M.  Jean  Baptiste  Pasteur,  only  son  of  the  great  chemist, 
at  the  age  of  fifty-seven.  He  had  a  distinguished  career  a& 
a  diplomatist. — The  death  also  occurred  last  Saturday  of 
Professor  Paul  Berger,  a  very  distinguished  French  sur- 
geon, whose  name  will  be  familiar  to  all  British  pharmacists 
who  have  spent  some  time  in  France.  He  was  sixty-three- 
years  of  age. 

The  'Phone  and  the  Pharmacists. — Pharmacists  have 
been  especially  affected  by  the  practical  annihilation  of 
the  Parisian  telephone  service  by  the  fire  which  occurred' 
a  short  time  ago  at  the  Central  Telephone  Exchange  at 
Paris.  They  have  always  been  amongst  the  most  regular 
subscribers  to  the  service,  both  in  Paris  and  the  provinces, 
in  spite  of  the  high  rates  of  subscription  (16Z.  per  annum- 
in  Paris)  and  the  very  indifferent  results  which  are  obtain- 
able during  the  business  hours  of  the  day. 

The  New  French  Codex. — The  official  decree  dated' 
July  17  last  announcing  the  publication  of  the  new  French 
Codex  stipulated  that  it  would  replace  the  old  edition  as; 
from  September  15  last.  The  book  was,  however,  only 
published  a  few  days  before  September  15,  and  consequently 
it  was  quite  impossible  for  every  pharmacist  and' 
doctor  in  France  to  be  in  possession  of  a  copy  by 
that  date.  Since  then  (after  the  new  Codex  has- 
been  officially  obligatory  for  a  month)  it  has  beeiT 
decided  that  the  original  date  was  ill-considered,  and  a 
Ministerial  decree  has  just  been  issued  deferring  the  obliga- 
tory date  for  its  coming  into  use  until  May  15,  1909.  Thus: 
a  little  tardily  is  a  respite  given  to  many  nervous  pharmacists-- 
and  doctors  in  the  country  in  France  who  have  been  worry- 
ing over  the  new  Codex  since  its  publication  last  month. 

Echo  07  a  Jubilee. — As  already  announced  in  the  C .  cb  D. , 
the  French  Parliament  voted,  a  few  weeks  ago,  a  short  law 
according  a  number  of  decorations  of  the  Legion  of 
Honour  on  the  occasion  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
Chemical  Society  of  France.  The  list,  which  is  given 
below,  comprises  two  commanders,  five  officers,  and' 
seventeen  knights,  and  has  been  awaited  with  a  good  deal 
of  eagerness  by  the  gentlemen  who  had  reason  to  suppose- 
they  might  be  interested.  It  is  a  subject  of  a  good  deal 
of  comment,  however,  that  the  various  distinguished' 
foreign  chemists  who  attended  the  jubilee  gathering  of 
the  Congress  should  have  been  entirely  omitted  from  the- 
list,  especially  as  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  (M. 
Pichon)  who  attended  the  banquet  closing  the  functions, 
pointedly  said  that  a  certain  number  of  decorations  would 
be  given,  and  as  this  was  mentioned  in  the  presence  of 
the  foreign  delegates  it  was  interpreted  in  some  quarters 
as  an  implied  promise  which  included  them.  He  may 
perhaps,  however,  have  the  intention  of  publishing  a 
second  list  later,  French  decorations  being  accorded  to 
foreigners  under  slightly  different  conditions  than  to 
Frenchmen.

The  Train  Mystery.— The  murder  of  the  mayor  of  a 
country  town  in  a  railway  carriage  between  Paris  and 
Auxerre,  recently,  bid  fair  for  a  time  to  resemble  the  sad 
tragedy  at  Sevenoaks  in  mystery,  but  was  solved  on  Thurs- 
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day,  October  15,  by  the  arrest  of  Abel  Leblanc  (who  has 
since  confessed  the  crime)  in  the  room  occupied  by  M. 
Bouvier,  assistant  to  M.  Cantonne,  pharmacist,  which  the 
latter  had  allowed  him  to  use,  they  being  acquaintances 
from  the  fame  native  village.  Since  the  day  of  the 
murder  Leblanc  met  M.  Cantonne  every  day  at  a  cafe, 
ignorant  at  first  of  the  fact  that  his  steps  were  being 
dogged  daily  by  detectives.  Finally  he  noticed  this,  left 
"his  hotel,  and  presented  himself  at  M.  Bouvier's  room, 
'98  rue  Dareau.  He  mentioned  to  the.  assistant,  who  was 
just  leaving  for  the  pharmacy,  that  he  was  accused,  and 
Bouvier  naturally  replied  that  if  he  were  innocent  he 
■could  prosecute  his  detractors.  Leblanc  dropped  on  to  a 
■chair  and  asked  the  assistant  to  fetch  M.  Cantonne  to 
advis«  him.  When  Bouvier  arrived  at  the  pharmacy  he 
'found  his  employer  face  to  face  with  M.  Sebille,  Com- 
missary of  Police.  "Are  you  M.  Leblanc?"  said  M. 
;Sebille.  "  No,  but  he  is  at  my  rooms."  The  Commissary 
and  his  men  followed  M.  Bouvier  there,  and  the  arrest 
■was  made. 


American  Notes. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Spanish  U.S. P. — A  Spanish  edition  of  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia  is  now  printed,  and  is  awaiting  the  index, 
which  is  being  prepared  by  Professor  J.  G.  Diaz,  of  Havana 
University.  The  Spanish  edition  is  for  use  in  South 
America,  Mexico,  and  the  Philippines. 

The  Liquorice  TPvTjst  Fixed. — About  two  years  ago  the 
American  Government  took  action  against  the  MacAndrews 
&  Forbes  Co.,  of  New  York,  and  the  J.  S.  Young  Co.,  of 
Baltimore,  for  violating  the  Sherman  Anti-trust  Law  in 
•controlling  the  price  and  output  of  liquorice,  and  for  refusing 
to  sell  to  tobacco-manufacturers  outside  the  so-called 
Tobacco  Trust.  These  firms  have  been  fined  $10,000  and 
-$8,000  respectively. 

Denatured  Alcohol. — The  United  States  Government  is 
aiot  exactly  satisfied  with  the  limited  extent  to  which  de- 
natured alcohol  has  been  manufactured  and  consumed  since 
•Congress  enacted  the  law  on  the  subject  two  or  three  years 
■ago.  Several  experts  have  been  sent  abroad  to  study  condi- 
tions under  which  alcohol  is  denatured  in  foreign  countries, 
on  the  one  hand,  and,  on  the  other,  to  search  out  and  dis- 
cover the  reasons  for  the  large  output  and  consumption  of 
•the  substance.  The  Government  has  now  announced  that 
during  the  next  few  months  it  will  give  a  series  of  lectures 
and  demonstrations  in  Washington  upon  the  practical  dis- 
tillation of  alcohol  from  bananas,  cacti,  sweet  potatoes,  and 
similar  substances,  which  are  in  many  instances  the  waste 
products  of  farmers.  Denaturing  methods  will  also  be  gone 
into,  and  the  purpose  is  to  instruct  representatives  from  the 
different  State  agricultural  experimental  stations  through- 
out the  country  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  go  home  and 
"teach  the  farmers  and  the  smaller  manufacturers  how  they 
anay  prepare  and  denature  alcohol  on  their  own  premises 
with  economy  and  satisfaction. 

More  Frequent  Revision. — Professor  J.  P.  Remington, 
•Chairman  of  the  Revision  Committee  of  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia,  aroused  a  good  deal  of  interest  recently, 
when,  in  an  address  before  the  National  Wholesale  Drug- 
•gists'  Association,  he  expressed  his  conviction  that  the 
U.S. P.  ought  to  be  revised  every  five  years,  instead  of  ten. 
He  was  afterwards  sustained  in  this  position  by  a  majority 
-vote  of  the  Association — a  vote  which,  however,  has  a 
moral  effect  only,  since  the  N.W.D.A.  has  nothing  to  do 
directly  with  pharmacopceial  revision.  Professor  Reming- 
ton also  endeavoured  to  get  the  N.W.D.A.  to  establish  a 
research  laboratory  for  working  out  standards  and  tests 
'for  proposed  new  additions  to  the  Pharmacopoeia.  This 
suggestion  has  been  taken  under  consideration  by  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  American  Therapeutic  Society  has  taken 
initial  steps  toward  creating  a  laboratory  for  determining 
'the  therapeutic  activity  and  value  of  official  drugs,  and 
the  Federal  Government  has  also  agreed  to  co-operate  in 
the  work  of  revision  by  setting  some  of  its  experts  at  the 
task  of  collating  criticisms  on  the  U.S. P.,  with  a  view  to 
subjecting  them  to  laboratory  test  later  on.  It  is  quite 
■evident  that  the  next  Pharmacopoeia  will  be  based  upon  a 
wide  range  of  laboratory  demonstration. 


Legal  Reports. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Candle-manufacturers'  Dispute. 
The  case  of  Francis  Tucker  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  candle-manu- 
facturers, against  Hayes  &  Finch,  Ltd.,  for  damages  for 
alleged  libel  (referred  to  last  week),  was  concluded  by 
Mr.  Justice  Darling  and  a  special  jury  on  October  20.  The 
sole  interest  of  the  case  to  chemists  was  in  so  far  as  it 
referred  to  the  analysis  of  wax-candles.  Mr.  Otto  Hehner 
was  the  leading  expert  witness  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Sir 
William  Ramsay  and  Professor  P.  F.  Frankland  were 
called  on  the  same  side.  All  were  agreed  that  accurate 
analysis  of  wax-candles  is  possible  and  that  Mr.  Hehner's 
methods  were  right.  Mr.  Hayes,  the  largest  shareholder 
in  the  defendant  company,  was  the  leading  witness  for  the 
defence,  which,  so  far  as  the  composition  of  the  candles 
was  concerned,  relied  on  the  statement  that  wax 
cannot  be  accurately  analysed.  Among  the  evidence  in 
support  of  this  was  a  statement  that  one  of  the  plaintiffs' 
candles  marked  65  per  cent,  of  beeswax  had  been  analysed 
by  Mr.  Hehner  (who  was  ignorant  of  its  origin)  and  re- 
ported by  him  to  contain  45  per  cent.  On  the  evening  of 
October  19  the  jury,  after  his  Lordship  left,  returned  a 
verdict  finding  that  the  defendants'  advertisement  in  the 
"Tablet"  was  libellous  and  referred  to  the  plaintiff  firm, 
and  assessed  damages  at  10/.  They  also  found  that  the 
plaintiffs'  circular  referred  to  the  defendant  firm  and  was 
libellous,  and  assessed  the  damages  at  100/.  His  Lordship 
next  day  gave  judgment  for  the  defendants  for  100/., 
and  also  gave  judgment  in  their  favour  on  the  claim. 

Paregoric  Substitute. 
The  case  of  Bundy  v.  Lewis  (C.  <f-  D.,  May  2,  p.  6'56)  came 
before  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  Lords  Justices  Bingham 
and  Walton  son  October  20,  in  the  way  of  appeal  from  the 
judgment  of  the  Justices  at  Barnsley,  West  Riding  of  York- 
shire, dismissing  a  summons  taken  under  Section  6  of  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  ,  1875,  against  Mr.  A.  W.  Lewis, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Wombswell,  for  selling  paregoric 
substitute  when  paregoric  was  asked  for.  J.  H.  Bundy,  the 
appellant,  is  inspector  of  weights  and  measures  in  the 
West  Riding.  The  article  was  sold  by  Neville,  an  appren- 
tice in  the  employment  of  respondent,  and  it  was  admitted 
in  the  evidence  'before  the  Justices  that  Neville  supplied  to 
appellant  for  4  oz.  of  paregoric  demanded  a  bottle  con- 
taining a  substance  which  was  labelled  "Paregoric  Substi- 
tute"— the  word  "substitute"  'being  written  in  pencil. 
Neville  failed  to  inform  the  appellant  that  the  article  sup- 
plied by  him  was  not  paregoric  and  that  they  did  not  stock 
paregoric.  The  drug  was  submitted  to  the  public  analyst, 
who  stated  in  his  certificate  that  the  sample  contained  only 
half  the  amount  of  alcohol  which  should  be  present  in  a 
genuine  sample,  and  it  was  entirely  deficient  in  tincture  of 
opium,  an  essential  constituent  in  a  paregoric  made  ac- 
according  to  the  formula  given  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
It  was  proved  in  evidence  that  the  official  paregoric  was 
not  sold  because  Neville,  being  an  unqualified  assistant, 
could  not  sell  poisons  without  committing  an  offence  under 
the  Pharmacy  Acts.  The  Justices  determined  that  the 
appellant  had  asked  to  be  supplied  with  paregoric  and  had 
received  an  article  which  was  not  paregoric.  It  was  sold 
as  paregoric  substitute,  and  the  respondent  had  not  acted 
fraudulently,  and  the  sale  was  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
purchaser.  The  Court  now  upheld  the  decision  of  the  Magis- 
trates on  the  ground,  said  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  that 
the  sale  of  the  drug  under  the  circumstances  described  was 
not  to  the  prejudice  of  appellant. 

Licensing  Acts. 

Chemists'  Wine-licences. 
At  Lurgan,  co.  Armagh.  Petty  Sessions,  on  October  20,  Mr. 
Thomas  L.  Cole,  chemist,  was  prosecuted  by  the  police  for 
having,  on  October  3,  he  being  duly  licensed  to  sell  in- 
toxicating liquor,  to  wit  wine,  on  his  premises,  unlawfully 
kept  the  premises  open  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  at 
an  hour  prohibited  by  law — viz.,  10.30  p.m.  Mr.  W.  J. 
Fleming,  barrister-at-law,  defended.  Inspector  Mahony 
stated  that  the  defendant  held  what  was  knowm  as  an  off 
wine-licence — viz.,  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  wine  to  be  con- 
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sumed  off  the  premises — and  under  the  Licensing  Acts  such 
premises  were  bound  by  the  came  regulations  as  to  hours  as 
an  ordinary  public-house.  The  Act  required  that  the  whole 
of  such  premises  should  be  closed  on  Saturday  nights  at 
10  o'clock  unless  the  portion  used  for  the  sale  of  the  liquor 
was  structurally  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  premises, 
which  was  not  the  case  in  this  instance.  Sergeant  Nolan, 
R.I.C.,  proved  visiting  the  shop  at  10.30  p.m.  and  found 
it  open.  He  first  asked  Mr.  Cole  if  he  had  a  wine-licence 
and  then  where  he  kept  the  wine,  and  Mr.  Cole  pointed  to 
underneath  a  table  and  to  a  case  in  the  shop,  where  there 
were  several  bottles  of  wines.  Mr.  Cole  said  he  thought  he 
had  a  right  to  keep  open,  as  chemists  were  exempted  under 
the  Act.  Witness  said  that  there  were  instructions  that  so 
long  as  medicated  wine  only  was  sold  in  a  chemist's  shop 
the  police  were  not  to  prosecute,  but  in  this  case  ordinary 
wines  were  for  sale.  They  should  have  been  removed  at 
10  o'clock  to  a  place  to  which  the  public  would  have  no 
access.  Mr.  Cole  told  him  that  the  wines  were  kept  for 
sale  as  medicines  only.  For  the  defence,  Mr.  Fleming  said 
his  client  had  been  acting  on  the  assurance  given  by  the 
Attorney-General  some  time  ago  that  as  regards  medicated 
wines  he  would  instruct  the  police  not  to  interfere. 

The  case  was  adjourned  for  a  month  in  order  to  give 
defendant  an  opportunity  of  having  a  special  place  struc- 
turally separated  from  his  shop  prepared  for  the  wines. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  the  West  Riding  Court,  Wakefield,  on  October  16, 
Elizabeth  Aston,  grocer,  Streethouse,  was  found  guilty  of 
selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  which  the  public  analyst  cer- 
tified to  contain  only  45  per  cent,  of  the  proper  amount  of 
nitrous  ether.  The  solicitor  for  the  defendant  said  she  was 
a  woman  in  very  poor  circumstances,  and  was  trying  to  make 
a  living  by  keeping  a  small  shop,  where  she  sold  groceries, 
drugs,  and  other  similar  things.  This  spirit  she  bought  last 
March,  and  had  added  nothing  to  nor  taken  anything  from 
it.    The  defendant  was  ordered  to  pay  the  costs,  18s. 

County  Court  Cases. 

A  Printing  Bill. 
In  the  Bromley  (Kent)  County  Court  on  October  16,  Mr. 
W.  G.  Weller  applied  for  an  order  on  a  judgment  summons 
under  which  the  Kentish  District  Times  Co.  claimed  10?.  Is. 
for  printing  and  advertising  from  Hy.  M.  Matthewson, 
patent-medicine  vendor,  East  Hill,  Dartford.  In  answer  to 
Mr.  Weller  defendant  said  he  is  still  carrying  on  business 
as  a  manufacturing  chemist  at  East  Hill,  but  is  entirely 
without  means.  Mr.  Weller  complained  that  defendant  had 
not  paid  a  single  shilling  on  the  judgment.  He,  however, 
did  not  press  for  a  committal,  and  no  order  was  made. 

Arthur's  Stores,  Ltd. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  October  16,  before  Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb, 
Ltd.,  60  Bartholomew  Close,  sued  Arthur's  Stores, 
Ltd.,  6  Carlton  Parade,  Heme  Hill,  for  3/.  13s.  Id.  for 
drugs.  Mr.  Arthur  Frederick  Sadler  appeared  for  the 
defendants  and  said  it  was  he  who  had  traded  as  Arthur's 
Stores.  He  gave  the  order  for  the  drugs  sued  for  in  that 
name  and  the  goods  were  supplied  to  one  of  the  shops  which 
used  to  be  his,  and  that  business  had  been  acquired  by  the 
limited  company,  Arthur's  Stores,  Ltd.  There  was  no 
question  about  trying  to  get  out  of  paying  for  the  goods. 
Judge  Lumley  Smith  asked  if  there  was  any  defence  to  the 
action.  Mr.  Sadler,  in  reply,  said  there  was  a  substantial 
defence.  A  discount  of  5  per  cent,  ought  to  have  been 
allowed  by  the  plaintiffs,  as  had  been  their  custom  when 
the  money  was  paid  within  a  month.  Mr.  Webb,  for  the 
plaintiffs,  said  they  were  always  willing  to  allow  certain 
discounts  for  cash,  but  the  defendants  had  taken  credit 
and  still  wanted  discount  allowed  to  them.  Judge  Lumley 
Smith  adjourned  the  case  until  October  30  in  order  that 
documents  showing  the  plaintiffs'  discount  terms  might  be 
produced. 

Chemist's  Account  and  Doctor's  Bill. 
At  Wandsworth .  County  Court,  on  October  19,  Arthur 
Barlow,  chemist,  of  Caen.  Street,  Braunton,  N.  Devon, 
sued   Captain   J.    D.    Sparks,   of   the   Mansions  Hotel, 
Richmond,    Surrey,    for    8/.    19s.    Id.    for    goods  and 


medicines  supplied  to  defendant's  deceased  wife  between 
October  7,  1907,  and  February  28,  1908. 

For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that  for  four  or  five  years- 
before  her  death  Captain  Sparks  was  (by  mutual  agree- 
ment) not  living  with  his  wife.  He  paid  her  an  allowance,, 
and  she  was  expressly  forbidden  to  pledge  his  credit. 
Nevertheless  she  had  done  so  while  living  at  Braunton,. 
and  the  defendant  wo  aid  be  ruined  if  he  had  to  pay  alL 
the  debts  she  had  contracted.  Defendant  gave  evidence, 
and  in  reply  to  the  plaintiff  admitted  that  he  had  paid  a 
doctor's  bill  of  101. 

I  should  think,  queried  Mr.  Barlow,  a  chemist  has  as- 
much  right  to  be  paid  as  a  doctor  ? — I  daresay  he  has,  if 
he  can  get  it.  I  don't  think  you  are  the  only  chemist. 
There  are  others  she  went  to  all  over  Devonshire. 

The  Judge  said  plaintiff  could  not  recover.  It  had  been' 
proved  that  Captain  and  Mrs.  Sparks  were  living  apart 
by  agreement,  and  that  he  allowed  her  sufficient  money  to- 
live  and  provide  herself  with  necessaries.  In  his  opinion,- 
Captain  Sparks  was  not  liable,  and  there  must  be  judgment 
for  defendant. 

Sparks  v.  Peterson  and  Others. 
In  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court,  on  October  15,  before  Mr. 
Assistant  Judge  Jackson,  and  a  jury,  this  case  was  heard' 
and  disposed  of.  It  was  a  claim  made  by  Messrs.  Sparks, 
Trehearne  &  Densham,  wholesale  druggists,  Mitre  Street,. 
Aldgate,  E.G.,  to  recover  the  sum  of  23/.  10.s.  from  Mr. 
William  Peterson  and  Mr.  R.  Robertson  Shankland,  ship- 
brokers,  57  Leadenhall  Street,  for  medical  stores  ordered' 
by  their  manager  (Mr.  Heintz)  for  the  s.s.  Volterno.  The 
plaintiffs'  case  was  that  at  the  time  the  orders  for  the 
medical  stores  were  given  the  defendants  were  the  owners- 
or  the  managing  owners  of  the  vessel  to  which  the  stores 
in  question  were  supplied.  The  plaintiffs  and  the  defend- 
ants had  had  business  dealings  together  previously.  On- 
May  9  last  an  order  was  given  by  Mr.  Heintz  (the  de- 
fendants' manager)  at  the  defendants'  offices  in  Leadenhall' 
Street,  the  plaintiffs  being  requested  to  supply  medical' 
stores  to  the  s.s.  Volterno,  then  lying  at  Hamburg,  for 
500  passengers.  The  plaintiffs  supplied  the  stores  to  the 
value  of  23Z.  10s.,  and  carried  out  their  other  instructions. 
The  defendants  declined  to  pay  and  suggested  that  the 
goods  were  ordered  on  account  of  the  New  York  and  Con- 
tinental Line.  It  was  discovered  that  the  partnership  or 
business  dealing  between  the  defendants  had  apparently 
been  dissolved  after  delivery  of  the  goods.  For  the 
defence  it  was  said  that  the  defendants  had  been  sued  in 
their  individual  capacity  and  that  they  were  not  liable  for 
the  plaintiffs'  account.  Peterson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  Robert- 
son Shankland  &  Co.  were,  at  the  time  in  question,  joint 
managers  of  the  s.s.  Volterno  for  the  New  York  and  Con- 
tinental Line.  The  servant  of  that  company  had  given 
the  order  for  the  medical  stores,  and  that  company  was 
responsible  to  the  plaintiffs.  The  jury  returned  a  Verdict 
for  the  plaintiffs  against  both  defendants  for  the  sum  sued' 
for.  A  stay  of  execution  was  granted  and  leave  to  appeal' 
given  upon  payment  of  the  sum  of  27>l.  10s.  into  court. 

Cocaine  in  Tooth-extraction. 
At  Evesham  County  Court  on  October  17,  before  Judge 
Ingham,  Mr.  T.  A.  Stanley,  auctioneer's  cashier,  Hampton, 
sued  Mr.  W.  J.  Craven,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bengeworth, 
Evesham,  for  201.  damages,  alleged  to  have  been  caused' 
by  the  negligence  of  the  defendant's  assistant  in  the  extrac- 
tion of  a  tooth  and  in  the  application  to  plaintiff's  gums  of 
cocaine.  Mr.  Hosgood  (Pershore)  appeared  for  plaintiff, 
and  Mr.  G.  New  (Evesham)  defended. 
"  The  case  for  the  plaintiff  was  that  on  August  15,  as  he 
was  suffering  badly  from  toothache,  and  seeing  an  advertise- 
ment of  defendant's  "  Teeth  painlessly  extracted,"  he  called1 
at  the  shop  to  have  the  tooth  taken  out.  The  assistant 
performed  the  operation,  and  injected  cocaine  into  plaintiff's- 
gums.  In  extracting  the  tooth  he  broke  it.  He  then- 
injected  more  cocaine,  and  got  the  tooth  out.  A  little 
while  afterwards  plaintiff  was  taken  ill,  being  sick  and  cold, 
and  he  had  to  go  to  bed.  He  became  unconscious,  and  was 
attended  by  a  doctor.  He  remained  in  bed  for  a  week.  Dr. 
Gordon  Evans  said  he  found  plaintiff  as  near  death  as  he 
could  be.  Defendant's  assistant  had  administered  tho- 
drug  from  an  open  glass,  and  not  from  the  proper  tube,  as- 
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it  should  be  administered.  It  was  unsafe  for  an  unqualified 
man  like  Munslow  (the  assistant)  to  administer  cocaine. 
Plaintiff's  condition  was  entirely  due  to  the  cocaine. 
Defendant  said  Munslow,  his  assistant,  was  a  perfectly- 
competent  extractor  of  teeth,  and  had  performed  about  500 
"painless  extractions"  this  year.  Dr.  C.  Pollard,  of  Wor- 
cester, said  that  cocaine  was  a  proper  drug  to  use  for  teeth- 
extraction.  Dentists  all  over  the  country,  qualified  and 
unqualified,  used  it.  He  did  not  suggest  any  imprudence  in 
this  case.  Mr.  J.  F.  Munslow  said  he  administered  only 
10  minims  of  cocaine.  Defendant  said  he  would  have  the 
tooth  out  "  at  all  costs."  Witness  had  taken  out  487  teeth 
this  year  without  a  complaint.  Other  evidence  having 
been  given,  the  Judge  said  he  considered  that  the  cocaine 
was  negligently  administered,  and  he  therefore  gave  judg- 
ment for  plaintiff  for  ten  guineas. 


Bankruptcies  and  Failures. 


Be  Frank  Collins  Langley,  127  Praed  Street,  Paddington, 
Chemist  and  Druggist. — The  public  examination  of  this  debtor 
was  appointed  for  October  16,  before  Mr.  Registrar 
Brougham,  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court.  Mr.  G.  W. 
Chapman,  Official  Receiver,  reported  that  he  required  further 
time  in  which  to  investigate  the  accounts,  and  by  consent  of 
all  parties  the  sitting  was  suspended  until  November  6.  The 
statement  of  affairs  shows  liabilities  5111.  8s.  Id.  to  rank, 
against  net  assets  175?.  6s.  5c?.,  after  deducting  43?.  8s.  6(2.  in 
payment  of  the  preferential  claims.  The  debtor  commenced 
business  in  1892  at  12  London  Street,  and  removed  to  his 
present  premises  in  June  1906.  He  attributes  his  failure  to 
cost  of  removal,  consequent  loss  of  trade,  and  increased 
competition. 

Re  Edward  Herbert  Morris,  Chemist  and  Druggist,  for- 
merly carrying  on  business  at  101  St.  James's  Street,  Newport, 
I.W. — At  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Court,  Newport,  on  Octo- 
ber 14,  this  debtor  applied  for  his  discharge.  The  Official 
Receiver  said  that  the  receiving  order  was  made  in  Novem- 
ber 1906.  The  liabilities  were  expected  to  rank  at  1,054/., 
but  proofs  amounted  to  only  724?.,  the  difference  being  made 
up  of  374/.  alleged  to  be  owing  to  the  wife.  The  assets  were 
estimated  to  rank  at  263?.,  and  realised  248?.  A  first  and 
only  dividend  of  4s.  ll^d.  was  paid.  Full  particulars  of  the 
failure  were  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  December  22,  1906,  p.  923. 
The  debtor  attributed  his  failure  to  insufficient  capital,  losses 
on  his  Ryde  branch  business,  a  fire  at  his  Newport  shop,  and 
excessive  expenditure  on  improvements.  Mr.  Hiscock  having 
spoken  about  the  debtor's  misfortunes,  the  Judge  said  he 
thought  this  was  a  case  in  which  there  could  be  an  immediate 
discharge,  which  was  granted  accordingly.

— Some  time  ago  we  referred 
to  the  various  artificial  perfumes  which  are  the  specialities  of

before  us  camples  of  a  new  product  of  Mr.  Mallmann's- 
factory — artificial  otto  of  violets.  This  synthetic  violets- 
is  a  liquid,  and  is  stated  to  be  equal  in  efficacy  to  ionone. 
It  is  sold  in  three  strengths  at  22s.  6d.,  5.5.S.,  and  63s.  per 
lb. ,  and  is  well  worth  the  attention  of  perfumers.  Those  who> 
are  on  the  look-out  for  a  new  perfume  base  should  obtain) 
a  sample  of  muscarol,  a  new  odour  stated  to  have  excep- 
tional lasting  properties.  The  perfume  is  both  distinctive 
and  pleasant. 

Cook's  Soaps  are  at  present  being  advertised  in  London 
by  an  advertising  squad  which  should  do  something  tc» 
stimulate  the  retail  demand  for  the  special  soaps.  Messrs. 
E.  Cook  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bow,  London,  E.,  have  sent  us  a 
photograph  to  show  the  appearance  of  such  a  squad.  In 
addition  to  the  familiar  boards,  which  form  the  bread  of 
the  sandwich,  each  man  has  over  his  head  a  gigantic  model 
cake  of  soap.  The  lettering  on  one  side  of  the  sandwich- 
board  is  in  French,  this  being  on  account  of  the  large 
number  of  French  people  who  are  visiting  London  this  year. 
Incidentally  the  organisation  of  these  advertising  squads 
gives  employment  to  many  men  who  would  otherwise  be 
found  in  the  ranks  of  the  unemployed. 

Shaving-sticks. — Messrs.  D.  &  W.  Gibbs,  Ltd.,  City 
Soap-works,  London,  E.,  have  hit  on  a  new  idea  for  a 
nickel  case  for  a  stick  of  shaving-soap.  The  stick  of  soap 
is  fastened  in  a  shallow  base  and  the  cover  is  screwed  direct 
on  to  the  base.  The  effect  of  this  is  that  when  the  cover 
is  unscrewed  the  greater  part  of  the  soap  is  exposed  ready 
for  use  and  the  base  forms  a  holder.  Another  point  is  that 
the  holder  has  a  push-up  bottom,  so  that  the  economically 
minded  can  use  the  coap  down  to  the  fraction  of  an  inch. 
The  stick  is  made  of  the  well-known  cold-cream  soap,  and 
with  the  brilliant  nickel  case  forms  an  attractive  shilling 
line  for  the  counter.  Each  case  is  put  up  in  a  carton.  A 
special  offer  is  made  in  our  advertisement  pages  to  those 
who  send  orders  this  week. 

Perfume-sprays. — Messrs.  Henry  C.  Quelch  &  Co., 
4  Ludgate  Square,  London,  E.C.,  have  on  show  just  now 
an  excellent  series  of  perfume-sprays,  and  chemists  buying 
for  Christmas  trade  should  make  a  point  of  comparing  the 
value  offered.

The  English-made  sprays 
are  shown  in  prices  which  vary  from  the  very  beautiful 
specimens  in  cut  rainbow-glass  to  the  smaller  cut  crystal 
glass.  A  pretty  style  has  an  urn-shaped  vase,  and  this  is 
obtainahle  in  a  variety  of  tints  unattainable  in  the  products 
of  any  but  English  glassworks.  In  referring  to  the  foreign- 
made  sprays  no  disparagement  is  to  be  understood,  as  Con- 
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tinental  glassworks  specialise  in  certain  kinds  of  glass- 
ware. By  the-  use  of  a  very  brilliant  glass  and  effective 
styles  in  cutting  an  article  of  good  style  can  be  produced 
at  a  low  price.  A  special  list  solely  devoted  to  medical- 
.and  perfume-sprays  has  been  published,  and  we  recommend 
chemists  who  cannot  call  at  Messrs.  Quelch's  premises  to 
write  for  a  copy  of  the  list.  The  list  is  illustrated,  and  thus 
•enables  one  to  make  a  selection  the  more  easily. 

Duncan's  Annotations. — Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart  & 
■Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  104  South  Back  Canongate, 
Edinburgh,  have  issued  a  revised  edition  of  their  "  Annota- 
tions on  Special  Pharmaceutical  Preparations."  This  pub- 
lication is  not  so  well  known  as  it  deserves  to  be.  Informa- 
tion is  given  on  many  pharmaceutical  preparations  in  a 
concise  and  accurate  form  which  many  chemists  will  like 
to  have  available  for  reference.  In  the  chapter  on 
anaesthetics,  for  instance,  the  points  emphasised  under 
•the  heading  of  "  Chloroform  "  are  of  great  interest.  Here 
■one  is  told  how  to  recognise  decomposed  chloroform  and 
reminded  that  this  anaesthetic  should  not  be  administered 
in  a  room  where  there  is  a  gas-flame.  There  is  also  the 
little  note  that  smokers  require  more  chloroform  than  non- 
smokers.  Other  anaesthetics  are  then  dealt  with,  including 
ethyl  chloride  and  local  anaesthetics  about  which  so  many 
■of  the  C.  &  D.  readers  are  interested.  The  chapters  on 
formates,  glycerophosphates,  and  organo-therapeutical  pre- 
parations also  contain  much  information  useful  to  phar- 
macists :  this  and  the  numerous  special  forms  of  drugs  are 
well  indexed,  and  thus  readily  available  for  reference. 
The  prices  given  are  full  retail,  so  that  medical  men  who 
■use  the  "  Annotations  "  cannot  make  the  mistake  of  giving 
patients  the  wholesale  price  for  any  of  the  preparations. 

Cygnet  Suppository  Machine. — We  have  referred  to 
this  machine  on  previous  occasions,  but  this  week  have  had 
an  opportunity  of  a  more  extended  examination.  The 
machine  is  sold  by  Messrs.  Thomas  Christy  &  Co.,  Old 
Swan  Lane,  Upper  Thames  Street,  London,  E.G.,  at  25s., 
and  is  sent  out  in  a  box  12  by  5  by  3.  The  style  can 
be  judged  from  the  illustration.  The  moulds  are  a  novel 
feature  in  this  class  of  apparatus  :  they  consist  of  flat  plates 
:so  pressed  as  to  form  a  mould  of  a  half  of  the  suppository 
•or  pessary.  When  two  of  these  plates  are  placed  together 
the  intervening  space  gives  a  perfect  mould  into  which  the 
melted  ingredients  are  poured.    The  moulds  are  supported 


during  the  process  in  the  piece  of  apparatus  shown  in  the 
illustration.  This  mould  support  is  opened  by  slightly 
loosening  the  thumb-screws,  and  the  mould-plates  are  then 
readily  put  into  position  by  means  of  indication  marks  on 
the  side  of  the  plates.  The  support  takes  six  moulds  at  a 
time,  and  when  the  plates  are  in  position  a  turn  of  the 
screws  ensures  perfect  moulds  and  freedom  from  pro- 
nounced "beards"  at  the  join.  The  mould  support  fits 
into  a  long  narrow  tin  bath,  not  shown  in  the  illustration, 
which  is  then  filled  with  cold  water  or  ice  and  water, 
according  to  t  he  temperature  of  the  see  son.  With  each 
CJygnet  machine  four  shapes  of  moulds  are  supplied, 
enabling  four  kinds  of  suppositories  or  pessaries  to  be  made, 
which  meet  practically  all  the  requirements  of  the  dis- 
pensing-counter in  this  class  of  galenicals.  The  apparatus 
is  one  of  the  most  useful  we  have  seen,  and  its  advantages 
will  be  readily  appreciated  by  pharmacists. 

Own-name  Pharmaceuticals. — Messrs.  Lorimer  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Britannia  Row,  Islington,  London,  N.,  have  further 
enlarged  the  range  of  their  "  Own-name  Pharmaceuticals." 
One  of  our  staff  this  week  inspected  the  new  styles  which 
have  just  been  put  on  the  market.    One  series  with  a  gold- 


and-fawn  label  is  particularly  striking  in  appearance,  and 
as  it  comprises  some  of  the  seasonable  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts it  is  well  worth  attention.  We  may  mention  cod- 
liver  oil  emulsion,  malt  extract,  cherry  cough-linctus  as 
examples.  In  the  case  of  the  cod-liver-oil  emulsion  the  label 
exactly  fits  the  bottle,  which  is  of  the  panelled  variety, 
while  the  emulsion  is  absolutely  perfect,  as  shown  by  micro- 
scopic examination.  The  last  stage  of  perfection  is  at- 
tained by  the  use  of  the  newest  style  of  agate-bed  emulsi- 
fier.  The  malt  extract  is  put  up  in  square,  rich-amber  - 
coloured  glass  jars  enclosed  in  cartons.  A  point  about 
Messrs.  Lorimer's  malt  extract  is  une  fact  that  only  the 
product  of  Scotch  maltings  is  employed  in  its  manufac- 
ture, and  all  the  world  knows  that  malt  made  in  Scotland 
cannot  be  approached  for  quality.  In  the  course  of  an  in- 
teresting conversation  with  Mr.  Brocklesby  our  representa- 
tive learned  that  keen  competition  has  brought  on  the 
market  some  queer  stuff  sold  as  malt  extract,  and  it  would 
be  just  as  well  if  chemists  would  occasionally  perform  the 
simple  test  of  starch-conversion  to  see  that  the  extract  they 
are  selling  is  one  which  is  a  credit  to  their  reputation.  The 
price  of  such  an  article  is  not  the  only  consideration,  and 
the  harm  that  is  done  to  the  body  politic  by  a  preparation 
innocent  of  diastasic  power  is  incalculable.  Messrs. 
Lorimer  guarantee  that  the  malt  extract  they  send  out  will 
convert  twice  its  weight  of  starch  in  four  minutes.  Such 
an  extract  is  calculated  to  show  a  physiological  effect  which 
is  the  best  advertisement  for  quality  which  a  chemist  can 
obtain.  We  noted  also  a  good  packed  syr.  hypoph.  co. 
This  is  in  yellow  wrapper,  and  as  the  strychnine  in  the 
syrup  is  employed  in  the  form  of  ext.  nucis  vom.  the  cus- 
tomer has  not  'to  go  through  the  formality  of  signing  for 
it  in  the  poison-book  ;  and  in  these  days  that  is  a  point  which 
tells  with  customers.

Westminster  Wisdom. 

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representatives.) 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
We  learn  upon  excellent  authority  that  Mr.  Herbert 
Samuel,  M.P.,  the  Parliamentary  Under  Secretary  at  the 
Home  Office,  who  will  be  in  charge  of  this  Bill 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  is  shortly  to  receive  a 
email  deputation  of  interested  parties  who  desire 
to  lay  before  him  certain  amendments  to  the  Bill  which  it 
is  hoped  may  be  incorporated  in  the  Committee  stage.  At 
the  same  time  there  is  every  probability  that  the  Under  Sec- 
retary will  be  asked  for  a  definite  expression  of  opinion  as 
to  whether,  in  the  present  congested  condition  of  public 
business,  there  is  a  reasonable  probability  of  any  material 
progress  being  made  with  the  measure  during  the  autumn 
session.  At  the  moment  the  prospects  of  the  Bill  being 
added  to  the  Statute  Book  before  the  prorogation  of  Parlia- 
ment in  December  are  not  felt  by  its  supporters  to  be  particu- 
larly rosy. 

Halfpenny  Empire  Postcards. 
Mr.  Sydney  Buxton,  replying  to  a  question  by  Mr. 
Henniker  Heaton,  said  the  prepaid  postage  on  newspapers 
not  exceeding  2  oz.  in  weight  for  all  places  abroad  is  ^d. 
The  number  of  postcards  transmitted  yearly  fromthe  United 
Kingdom  to  the  rest  of  the  Empire  is  estimated  at  2,650,000. 
Mr.  Buxton  did  not  see  his  way  to  reducing  the  charge  on 
postcards  sent  to  any  part  of  the  British  Empire  to  ^d., 
and  he  was  not  able  to  frame  a  trustworthy  estimate  of 
the  loss  that  would  be  incurred  by  such  a  reduction. 

White  Phosphorus  Matches  Prohibition. 

The  Bill  which  has  been  introduced  by  the  Home  Secre- 
tary to  prohibit  the  manufacture,  sale,  and  importation  of 
matches  made  with  white  phosphorus,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses connected  therewith,  was  down  for  second  reading  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday  evening.  We  under- 
stand, on  the  best  authority,  that  there  is  every 
intention  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  proceed  with 
the  Bill  as  speedily  as  possible.  It  is  presented  by  Mr.  Her- 
bert Gladstone  and  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel,  and  is  the  out- 
come of  the  Berne  Convention  of  1906,  under  which  the 
representatives  of  Germany,  France,  Denmark,  Italy, 
Luxemburg,  the  Netherlands,  and  Switzerland  agreed  to 
prohibit  in  their  respective  countries  the  manufacture,  im- 
portation, and  sale  of  matches  containing  white  phosphorus. 
Great  Britain  was  not  at  the  time  able  to  subscribe  to  the 
Convention.  For  the  better  protection  from  necrosis  of 
persons  employed  in  factories  where  white  phosphorus  is 
used,  it  was  decided,  after  consultation  with  the  leading 
manufacturers,  to  prohibit  altogether  its  use  instead  of 
imposing  regulations  of  a  more  stringent  character.  It 
may  be  pointed  out  that  white  phosphorus  is  not  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  matches  which,  to  use  a  well-known 
formula,  "  strike  only  on  the  box."  There  are  substitutes 
for  white  phosphorus  in  the  manufacture  of  "strike  any- 
where" matches,  but  these  are  patented.  An  arrange- 
ment, however,  has  been  come  to  with  the  holders  of  the 
only  patents  known  to  the  authorities,  and  a  clause  has 
accordingly  been  inserted  in  the  Bill  making  them  avail- 
able on  reasonable  terms  to  all  manufacturers.  As  the  Bill 
proposes  the  prohibition  of  the  manufacture  of  white  phos- 
phorus matches,  so — per  contra — the  Bill  seeks  to  prevent 
the  importation  and  sale  of  such  matches  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  Berne  Convention. 

The  Bill  slipped  through  its  second  reading  in  the  House 
of  Commons  on  Monday  evening,  and  was  at  once  referred  to 
one  of  the  Standing  Committees.  It  is  unlikely,  however, 
that  it  will  be  further  dealt  with  by  that  body  for  some 
little  time,  as  there  are  several  Bills  already  before  these 
bodies,  but  a  special  panel  of  members  will  be  added  to  the 
Standing  Committee  in  respect  of  the  White  Phosphorus 
Matches  Bill. 

Eegistration  of  Nurses. 
The  Bill  "  to  regulate  the  qualifications  of  trained  nurses 
and  to  provide  for  their  registration  "  passed  through  the 
final  Committee  stage  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  Tuesday. 
It  institutes  a  General  Nursing  Council  after  the  lines  of 
the  General  Medical  Council,  but  is  more  directly  repre- 
sentative of  the  nursing  community,  while  medical  and 


public  bodies  will  have  a  say  in  it.  The  Bill  has  yet  to 
go  through  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  Census  of  Production. 
Mr.  Churchill,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  stated 
on  Wednesday  that  he  has  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the 
obligations  imposed  by  the  Census  of  Production  Act  are, 
generally  speaking,  found  by  manufacturers  to  be  unduly 
onerous.  The  Board  desire  to  put  manufacturers  to  the 
least  possible  labour  and  expense  consistent  with  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  where  any  difficulty  arises- 
in  filling  up  the  schedule  every  effort  will  be  made  to  assist 
manufacturers  if  they  will  communicate  directly  with  the 
Census  of  Production  Office. 

Prevention  of  Trypanosomiasis  and  Syphilis. 
Colonel  Seely,  replying  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Rees  on 
October  20,  stated  that  out  of  the  grant  in  aid  of  85,000£. 
in  1907-8,  a  sum  of  about  11,000^.  had  been  spent  in  the 
Uganda  Protectorate  in  combating  trypanosomiasis,  and  a 
sum  of  2,000Z.  has  been  inserted  in  the  estimates  for  the 
current  year  for  providing  more  systematic  treatment  for 
the  natives  suffering  from  syphilis.  In  Nyasaland  the 
efforts  were  directed  to  ascertaining  the  distribution  of 
trypanosomiasis  in  the  neighbouring  countries  and  the 
varieties  of  tsetze-flies  in  the  Protectorate  as  a  preliminary 
to  any  proper  scheme  of  prevention. 


Toby  M.P.  and  Idris  M.P. 


THIS  is  how  "  Toby  M.P.,"  in  this  week's  "  Punch,"  deals 
with  the  incident  in  the  House  of  Commons  last  week 
(0.  &  D.,  October  17,  p.  616)  in  which  Mr.  Idris  took  such 
a  prominent  part : 

Tuesday, — There  is  a  vulgar  idea,  nurtured  by  men  of 
certain  stamp,  that  the  active  participation  of  Woman  in 
Parliamentary  proceedings  is  undesirable  on  account  of  her 
tendency  to  lengthy  speech.  Mistress  Margaret  Travers 
Symons  (of  Clifford's  Inn)  has  finally  shattered  that  structure

reared  by  malicious  fancy.  Her  speech  to-night  was  the 
briefest  offered  in  course  of  debate  on  the  Children's  Charter. 
Went  straight  to  the  point  in  fashion  many  male  Members 
would  do  well  to  imitate. 

"  Drop  your  talk  about  the  Children's  Bill,"  she  shrieked, 
"  and  gives  us  Votes  for  Women." 

That  was  all.  True  that  at  this  moment  the  closure  was 
put  into  operation.  The  arms  of  a  gallant  messenger  standing 
by  the  doorway  gently  but  firmly  closed  round  the  waist  of 
the  lady  on  her  legs  addressing  the  Chair,  and  she  was  borne 
forth.  But  she  had  accomplished  her  purpose,  had  delivered 
her  message. 

All  very  well  for  her.  But  what  about  Thomas  Howell 
Williams  Idris,  M.P.  for  the  Flint  Districts  since  1906, 
Chemist  and  Mineral  Water  Manufacturer,  once  Mayor  of 
St.  Pancras  Borough,  now  Alderman  ?  Sympathy  of  the 
House  goes  forth  to  him  with  generous  rush.  Has  ever 
trusted  woman.  Now  faith  shattered.  All  happened  so 
rapidly,  too.  Mr.  Idris  was  seated  at  table  in  dining-room 
waiting  for  the  joint,  sipping  glass  of  mineral  water  with  air 
of  a  connoisseur,  and  thinking  what  much  better  quality  was 
turned  out  in  Merionethshire,  when  a  card  was  handed  to 
him.  A  lady  wished  to  see  him.  Why,  certainly.  Let  the 
joint  grow  cold,  the  mineral  water  flat.  A  lady's  behest  com- 
mands instant  obedience. 
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Mr.  Idris  hastened  to  find  the  dame.  Conducted  her 
through  the  lines  of  unsuspecting  police  in  the  lobbies,  past 
the  guardians  at  the  doorway,  up  to  the  very  glass  door 
opening  on  the  sacred  precincts  forbidden  to  foot  of  female 
when  the  Speaker  is  in  the  Chair.  On  the  left  hand  is  a  step 
giving  access  to  a  window-pane  through  which  woman,  herself 
unseen,  has  often  gazed  on  man.

Scientific  Progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading:  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Perseulose.— The  oxidation  of  perseite  by  the  bacteria 
of  sorbose  yields  a  new  crystalline  sugar,  according  to  G. 
Bertrand  ("  Comptes  Rend.,"  cxlvii.,  No.  3).  It  resembles- 
glucose  in  appearance,  but  it  is  the  first  sugar  of  the  formula 
C,H„0,  (with  seven  carbon  atoms)  isolated  from  the  living 
cell.  Perseulose  is  lsevorotatory,  with  multirotatory  pro- 
perties, and  the  reducing  power  is  between  that  of  glucose- 
and  sorbose. 

Rubber  in  Eucalyptus.— The  white  coating  on  the  youn 
leaves  of  Eucalyptus  corymbosa,  says  Henry  G.  Smith  in  a 
communication  to  the  New  South  Wales  Royal  Society,  yields 
to  ether  0.84  per  cent,  of  elastic  substance  and  wax,  the  latter 
amounting  to  0.224  per  cent.  The  elastic  substance  was  found 
to  be  a  good  form  of  caoutchouc.  Although  no  white  coating 
can  be  detected  in  the  adult  green  leaves,  caoutchouc  can  be 
obtained  by  five  minutes'  contact  with  ether.  As  the  species 
descends,  as  in  E.  cincrca  E.  pulverulenta,  E.  globulus,  etc., 
the  ratio  of  the  amount  of  wax  increases,  and  in  the  several 
species  last  mentioned  the  white  pulverulent  appearance  is 
due  to  a  comparatively  large  amount  of  this  wax,  together 
with  the  elastic  substance.  The  collection  is  too  costly  for  the 
rubber  to  be  of  commercial  value. 

Volumetric  Apparatus.  — In  order  to  assist  makers  of 
volumetric  apparatus  in  establishing  standards  and  perfecting 
methods  of  construction,  the  Bureau  of  Standards  at  Washing- 
ton has,  says  "Nature,"  for  the  last  four  years  issued  a 
circular  containing  specifications  for  and  regulations  for  test- 
ing such  apparatus.  The  third  edition  of  this  circular  is 
embodied  in  an  article  in  the  May  issue  of  the  Bulletin  of  the 
Bureau,  on  the  testing  of  glass  volumetric  apparatus,  by 
Messrs.  N.  S.  Osborne  and  B.  H.  Veazey.  In  it  the  various 
specifications  and  rules  for  manipulation  of  the  apparatus  ar6 
discussed,  and  much  information  is  given  which  bears  directly 
on  the  construction,  use,  and  testing  of  volumetric  apparatus 
in  general.  As  an  example  of  the  degree  of  accuracy  ex- 
pected, it  is  stated  that  for  a  litre  flask  the  error  should  not 
exceed  0.3  c.c. 

Deterioration  of  Hydrocyanic  Acid.— At  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  Pro- 
fessor Virgil  Coblentz  and  Mr.  Otto  B.  May  reported  on  the 
deterioration  of  hydrocyanic  acid,  prepared  from  potassium 
ferrocyanide  and  also  silver  cyanide.  Diffused  light  plays, 
they  found,  no  important  part  in  the  decomposition.  The  em- 
ployment of  50-per-cent.  alcohol  as  a  medium  serves  as  an 
excellent  preservative,  as  well  as  the  employment  of  a  1-per- 
millo  solution  of  acetanilide  or  acidification  with  an  inorganic 
acid.  Prussic  acid  is  best  preserved  in  paraffined  bottles 
where  every  contact  with  glass  is  avoided,  the  loss  amounting 
to  about  6  per  cent,  in  nine  months.  Decomposition  is  brought 
about  through  the  presence  of  alkali  cyanides,  especially  > 
ammonium  cyanide. 

Geological  Ag-e  from  Helium-production.—  The  Hon 
J.  R.  Strutt,  in  a  paper  communicated  to  the  Royal  Society  of  ' 
London,  has  stated  that  in  an  earlier  paper  the  conclusion- 
formed  was  that  the  quantity  of  helium  present  in  common- 
minerals  of  the  earth's  crust  is,  in  general,  determined  by  the 
amount  of  radio-active  minerals  present.  Little  attention, 
however,  was  paid  to  the  effect  of  geological  age  on  the 
helium-content.  The  author  determined  the  amounts  of 
helium  present  in  phosphatic  nodules  (coprolites)  and  phos- 
phatised  bones,  both  rich  in  radio-active  constituents.  Adopt- 
ing Professor  Rutherford's  estimate  that  316  cubic  mm.  of 
helium  is  produced  per  gram  of  radium  per  annum,  from 
the  ratio  (3.4x10  ')  of  radium  to  uranium  in  minerals,  the 
annual  helium-production  in  a  mineral  is  9.13x10-'  c.c.  per 
gram  of  uranium  oxide  (U30a).  The  following  ages  are 
obtained  as  a  minimum  if  the  above  rate  of  growth  is  taken, 
provisionally  :

good  wishes  to  Mr.  Cowley. 
The  Chairman,  in  propos- 
ing the  toast  of  the  evening, 
recalled  the  time  when  the 
Liverpool  School  of  Phar- 
macy was  in  danger  of 
collapsing  owing  to  the

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Observations  and  Reflections.

Gout-nostrums 

came  in  for  the  attention  of  the  "British 
Medical  Journal  "  analyst  in  an  article  published  in  that 
paper  on  October  10.  The  claims  of  the  inventors,  an 
approximate  statement  of  the  composition  of  the  remedy 
vaunted,  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  ingredients — 
generally  some  fractions  of  a  penny — were  given  without 
comment.  As  a  companion  to  that  disparaging  report  it 
does  not  seem  unfair  to  submit  some  account  of  the  story 
of  the  "  Eau  Medicinale  d'Husson,"  which  was  a  famous 
gout-remedy  and  a  puzzle  to  all  the  doctors  a  hundred  years 
ago.  It  was  certainly  in  use  in  France  for  some  consider- 
able time  before  the  Revolution,  and  its  inventor,  Husson, 
is  said  to  have  been  an  officer  in  the  French  Army ;  but 
nothing  more  seems  to  have  been  known  about  him.  The 
ei  rliest  English  account  of  the  remedy  to  be  found  in 
medical  literature  was  a  treatise  written  by  Edwin  Godden 
Jones,  M.D.Edin.,  about  the  year  1810  This  doctor, 
who  had  only  recently  qualified,  was  engaged  by  a  wealthy 
Scotchman,  Crawford  of  Achenhaimer,  to  accompany  him 
as  his  physician  on  a  Continental  tour.  Mr.  Crawf  ord  was 
a  great  sufferer  from  gout,  and  in  France  he  met  with  this 
Eau  Medicinale.  The  relief  he  got  from  it  delighted  him 
and  astonished  his  physician.  After  Dr.  Jones  had  told 
his  story,  and  probably  to  some  extent  before,  rich  gouty 
noblemen  never  allowed  themselves  to  be  without  a  bottle 
of  "Husson."  They  had  to  be  rich,  for  the  preparation 
was  sold  in  England  at  22s.  for  a  2-drachm  bottle,  of  which 
one-half  was  a  dose.    To  discover  its 

Wonderful  Ingredient 

became  one  of  the  most  popular  medical 
pioblems  of  the  time.  In  France  Parmentier  and  Cadet 
de  Gassicourt  had  been  baffled  by  it.  They  ascertained  that 
it  was  an  infusion  of  seme  bitter  plant,  and  contained  no 
metallic  or  mineral  substance.  Other  chemists  after  them 
conjectured  that  it  was  a  mixture  of  white  hellebore  and 
laudanum.  Others  in  England  and  France  guessed 
gratiola,  rhododendion,  chrysanthemum,  digitalis,  tobacco, 
and  elaterium ;  but  the  imitations  produced  would  not 
yield  the  relief  obtained  from  the  original.  In  1814,  how- 
ever, a  Dr.  Want  published  a  statement  in  the  ri  Medical 
and  PhysicaJ  Journal  "  alleging  that  the  basis  of  the  remedy 
was  colchicum.  It  has  been  alleged  that  he  got  his  in- 
formation from  a  Covent  Garden  dealer,  who  used  to  supply 
a  mysterious  little  Frenchman  with  a  hundredweight  of 
the  corms  at  a  time,  which  he  took  away  with  him  in  a  cab. 
Colchicum  was  at  that  time  known  as  a  medicine  for  dropsy 
and  asthma,  but  not  for  gout ;  but  subsequently  some  men- 
tion of  the  employment  of  "  hermodactylus  "  as  a  cure  for 
gout  was  traced  in  the  works  of  Alexander  of  Tralles, 
twelve  hundred  years  back.  Hermodactylus  was  a  species 
of  colchicum,  but  not  the  sort  we  use.  Now  medical  works 
do  not  mention  Husson,  or  if  they  do,  it  is  only  to  state  that 
colchicum  was  the  principal  ingredient  in  his  Eau 
Medicinale,  a  once  popular  remedy — as  if  he  had  learned 
his  secret  from  the  doctors,  and  not  they  from  him. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Defence  Union 

is  now  revealing  itself 
in  its  true  shape  and  colours.  At  the  Kingston  meeting, 
reported  last  week,  Mr.  Brunker  said  he  thought  it  had  too 
big  ideas ;  to  some  of  us  its  purposes  have  seemed  so  trivial 
as  to  make  its  creation  incomprehensible.    It  was  not 


apparent  why  5001.  should  be  subscribed  before  Mr.  Wood- 
cock could  write  a  letter  to  the  "  Daily  Mail."  Now,  how- 
ever, with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Sherlock  Holmes,  I  have 
penetrated  the  mystery.  In  this  journal  on  May  2  last  the 
original  programme  of  the  Union  was  set  forth,  seven, 
objects  being  then  formulated.  Now  there  are  eight,  and 
the  new  one  is  "  to  assist  the  efforts  of  women  pharmacists- 
to  improve  their  position."  I  have  not  followed  the  de- 
velopment of  the  P.D.U.  closely  enough  to  be  sure  whether 
this  aim  has  been  previously  announced  ;  but  that  is  not 
important.  It  is,  at  any  rate,  officially  included  now. 
Mr.  Gulliver  was  told  off  to  declare  it  formally,  and  three 
ladies  from  the  Women  Pharmacists'  Association  were- 
present  to  see  that  he  properly  carried  out  this  part  of  the 
bargain,  and  to  nail  that  plank  firmly  into  the  Union  plat- 
form. It  cannot  at  present  be  stated  whether  the  women 
pharmacists  themselves  planned  the  P.D.U.  or  whether  they 
have  captured  it  since  it  has  been  organised.  Nor  do  we 
know  yet  how  they  are  going  to  work  it.  We  shall  have  time 
to  fathom  their  scheme — we  luckless  men,  I  mean — when  we- 
find  ourselves  hustled  out  of  the  business  altogether  by- 
capitalists  on  the  one  hand  and  by  lady  pharmacists  on  the 
other.  Miss  Buchanan  dulcetly  assured  the  Thames  Valley- 
chemists  that  the  Union  would  do  service  by  convincing 
public  institutions  of  the  value  of  the  pharmaceutical 
qualification.  About  the  same  time  Count  Isvolsky  was 
inviting  his  brother-diplomats  to  a  Conference  on  the 
Eastern  business.  Is  there  a  pharmaceutical  Constanti7 
nople  in  the  distance  ? 

Eighteen  Shillings 

is  not  enough  to  buy  the  North-East  Lan- 
cashire Chemists'  Association.  Somebody  has  been  offering 
a  prize  of  that  value  for  the  Association  to  award,  but  some- 
body had  not  calculated  on  Mr.  Lord  Gifford's  piercing  eye. 
Smollett,  the  poet,  anticipated  that  formidable  gentleman  in. 
prophetic  vision  when  he  wrote  "  Lord  of  the  lion  heart  and; 
eagle  eye."  It  is  a  question  of  principle,  exclaimed  Mr. 
Gifford.  Shall  we  degrade  ourselves  for  eighteen  shillings  » 
At  the  moment  no  better  offer  was  forthcoming,  but  the 
language  suggests  that  five-and-twenty  shillings  might  be 
accepted.  It  is  even  hinted  that  the  Blackburn  Association 
could  provide  the  eighteen  shillings  itself.  However,  this 
difficulty  may  be  composed. 

N.E.  Lanes 

has  made  up  its  mind  on  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill,  and  sees  no  reason  for  an  envoy  from  Bloomsbury  to  be 
sent  to  Blackburn  to  explain  things.  It  does  sometimes 
happen  that  hearing  the  other  side  has  an  unsettling  effect , 
but  this  does  not  often  occur  in  the  case  of  people  who  know- 
things  by  intuition,  and  that  is  the  sort  of  knowledge  the 
North-East  Lancastrians  appear  to  possess.  The  rest  of 
Great  Britain  has  never  been  able  to  make  out  clearly  what 
they  want  or  why  they  want  it,  but  any  obscurity  there 
may  have  been  about  their  ideas  has  been  fully  compen- 
sated by  the  vigour  of  their  language.  Certainly  at  one  time 
they  were  demanding  something  a  good  deal  more  substantia] 
from  Parliament  than  the  mere  reservation  of  the  chemist 
title  to  registered  persons,  which  appears  to  be  now  the 
extent  of  their  demand.  I  am  not  sure  that  they  ever  made 
the  title  one  of  their  special  claims  until  other  people  had 
resolved  to  content  themselves  without  its  exclusive  dis- 
tinction. But  if  Blackburn  has  vacillated  it  must  be- 
admitted  that  Bloomsbury  has  no  better  claim  to  preach, 
consistency.  The  Council  missionaries  have  several  times 
proclaimed  a  doctrine  fervently  at  a  provincial  dinner  and 
have  found  it  superseded  when  they  next  met  theb 
colleagues,

Imperial  Pharmacy  Law. 

One  of  the  subjects  which  will  be  dealt  with  in  our  1909 
Diary  is  the  conditions  upon  which  pharmacy  is  prac- 
tised in  different  parts  of  the  British  Empire.  This  neces- 
sarily has  led  to  a  re-examination  of  the  pharmacy  laws 
in  force  in  the  Empire,  in  the  course  of  which  the 
thought  has  naturally  been  engendered  that  if  ever  we  have 
an  Imperial  Parliament  representative  of  all  parts  of  the 
Empire,  pharmacy  legislation  might  be  made  wider  in  scope 
than  is  possible  under  our  present  insular  conditions.  Were 
codification  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poison  Acts  of  the  Empire 
possible  and  made  applicable  to  each  part,  we  should  get, 
with  little  hardship  to  anybody,  something  nearly  approach- 
ing ideal  conditions.  That  is  to  say,  traders  who  are  not 
qualified  pharmacists  would  know  exactly  what  articles 
they  might  stock  and  sell,  and  the  public,  situated  in  places 
remote  from  qualified  chemists,  would  never  be  at  a  loss 
to  obtain  from  licensed  storekeepers  those  articles  which 
are  uniformly  agreed  by  the  constituent  units  of  the  Empire 
to  be  of  a  nature  that  requires  qualified  sellers.  There  is, 
in  one  part  of  the  Empire  or  another,  and  in  the  majority, 
we  judge,  of  the  parts  which  have  legislative  powers,  agree- 
ment to  reserve  to  qualified  and  registered  or  licensed 
persons  the  following  privileges  or  special  duties  : 

1.  The  compounding  and  dispensing  of  medical  prescrip- 
tions. 

2.  The  sale  of  medicines,  with  the  exception  of  fifty  or 
more  household  remedies. 

3.  The  sale  of  scheduled  poisons. 

4.  Taking,  using,  or  exhibiting  the  titles  or  names  drug- 
gist, chemist,  dispensing  chemist,  chemist  and  druggist, 
pharmacist,  pharmaceutist,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and 
apothecary. 

In  some  parts  of  the  Empire  the  man  who  writes  a  pre- 
scription must  not  dispense  it — Malta  is  the  best  example 
of  that ;  while  in  other  parts  the  physician  must  not  keep 
open  shop  as  a  druggist  at  the  same  time  that  he  practises 
as  a  physician.  A  specially  interesting  point  in  view  of 
the  present  legislation  at  St.  Stephen's  is  that  Nova  Scotia 
has  the  power  not  only  to  prohibit  the  use  by  unqualified 
persons  of  the  titles  above  named,  but  no  person  other  than 
those  registered  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  the 
Province  may  describe  their  premises  as  "  drug-store"  or 
"pharmacy."  This  provision  has  existed  in  Nova  Scotia 
for  years,  and  we  have  little  doubt  it  would  be  welcomed  in 
this  country  by  those  who,  conforming  in  the  fullest  sense 
with  the  spirit  of  our  pharmacy  law,  qualify  themselves 
as  it  requires,  only  to  find,  after  their  cultivation  of  brains 
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and  expenditure  of  cash  and  energy,  that  neighbours  com- 
pete with  them  on  every  condition  with  the  exception  of 
the  personal  title,  but  by  using  an  unprotected  description 
of  their  premises— such  as  "  drug-store  "  and  "  pharmacy  " 
— "  get  even. "  Here  is  a  problem  that  lies  ahead  when  the 
present  legislative  phase  has  been  completed,  whenever 
that  may  be.  Our  latest  information  from  the  House  of 
Commons  is  that  the  prospects  of  a  chance  being  obtained 
to  get  the  Government  Bill  through  the  House  this  Session 
are  not  rosy.  The  reports  of  Chemists'  Association  meet- 
ings which  we  are  now  receiving  rather  exemplify  the  pro- 
verb of  a  house  divided  against  itself,  and  it  will  be  in- 
teresting to  contrast  with  this  condition  of  things  the 
progress  of  events  in  Parliament.  It  is  well  to  remember 
that  the  Bill  is  of  the  class  which  is  quickly  disposed  of 
once  the  opportunity  arises,  and  we  have  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  it  may  not  get  a  second  reading  in  the  way  that 
the  White  Phosphorus  Bill  did  on  Monday. 


Accurate  Trade  Returns. 

The  report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  appointed  by 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  in  April  (see  C.  &  D.,  April  18,  p.  607) 
to  consider  what  changes  might,  be  desirable  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Trade  Returns  has  been  issued  this 
week.  The  Committee  (of  which  Sir  Robert  Giffen  was 
Chairman)  heard  the  opinions  of  many  statisticians, 
Customs  officials,  and  members  of  Chambers  of  Commerce. 
They  now  recommend 

That  legislative  power  be  sought  to  require  importers  to 
declare  upon  their  entries,  in  addition  to  the  place  of  ship- 
ment of  imported  goods,  the  places  whence  the  goods  were 
first  consigned  to  the  United  Kingdom,  and  to  require 
exporters  to  declare  upon  their  specifications  the  places  of 
final  destination  of  exported  goods,  so  far  as  they  know 
them. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  from  the  beginning  of  1909  the 
scope  of  the  monthly  accounts  of  trade  and  navigation  be 
altered  so  as  to  show  the  results  of  this  classification ;  also 
that  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  shall  be  empowered  to 
vary  the  forms  of  entry  and  specification  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  that  the  scheme  be  carried  out  in  all  the 
other  Government  publications,  the  Annual  Statement  of 
Trade  to  show  both  the  old  and  the  new  figures.  For  some 
months  past  the  Board  of  Trade  have  been  making  efforts 
in  order  to  credit  each  country  with  the  amount  of  overseas 
trade  to  which  it  was  entitled  in  the  record,  and  the  follow- 
ing table  showing  the  value  of  imports  into  the  United 
Kingdom  in  1907  abstracted  from  the  Annual  Statement  of 
Trade  and  quoted  in  full  in  the  Committee's  report,  shows 
the  result  of  even  such  a  limited  inquiry  as  regards  imports 
alone.  The  distinction  is  between  the  goods  imported 
direct  from  the  country  in  question  (as  recorded  in  the 
Board  of  Trade  Returns)  and  the  country  of  consignment, 
the  port  of  shipment  in  the  latter  case  being  ignored  :

It  will  be  seen  that  the  principal  group  of  countries 


concerned  in  the  question  comprise  Germany,  Holland, 
Belgium,  France,  Austria-Hungary,  Italy,  and  Russia. 
Holland  and  Belgium  appear  to  be  very  largely  to  assist 
countries  in  the  trade  between  Great  Britain  and  Germany, 
while  Germany  in  turn  is  a  transit  country  in  the  trade 
between  this  country  and  Austria-Hungary  and  also  Russia. 
Holland  and  Belgium  again  as  well  as  France  are  transit 
countries  between  Great  Britain  and  Italy,  and  between 
this  country  and  Switzerland.  As  a  result  of  the  inquiry 
there  is  a  general  consensus  of  opinion  that  the  imports 
and  exports  of  the  United  Kingdom  would  be  best  shown 
by  the  countries  from  and  to  which  they  were  consigned, 
and  it  is  now  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  ask 
Parliament  for  compulsory  powers  in  order  to  obtain  such 
information  as  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  ensuring 
accuracy  in  the  future  Returns. 


Java  Cinchona-market. 

In   the   "  Indische   Mercuur "    for   September   15  and 
October  6  Dr.  van  Gorkom,  the  well-known  authority  on 
cinchona-planting  in  Java,  has  two  lengthy  and  interesting 
articles  on  the  present  position  of  the  market  for  bark. 
He  points  out  that  as  Java  practically  controls  the  cinchona- 
trade  (the  production  elsewhere,  as  in  British  India,  being 
negligible  for  commercial  purposes),  and  since  it  is  easy 
to  ascertain  the  extent  of  Javanese  production,  the  planters 
in  the  island  have  only  themselves  to  blame  for  the  present 
position.    While  a  price  of  3c.  per  unit  was  not  a  serious 
matter  for  wealthy  concerns,  with  well-planned  gardens 
yielding  6-per-cent.  bark,  it  is  otherwise  with  the  weaker 
concerns  owning  unfavourably  situated  plantations  and 
with  little  working  capital  behind  them.     These  just  con- 
trive to  exist  when  the  price  of  bark  is  at  3c.  per  unit,  and 
would  be  extinguished  if  it  fell  to  from  2.6c.  to  2.8c.  as  in 
1895-6.     In  spite  of  these  considerations,  he  continues, 
production  still  goes  up  and  planters  at  the  same  time 
illogically  pray  for  a  rising  market.    The  over-production 
is  not  by  any  means  confined  to  these  weaker  concerns,  for 
certainly  one  third,  and  probably  nearly  one  half,  of  the 
total  production  of  Java  comes  from  plantations  belonging 
to  wealthy  firms  or  to  the  greatest  producer  of  all,  the 
Government.     Dr.  van  Gorkom  does  not  believe  in  the 
proposed  Cinchona  Syndicate  for  buying  up  bark  at  a 
fixed  price  (see  C.  &  D.,  October  3, 1908,  p.  563)  as  a  remedy, 
but  advocates  instead  a  reduction  of  output  by  about  25  per 
cent.,  pointing  out  that  if  the  present  annual  production  of 
7,000,000  kilos,  were  reduced  to  5,250,000  kilos.,  and  this 
sold  at  5c.  per  unit  in  place  of  3c,  as  at  present,  the 
receipts  would  amount  to  3,150,000  fl.,  as  against  2,500,000  fl. 
under  the  conditions  now  obtaining.    The  only  reason  why 
this  desirable  state  of  things  is  not  brought  about  is  that 
planters  will  not  combine.    However,  better  times  seem  to 
be  in  store,  as  twelve  of  the  most  important  planters  are 
said  to  have  laid  their  heads  together  already  in  the  matter, 
and  probably  the  greatest  producer — the  Government — will 
not  withhold  reasonable  support  from  this  movement. 

Anticipating  the  criticism  that  curtailment  of  production 
will  injuriously  affect  the  health  of  the  trees,  Dr.  van 
Gorkom  states  that  the  only  effect  will  be  to  make  the 
plantations  healthier  eventually  and  to  improve  the  supply 
of  bark  of  good  quality.  However,  Heer  von  Winning,  a 
planter  with  thirty  years'  experience  of  cinchona-planting 
in  Java,  joins  issue  with  the  doctor  on  this  point.  He  says 
that  such  measures  are  all  very  well  in  gardens  planted  with 
high-growing  trees  at  wide  intervals,  but  that  the  case  is 
quite  otherwise  with  intensely  cultivated  plantations 
having  closely  set  trees,  and  that  these  last  would  be 
seriously  affected  if  the  normal  method  of  working  were 
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abandoned  even  for  a  year.  Heer  von  Winning  points  out 
that,  although  there  are  considerable  stocks  of  quinine  sul- 
phate, the  store  of  bark  is  small,  and  that  the  matter  of 
over-production  could  be  more  equitably  met  if  planters  and 
alkaloid-makers  would  agree  to  a  limitation  in  the  quantity 
of  bark  marketed,  say  by  20  per  cent,  in  the  first  year  and 
10  per  cent,  in  succeeding  years,  the  bark  withheld  being 
stored,  presumably  for  better  times  from  the  planters' 
point  of  view. 

In  the  same  number  of  the  "  Mercuur  "  Dr.  van  Gorkom 
takes  up  Heer  von  Winning's  points  in  a  lengthy  article, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  brings  forward  much  evidence 
to  show  that  the  planting  of  trees  at  wide  intervals  is 
desirable.  In  view  of  this  he  suggests  that  the  proprietors 
of  closely  set  plantations  should  in  the  first  instance  bind 
themselves  to  uproot  all  unhealthy  trees  and  then  proceed 
to  thin  their  plantations  without  compensating  themselves 
by  replacing  the  uprooted  trees  by  new  ones. 

As  to  Heer  von  Winning's  proposal  to  withhold  a  fixed 
percentage  of  harvested  bark  for  sale,  he  doubts  the  pro- 
bability of  an  agreement  between  planters  and  manufac- 
turers of  cinchona-alkaloids  being  arrived  at,  and  points 
out  that  since  he  has  suggested  ways  by  -which  a  smaller 
harvest  can  be  secured  without  any  menace  to  the  future 
.welfare  of  the  plantations,  it  seems  absurd  to  go  to  the 
expense  of  harvesting  an  excess  of  bark  over  that  required 
and  then  storing  that  excess  at  considerable  expense. 
Finally  he  thinks  Heer  von  Winning's  plan,  if  carried  into 
execution,  would  defeat  its  own  end,  since  the  stored  bark 
would  be  a  perpetual  menace,  and  prices  would  not  be  likely 
to  rise  when  at  any  moment  the  accumulations  of  bark 
might  be  thrown  on  the  market. 

"  De  Indische  Mercuur  "  (Vol.  31,  p.  639)  in  a  summary 
of  the  contents  of  the  report  of  the  Java  Government  cin- 
chona plantations  for  the  quarter  ending  June  1908  states 
that  in  the  three  establishments — Tjinjiroean,  Kawah 
Tjiwidel,  and  Bioeng  Goenoeng — the  number  of  rainy  days 
during  the  quarter  was  greater  than  the  average  for  the 
past  five  years,  although  the  total  rainfall  was  slightly  less. 
Much  damage  was  done  by  Helopeltis  Bradii,  especially  in 
the  young  plantations  at  Rioeng  Goenoeng,  which  have  now 
been  attacked  for  the  third  year  in  succession.  As  an  illus- 
tration of  the  damage  done  by  this  insect-pest  it  is 
mentioned  that,  while  the  plants  put  out  in  1906  at  Rioeng 
Goenoeng  look  unhealthy  and  are  only  about  two  feet  high, 
those  at  Poentjak  Gede,  planted  out  at  the  same  time  and 
which  have  not  been  attacked  at  all,  are  about  two  metres 
(6.56  feet)  high  and  are  in  flourishing  condition.  The 
gardens  at  Kawah  Tjiwidel,  in  addition  to  those  at  Poentjak 
Gede — all  situated  at  a  height  of  over  6,000  feet — have 
escaped  attack  by  the  insect,  so  that  this  appears  to  be 
the  limit  beyond  which  it  does  not  occur. 

An  experimental  consignment  of  small  pieces  of  branch 
bark  from  two-and-a-half-year-old  Robusta  plants  was 
placed  on  the  European  market  and  was  sold  at  the  May 
sales  for  22c.  per  half -kilo.,  equivalent  to  8c.  per  unit,  as 
against  3^c.  per  unit  ruling  for  Ledger  bark.  The  quinine- 
sulphate  content  of  this  bark  was  2.65  per  cent.  During 
the  quarter  the  results  of  the  research  on  the  occurrence  of 
quinidine  in  cinchona  was  published,  and  further  experi- 
ments were  made  to  test  the  conclusion  arrived  at  by  Dr. 
Lotsy  some  years  ago,  that  during  the  night  the  alkaloid 
formed  in  the  leaves  of  the  plant  passed  into  the  stem. 
For  this  purpose  a  bed  of  one-year-old  plants  was  divided 
into  two  equal  parts,  one  of  which  was  covered  with  a  lead- 
lined  tea-chest  and  the  other  left  under  ordinary  growing 
conditions.  After  twenty-eight  days  the  leaves  of  each  were 
examined  :  those  from  the  plants  grown  in  the  dark  con- 
tained 1.03  per  cent,  of  total  alkaloid,  whereas  those  from  ' 


the  plants  grown  under  normal  conditions  furnished! 
0.93  per  cent.  In  a  second  instance,  in  a  bed  of  seedlings 
six  months  old,  arranged  so  that  the  front  half  was  less 
shaded  than  the  back  half,  the  leaves  taken  from  the  former 
contained  2.23  per  cent,  of  total  alkaloid,  whereas  those 
from  plants  at  the  back  yielded  2.13  per  cent.  These  results- 
confirm  Dr.  Feldhaus'  findings  in  the  case  of  the  alkaloid  of 
Datura  Stramonium. 

The  statistics  given  show  that  the  total  number  of  plants 
in  the  Government  gardens  at  the  end  of  the  quarter  was 
9,406,700,  of  which  5,776,700  were  planted  out  and  the  re- 
mainder were  in  the  nurseries.  Of  the  former  there  were 
3,781,000  Ledgeriana,  210,700  Succirubra,  445,000  hybrids, 
and  1,340,000  Robusta.  Of  those  in  the  nurseries  there  were 
440,000  Ledgeriana,  1,810,000  Succirubra,  1,150,000  hybrids, 
and  230,000  Robusta. 


Labelling  Poisons. 

We  have  occasionally  had  to  refer  to  the  imperfect  know- 
ledge of  poisons  law  exhibited  by  English  coroners,  but 
rarely  has  a  judge,  in  trying  a  case  involving  consideration 
of  such  law,  tripped  in  the  manner  that  Mr.  Justice  Johnson 
did  at  Dublin  this  week.  A  man  was  charged  before  him 
of  attempting  suicide  by  drinking  a  solution  of  oxalic  acid. 
The  prisoner  had  bought  the  acid  from  Mr.  Wells,  ex-Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  who,  in  delivering  it, 
cautioned  the  man,  and  affixed  the  label  to  the  packet  in- 
such  a  way  that  it  might  be  removed  and  placed  on  the 
solution-bottle.  As  it  happened,  this  precaution  was  the 
means  of  saving  the  man's  life,  for  the  red  label  on  the 
bottle  was  noticed  by  a  girl,  who  stopped  the  man  drinking 
the  solution,  and  the  doctor  who  was  called  in  saw  at  once 
by  the  label  what  antidote  was  necessary.  These  beneficial 
consequences  of  the  chemist's  caution  did  not  appear  to 
strike  the  Judge,  who,  after  showing  unacquaintance  with 
the  construction  of  the  poisons  schedule,  by  asking  Mr. 
Wells  if  the  man  signed  the  poison-book,  took  hold  of  the 
supposed  loose-label  point  and  said  : 

What  the  statute  requires  is  that  the  parcel  or  bottle  shall 
be  so  labelled  that  the  label  cannot  be  removed. 

We  can  find  nothing  in  the  statute  to  justify  that  state- 
ment. It  simply  says  that  the  box,  bottle,  vessel,  wrapper, 
or  cover  in  which  the  poison  is  contained  shall  be  distinctly 
labelled.  It  does  not  say  "affixed,"  and  there  was  in  the 
Medicine-stamp  Acts  precedent  for  that.  The  manner  of 
labelling  is  left  entirely  to  the  seller,  and  properly  so,  for 
his  competence  to  deal  with  such  matters  has  to  be  proved! 
before  he  acquires  the  right  to  sell.  Mr.  Wells  showed  that 
competence  in  this  particular  transaction  as  well.  More- 
over, it  is  impossible  to  affix  paper  labels  so  that  they 
cannot  be  removed,  and  had  such  an  instruction  been  given- 
in  the  statute  it  would  long  since  have  had  to  be  repealed. 
We  may  mention  that  another  way  to  carry  out  the  wise 
precaution  which  Mr.  Wells  observed,  of  getting  the  cus- 
tomer to  label  the  bottle,  is  to  give  an  extra  label  for  that 
purpose. 


Scotch  Eyes  and  Hair. 

We  have  been  dipping  this  week  into  a  learned  and' 
weighty  monograph  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  B.Sc,  President 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  which  gives  the 
results  of  a  pigmentation  survey  of  the  school-children  of 
Scotland.  It  is  reprinted  from  "  Biometrika,"  and  the  fol- 
lowing summary  of  the  official  abstract  of  it  is  the  fairest 
description  that  we  can  give  of  the  monograph  : 

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Pigmentation  Survey 
of  School  Children  in  Scotland  (Chairman,  Sir  William 
Turner)  is  a  memoir  by  J.  F.  Tocher  containing  the  analysed 
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data  for  hair  and  eye  colour  of  more  than  half  a  million 
Scottish  children.    The  report  is  illustrated  by  sixty  coloured 
and  eighteen  shaded  maps  representing  local  pigmenta- 
tion conditions,  as  well  as  eighteen  frequency  diagrams. 
It  is  the  first  extensive  pigmentation  survey  carried  out  in 
the  United  Kingdom.    Taken  as  a  whole,  Scotland  has  only 
25-27  per  cent,  fair-haired,  as  against  Prussia  and  Sweden 
with  72  per  cent.;  even  in  southern  Germany  the  hair  is 
lighter  than  in  Scotland.    In  eye-colour  Scotland  is  strik- 
ingly nearer  to  Prussia.    Its  relations  to  the  English,  Irish, 
and  Welsh  populations  are  yet  to  seek.      Glasgow  is 
markedly  dark,  and  it  is  possible  that  this  is  due  to  excess 
•of  Highland,  Irish,  and  foreign  elements.  In  all  the  densely 
populated  regions  the  fair  element  is  lower,  ana  in  many 
«ases  it  cannot  be  accounted  for  by  immigrants.    It  is  shown 
that  there  exist  substantial  correlations  of  density  of  popula- 
tion,  death-rate,   and  fertility  with  pigmentation,  and. 
again,  that  the  latter  is  correlated  with  the  prevalence  of 
mental  and  physical  defects.    Tocher  finds  at  least  five 
"oypes  in  Scotland,  although  he  admits  the  possibility  that 
some  are  crosses.   Thus  he  considers  we  have  (a)  dark  Euro- 
pean type — characterised  by  dark  hair  and  dark  eyes  which 
lie  subdivides  into  Mediterranean  ana  Danish  subtypes; 
(6)  the  Scoto-Keltic  type  with  dark  hair  and  blue  eyes  ; 
(f)  the  Scandinavian  or  Germanic  type  with  fair  hair  and 
blue  eyes  ;  (d)  the  essentially  Scottish  type,  medium  hair 
and  dar.k  to  medium  eyes — probably  a  cross,  and  (e)  the 
Caledonian  type,  characterised  especially  by  red  hair. 
This  is  rather  a  prosaic  abstract  of  a  scholarly  document  of 
exceptional  interest  to  biologists,  ethnologists,  and  Scots, 
•and,  w©  should  think,  not  less  to  pharmacists,  who  have 
rarely  had  in  their  ranks  a  man  who,  while  pursuing  his 
■daily  avocations  at  the  dispensing-counter  and  helping 
British  pharmacy  in  various  directions,  has  directed  a  six 
years'  organised  research  of  the  most  painstaking  nature, 
and  utterly  foreign  to  his  craft,  yet  of  the  highest  scientific 
interest. 


The  Latest  Stamps. 

Philatelists  among  our  readers,  and  all  who  are  con- 
cerned with  stamped  medicines,  will  be  interested  in  these 

stamps  for  proprietary  medi- 
cines which  came  into  use  in 
Cape  Colony  on  the  first  of 
this  month.  We  have  repro- 
duced them  the  same  size  as 
the  originals,  the  ground- 
colour of  which  is  violet. 
The  twopenny  stamp  has  red 
ink  for  the  "2"  and  "two- 
pence," the  fourpenny  gam- 
boge ink,  and  the  sixpenny 
is  uniformly  violet.  The 
rates  of  stamping  are  :

The  duty  is  payable  upon 
imported  proprietary  medi- 
cines substantially  on  the 
same  basis  as  duty  is  imposed 
on  such  medicines  in  Great 
Britain.  Chemists  of  the  Cape  will  add  the  price  of 
the  stamp  in  each  case  to  the  retail  price  of  the 
medicine,  and  the  public  will  pay.  The  form  of  the 
stamp  should  interest  home  authorities  ;  it  is  practically 
the  same  as  has  been  adopted  in  the  United  States  on  the 
few  occasions  when  a  stamp-duty  has  been  imposed  on 
medicines  there.  A  similar  form  has  been  advocated  for 
Great  Britain,  but  the  present  strip  form  is  preferred  by 
old-established  makers  of  proprietary  medicines,  and  the 


opinion  is  held  that  if  any  change  were  made  it  would 
seriously  depreciate  the  value  of  the  medicines  to  those 
who  buy  them,  in  to  far  as  they  regard  the  stamp  as  a 
necessary  accompaniment  of  the  medicine.  We  desire 
to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  the  Controller  at  the  Cape 
Town  Post-office  in  giving  specimen  stamps  to  our  repre- 
sentative there  for  the  purpose  of  reproduction.  They 
were  not  issued  to  the  public  until  after  the  mail  left.

lent this  year,  the  blooms  being  particularly  rich,  and  the 
dill  crop  is  also  exceptionally  good.

has  now  appeared  in  the  seventh  edition.  The  "  Druggists' 
Circular  "  thus  refers  to  the  book  :  "  On  a  convenient  shelf  in 
our  library  the  1905  edition  of  the  book  we  are  now  noticing 
has  a  place;  before  us  as  we  write  the  1908  (seventh)  edition 
lies  open,  larger  and  more  replete  with  useful  information 
than  any  of  its  six  predecessors.  Its  complete  index  is  a 
valuable  feature,  and  to  give  an  idea  of  the  wealth  of  contents 
of  this  book  it  may  be  stated  that  there  are  in  this  index- 
perhaps  over  5,000  references  to  formulas  covering  almost 
every  subject  that  a  pharmacist  is  likely  to  have  presented  to 
him.  And  these  formulas,  it  may  be  noted,  have  not  been 
dumped  in  with  a  pitchfork,  but  have  been  edited,  arranged, 
and  explained  by  an  accomplished  pharmaceutical  chemist 
and  writer. 
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The  Brewers'  Exhibition. 


THE  thirtieth  annual  Exhibition  and  Market  of 
machinery,  appliances,  and  produce  used  by  brewers 
and,  amongst  others,  aerated-water  manufacturers  was 
opened  at  the  Agricultural  Hall,  Islington,  London,  N., 
on  Saturday,  October  17.  It  is  still  a  big  show,  but  many 
firms  connected  directly  with  chemical  manufactures  who 
were  wont  to  occupy  spaces  in  it  no  longer  exhibit. 
Nevertheless  there  are  still  many  things  shown  m  the 
Exhibition  which  deserve  notice  in  these  pages,  and  the 
notes  we  now  give  are  the  result  of  careful  inspection  by 
members  of  our  staff. 

Apparatus. 

Bennett,  Sons  &  Shears,  Ltd.,  made  an  interesting 
display  which  contained  several  features  of  direct  interest 
to  chemists.  In  addition  to  Shears'  patent  "  Mulser  "  for 
perfecting  emulsions,  Shears'  patent  automatic  emulsi- 
fier  was  on  view.  In  this  case  the  mucilage  is  placed  in 
a  tin-lined  gun-metal  barrel  which  makes  150  revolutions 
a  minute,  the  oil  and  flavouring  material  enter  drop  by 
drop  from  a  hollow  axle  on  which  the  beaters  are  fixed, 
while  it  is  rotating  at  600  revolutions  a  minute  in  the 
opposite  direction  to  the  barrel.  The  result  is  a  pure 
white  and  stable  emulsion.  Other  attractive  exhibits  are 
a  tablet-machine  with  an  attachment  for  easily  regulating 
the  amount  of  compression ;  steam-water  distillation 
apparatus  with  self-regulating  feed  and  "Ideal"  con- 
denser; and  a  steam-jacketing  tilting-pan.  In  conjunction 
with  this  exhibit  was  one  by  H.  Pontifex  &  Sons  and 
Farringdon  Works,  Ltd.,  of  the  "Perfection"  chilling 
plant  for  cooling  and  aerating  liquids,  which  was  shown 
in  operation  The  British  Automatic  Aerators,  Ltd., 
had  an  attractive  display  at  the  entrance  to  the  main  hall. 
The  new  "  Consol  "  combined  patent  automatic  aerator  and 
syphon-filler  was  the  principal  item  of  interest.  Idris  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  made  a  fine  prismatic  display  of  coloured  syphons, 
the  different  colour  effects  of  which  were  heightened  by  the 
bottles  of  aerated  waters  at  the  sides.  "  Chinaways  "  and 
"  poreelain-li  led  "  syphons  were  a  prominent  feature  in  the 
exhibit.  The  simplicity  of  the  parts  and  the  Idris 
principle  of  no  metallic  contacts,  in  conjunction  with 
sampling  the  different  beverages,  created  a  busy  time  for 
the  representatives.  The  new  cap-stopper  (Nash's  patent) 
were  fitted  to  the  bottles.  The  caps,  although  quite  gas- 
tight,  are  easily  removed  by  the  fingers  alone.  The  labour- 
saving  bottle-washing  apparatus  of  the  Nash  Patents,  Ltd., 
was  practically  a  portion  of  Messrs.  Idris  &  Co.'s  exhibit. 
The  feature  of  the  Hygienic  Syphon  Co.'s  syphon  is  the 
porcelain  and  vulcanite  top,  which  is  screwed  on.  When 
the  whole  of  the  top  is  depressed  four  holes  in  the  hollow 
central  plunger  (ordinarily  closed  by  a  rubber  washer)  are 
uncovered,  allowing  the  aerated  liquid  to  be  withdrawn. 
There  were  several  exponents  of  "cork  capsuling."  The 
display  of  machinery  and  cork  seals  of  the  Crown  Cork 
Co.,  Ltd.,  being  replete  with  variety  in  machinery  and 
style  of  seals.  The  Imperial  Cork  Manufacturing  Co., 
and  the  Goldy  Stopper  Syndicate,  Ltd.,  were  also  ex- 
hibitors in  this  department.  Hydrometers,  thermo- 
meters, microscopes,  and  laboratory  apparatus  were  shown 
by  William  Reeves,  Dring  &  Fage,  and  Joseph  Long. 
Other  exhibitors  of  bottlers'  apparatus  included  Farrow  & 
Jackson,  Ltd. 

Filters. 

The  Berkefeld  Filter  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  a  full  line  of  their 
filters,  the  most  favourable  application  of  which  is  on  the 
pressure  principle.  The  house  filter  "  H  "  is  one  that  can 
honestly  be  recommended  for  household  purposes.  It  sells 
complete  at  30s.  The  many  different  forms  of  stationary 
and  portable  "Winco"  semi-rotary  wing  pumps  were  also 
shown  in  operation.  These  are  eminently  suitable  for 
raising  and  transferring  oils,  cordials,  or  any  liquids. 
The  Sterilite  Filter  Co.  (makers  and  licencees  of  Dr. 
Barr's  sterilite  filter)  showed  filters  for  mineral-water 
makers,  distillers,  domestic  and  commercial  purposes  in 
all  sizes  from  30  gall,  per  hour  up  to  16,000  gall,  per  hour. 
Filters  and  filter-presses  were  also  shown  by  L.  Lieberich 
Sons,  Ltd.,  and  T.  &  E.  Wannbacher. 


Materials. 

A  special  position  in  the  centre  of  the  main  hall  was 
occupied  by  the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.,  who  had  a 
dignified  retreat  in  the  form  of  a  closed-in  square,  where 
acquaintances  were  renewed  and  the  virtues  of  the  sweetener 
extolled  to  new  customers. 

A.  Boake,  Roberts  &  Co.  Ltd.,  also  devoted  their  space 
solely  to  receiving  customers  and  friends. 

The  London  Essence  Co.,  Camberwell,  had  an  exceed- 
ingly pretty  white-enamelled  pavilion,  the  sides  of  which 
were  inlaid  with  mirrors.  The  company  had  a  full  display 
of  soluble  essences,  essential  oils,  fruit  flavours,  terpeneless 
oils,  floral  ottos,  colours,  perfumery,  etc.,  and  in  an  outside 
case  is  a  neat  exhibit  of  the  popular  "  Lescol  "  perfumery, 
which  is  now  a  feature  of  the  company's  business.  Exhibits 
in  this  class  which  olso  attracted  notice  were  Hassall  & 
Co.'s  phospho-citric  acid  ;  E.  J.  Hay  &  Co.'s  patent  caramel 
and  black  malt  extract  for  colouring  purposes  and  making 
stout;  W.  A.  Wayland  &  Co.'s  caramels,  colourings,  and 
finings ;  isinglass  in  all  forms  by  James  Vickers,  Ltd.,  and 
by  Geo.  Clark  &  Son,  Ltd.  Mann,  Crossman  &  Paulin, 
Mile  End,  E.,  attracted  attention  by  showing  a  bomb  of 
solid  snow-like  carbon  dioxide. 

Beverages. 

Beaufoy  &  Co.  had  a  splendid  exhibit  in  which  the 
prominent  feature  was  Liebig's  meat  and  malt  wine  in 
reputed  pints  and  quarts  to  sell  at  Is.  6d.  and  2s.  9c?.  Lime- 
juice  cordial  and  lemon  squash,  British  wines  (elder,  cherry, 
ginger,  etc.),  pure  malt  vinegars  and  spiced  vinegars, 
acetic  acid,  minsral  waters,  non-alcoholic  ales,  and  culinary 
essences  are  products  of  the  firm's  factory  which  also  found 
a  place.  Coleman  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  in  the  main  hall  an 
attractive  stall  of  their  well-known  tonic  "Wincarnis." 
The  distinctive  pink  wrappers  of  "Wincarnis"  make  an 
effective  contrast  against  the  green-draped  vine-garlanded 
white-and-gold  background.  "Wincarnis"  with  soda  is 
now  looked  upon  as  a  refreshing  drink,  and  an  excellent 
thirst  quencher.  Preset,  the  new  drink,  which  is  looked 
upon  as  the  hope  of  the  temperance  party,  has  caught  on 
to  public  favour.  It  has  been  approved  of  by  the  British 
Analytical  Control  with  respect  to  purity  and  quality,  and 
as  it  also  leaves  a  good  profit  it  is  readily  being  taken  up 
by  chemists.  The  Proset  factory  at  South  Tottenham 
is  equipped  for  an  output  of  60,000  bottles  per 
day,  and  on  the  Continent  the  sales  exceed  one 
hundred  million  bottles  annually.  Bovril  had  a 
stand  on  the  left  of  the  main  entrance,  where  the  beverage 
is  dispensed  hot  by  a  bevy  of  fair  attendants.  "  Lemco  " 
and  "  Oxo  "  were  on  their  usual  space  in  the  main  hall, 
at  which  Lemco  beef-tea,  Oxo  fluid  beef,  and  Bifti  (the 
penny  pure  beef -tablets)  were  sampled  by  many  people. 

Miscellaneous. 
Cash  registers  which  are  so  essential  a  feature  in  up-to- 
date  pharmacies  were  shown  by  the  National  Cash 
Register  Co.,  Ltd.,  who  eclipsed  all  their  former  efforts 
in  the  way  of  display.  Their  latest  time  an;]  brain-saving 
invention  is  the  detail-adding  register,  m3ny  types  of  which 
were  shown. 

Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.  showed  all  their  pre- 
parations, prominence  being  given  to  the  fluid  and  cyllin 
products.  The  antiseptic  telephone  cap  has  come  to  stay, 
judging  by  the  expressions  of  approval  it  has  met  with  and 
the  sales  effected. 

iC.  H.  Glover  &  Co.,  of  Hatcham  Saw  Mills,  S.E., 
specialise  in  boxes  suitable  for  mineral-water  makers.  At 
their  Hatcham  works  more  than  five  hundred  varieties  of 
boxes  and  cases  are  made. 

Danysz  Virus,  Ltd.,  were  demonstrating  the  mixing  with 
bread  of  their  bacterial  preparation  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  and  mice. 

The  American  Cockroach  and  Blackbeetle  Co.  ex- 
hibited "  Solventem."  The  Ready  Rat  Relief  Virus  Co. 
was  a  portion  of  the  same  exhibit. 

Matthews  &  Price,  Ltd.,  exhibited  veterinary  pre- 
parations, soaps,  oils,  and  disinfectants.  The  virtues  of 
John  Askham's  "Asplinto,"  a  milky-brown  specific  for 
curing  splints,  these  bony  excrescences  so  frequently  the 
cause  of  lameness  were  explained.  Hippacea  (veterinary 
Homocea)  and  Tarsapon  were  also  shown  here. 
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Markham,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  exhibited  Driffield  oils,  and 
"Gelatinous  oil"' — an  axle  lubricant  and  healer  in  skin 
diseases. 

The  visitor  could  not  overlook  the  syphon  stoves  of 
S.  Clark  &  Co.,  as  the  brightness  and  warmth  of  their 
vicinity  attracted  immediate  attention.  Among  the  new 
patterns  is  tne  "  Highburnia  "  non-condensing  gas-stove, 
which  is  light  and  portable  and  at  the  same  time  a  powerful 
heater. 

The  U.R.  Capsule  Syndicate  illustrated  the  use  of  their 
device  for  preventing  refilling  of  bottles,  a  porcelain  cone 
allowing  exit  but  not  entrance  of  liquid  without  breaking 
the  capsule.  Herbert  Dawe,  Dartmouth,  demonstrated 
the  "Little  Dart  "  labelling  tables,  a  simple  arrangement 
for  moistening  or  gumming  labels. 

In  the  gallery  Mr.  C.  W.  Freeman,  advertising  specialist, 
had  a  number  of  novelties,  several  of  them  suitable  for 
chemists'  windows.  He  is  the  sole  concessionnaire  for 
"living  letters,"  a  device  by  which  coloured  water  is 
continually  passing  through  glass  letters. 


Autumn  Photographic  Business. 

TO  most  dealers  the  autumn  and  perhaps  winter  months 
are  times  for  lying  fallow  so  far  as  pushing  photo- 
graphic goods  is  concerned ;  the  spring  and  summer 
•months  absorbing  all  their  energy  and  resourcefulness. 
And  yet  there  is  almost  as  much  business  waiting  to  be 
done  in  the  darker  and  colder  days  as  in  the  more 
strenuous  and  active  days  of  summer.  The  successful 
pharmacist  is  he  who  will  adapt  himself  to  the  altered 
conditions  and  needs  of  the  photographic  public.  One 
of  the  first  duties  of  the  chemist  should  be  the  weeding- 
out  and  getting  rid  of  unsuitable  summer  stock,  and  the 
laying-in  of  goods  more  in  demand  at  this  season  of 
the  year.  Plates  do  not  vary  in  this  respect  so  much  as 
papers.  It  is  inadvisable  in  autumn  and  winter  to  stock 
anything  but  the  rapid  makes  of  -plates,  the  ordinary 
varieties  being  in  very  little  demand. 

Gaslight  Papers. 

The  stock  of  papers  should  be  reorganised,  preference 
'being  given  to  the  bromide  and  gaslight  varieties.  The 
number  of  these  on  the  market  is  perfectly  bewildering, 
and  it  is  impossible  to  stock  anything  like  a  fair  selection 
of  even  two  or  three  makes.  The  better  way  is  to  stock 
one  make  only,  and  keep  a  good  selection  of  the  usual 
sizes  and  grades.  Gaslight  paper  should  be  recommended 
to  all  amateurs  at  this  time  of  the  year  in  preference 
to  P.O. P.  It  is  surprising  how  few  of  the  average  photo- 
graphic workers  are  in  the  habit  of  using  gaslight  paper, 
most  of  their  work  being  done  on  P.O. P.  in  the  summer- 
time. It  is  more  difficult  to  work,  and  the  dealer  should 
'be  in  a  position  to  demonstrate  its  working  to  the  pur- 
chaser. He  will  be  able  to  do  this  the  more  easily  if  he 
is  in  the  habit  of  using  it  himself  for  any  work  entrusted 
to  him  by  his  customers.  At  any  time  of  the  year  gaslight 
•paper  is  far  superior  to  printing  on  P.O.P.,  especially 
if  the  dealer  is  single-handed  and  cannot  always  attend 
at  the  right  moment  to  his  printing  frames.  The  secret  of 
■sucoess  in  gaslight-paper  work  is  to  work  with  two  or  even 
three  speeds  of  paper,  and  several  makers  now  have  on  the 
market  all  that  is  necessary  in  this  direction.  It  is 
obvious  that  all  negatives  are  not  alike  in  their  densities 
or  printing  capacities.  Negatives  may  be  divided  into 
three  varieties— the  good  negative,  suitable  for  any  average 
grade  of  paper;  the  "thin"  or  over-exposed,  in  which 
detail  is  good,  but  contrast  poor;  and  the  "hard,"  the 
reverse  of  the  latter,  in  which  there  is  plenty  of  contrast, 
'but  a  lack  of  detail. 

It  is  for  the  last  two  kinds  that  care  in  printing  is 
necessary.  For  the  "thin"  negative  a  "slow"  paper  is 
required  which  will  give  good  "plucky"  prints,  and  for 
the  bard  or  contrasty  one,  a  faster  grade  is  wanted, 
which  shall  soften  the  hard  contrasts  and  give  a  print 
less  soot  and  whitewash  "  like,  which  would  have  resulted 
if  a  slower  paper  had  been  employed.  For  very  "hard  " 
negatives  a  faster  paper  still  may  be  needed,  "this  bein* 
tound  in  bromide  paper.    It  is  possible  to  print  the  above 


papers  by  daylight,  erpecially  the  weaker  evening  light, 
but  there  is  great  risk  of  fog  in  doing  so,  the  more  so 
if  developiig  takes  place  behind  the  dispensing-counter. 
If  the  pharmacist  is  single-handed  he  had  better  wait  till 
the  pharmacy  is  closed,  when,  with  the  aid  of  the  incan- 
descent gas-burner,  he  can  quickly  print  off  all  he  requires. 

The  great  safeguard  against  stains  on  gaslight  paper 
generally  is  to  use  an  acid  fixing-bath,  made  by  adding 
either  acetic  acid  to  the  ordinary  fixing-bath,  or,  better  still, 
a  little  potassium  metasulphite.  This  neutralises  the 
alkaline  developer  contained  in  the  paper  when  it  comes 
from  the  developing-bath.  The  paper  can  be  placed  in  the 
bath  without  the  trouble  of  keeping  it  moving.  Stains 
are  often  caused  by  prolonged  development,  and  it  cannot 
be  too  forcibly  impressed  upon  all  those  using  gaslight 
papers  that  correct  exposure  is  the  secret  of  success. 

Enlarging-apparatus. 
This  is  the  time  of  the  year  when  apparatus  for  enlarging 
should  be  brought  to  the  front  and  shown  in  the  window. 
Every  photographic  customer  is  a  potential  enlarger,  pro- 
vided the  methods  and  means  of  doing  such  work  are  placed 
before  him.  Daylight  enlarging-arrangements  are  cheap, 
and  are  within  the  reach  of  any  amateur  who  can  afford  to 
buy  a  camera.  Nothing  stimulates  the  desire  for  an  en- 
larger  more  than  a  display  of  enlargements  of  some  local 
event  or  place.  Here,  again,  the  dealer  should  be  facile 
princeps  at  this  special  work,  and  he  should  possess  a  good 
working  knowledge  of  enlarging— not  a  difficult  matter  to 
acquire. 

Lantern-slides. 

Lantern-slide  making  for  the  autumn  and  winter  months 
does  not,  with  most  dealers,  get  the  attention  it  should,  for 
here,  again,  many  amateurs  would  willingly  "go  in"  for 
this  fascinating  branch  of  photography  were  the  methods  of 
producing  the  slides  demonstrated  to  them  by  their  dealer. 
Nothing  is  more  attractive  to  the  average  passer-by  than 
a  neat  row  of  finished  slides,  and  incidentally  such  may  lead 
to  the  sale  of  an  optical  lantern  for  the  display  of  same. 
Temperature  in  Development. 

It  is  well  to  remember,  in  developing  films  and  plates, 
that  the  development-factor  varies  as  the  temperature. 
This  is  far  from  a  negligible  question,  as  autochrome 
workers  have  found  out.  Without  going  too  much  into 
detail,  it  may  be  stated  that  a  plate  which  at  68°  F. 
requires  2^  minutes  for  complete  development  will 
require  3^  minutes  at  50°  F.,  and  four  minutes  at 
45°  F.,  to  obtain  the  same  result.  When  it  is  re- 
membered that  many  dark-rooms  are  in  the  garden,  and 
that  the  solutions  are  kept  in  the  same  place,  it  is  not  to 
be  wondered  at  that  many  of  the  resulting  negatives  lack 
pluck  and  vigour.  In  very  cold  weather  the  water  used 
should  be  warmed,  and  if  much  developing  is  done  the 
developing- dish  should  be  kept  over  hot  water.  The  fixing- 
solution  should  always  be  made  with  hot  water,  or  the 
resultant  solution  will  be  so  cold  that  much  time  will  be 
wasted  in  getting  the  negatives  fixed,  and  the  risk  of 
imperfect  fixation  considerably  extended.  (32/36.)

On  the  motion  of  Mr.'  Stephens,  seconded 
t>y  Mr.  Wood,  it  was  resolved  that,  while  this  Association  did 
not  approve  of  the  statutory  title  of  chemist  and  druggist 
being  assumed  by  limited  companies,  they  would  leave  the 
matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
society. 

Ttaanet — A  joint  meeting  of  the  Pantprbury.  Dover.  Folke- 
stone and  Thanet  Chemists'  Associations  was  held  at  Dover  on 
the  afternoon  of  October  21,  Mr.  J.  F.  Brown  in  the  chair, 
lor  the  purpose  of  hearing  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen  and  W.  G.

Wood,  of  Deal ;  Gibbs  and  Willis,  of  the  Thanet  Association ; 


and  Bingham  and  Croft,  of  Canterbury.  The  Chairman, 
in  opening  the  proceedings,  spoke  forcibly  on  the  Society's 
sins  of  omission.  _  Mr.  Allen  stated  in  reply  that  the  Society 
has  at  various  times  since  the  decision  of  1880  promoted 
eighteen  Bills  in  Parliament.  At  the  request  of  Messrs. 
Stainer  and  Forster  an  interesting  and  extremely  lucid 
address  on  the  position  and  prospects  of  the  present  Bill  was 
given  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  who  spoke  for  about  forty  minutes, 
taking  the  Bill  clause  by  clause.  Following  him  Mr.  Gibbs, 
of  the  Thanet  Association,  strongly  attacked  the  Bill,  and 
others  spoke,  the  net  result  being  a  formal  resolution  to  the 
effect  that  the  Bill  promises  to  give  as  much  as  can  be  ob- 
tained, and  it  would  be  wise  to  support  it.  Mr.  Allen  then 
spoke  of  the  importance  of  instituting  a  parliamentary  fund 
with^  the  view  of  getting  a  representative  of  pharmacy  in 
Parliament.  This  the  meeting  supported  by  resolution,  and 
the  proceedings  closed  with  votes  of  thanks.

Buying  Club. — The  quarterly  report  and  balance-sheet 
showed  greatly  increased  business,  the  burden  of  which  fell 
largely  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Messrs.  Savage  as  store- 
keepers. They  were  accordingly  thanked  by  the  members 
for  services  so  generously  and  ungrudgingly  given. 

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  came  up  for  discussion, 
and  it  was  recorded  that  the  interests  of  the  trade  generally 
are  being  well  cared  for  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  aided 
by  its  legal  advisers  and  Parliamentary  friends. 

Tunbridge  Wells  Chemists'  Association. 

There  was  an  exceptionally  large  attendance  at  the  meeting 
held  on  Friday,  October  16,  Mr.  B.  Chatterton  (President) 
being  in  the  chair. 

Present  Parliamentary  Situation. — A  letter  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  read  on  this 
subject,  suggesting  that  a  special  meeting  might  be  ar- 
ranged at  which  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  could  be 
present  to  give  information  and  explanation.  The 
majority  of  members  present,  however,  did  not  consider 
that  a  visit  from  Mr.  Glyn  Jones  would  help  them  much, 
as  the  situation  was  very  well  understood.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  perhaps  the  Council  had  better  make  a  postcard 
canvass  of  the  whole  of  the  registered  chemists,  and  ascer- 
tain whether  they  are  in  favour  of  surrendering  their  titles 
or  not. 

Attention  was  called  to  a  statement  in  the  Society's 
journal  to  the  effect  that  "  absolute  restriction  of  titles  to 
individuals  would  prevent  their  use  in  connection  with  old- 
established  firm  names."  The  "extraordinary  change"  in 
the  policy  of  the  Council  was  also  commented  upon.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  it  was  "  No  surrender,  and  fight  to 
the  last";  now  it  is  nothing  but  compromise  and  uncer- 
tainty. After  a  long  and  careful  debate  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  carried  and  ordered  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  : 

That  while  this  Association  views  with  alarm  the  change 
in  policy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  nevertheless  this 
Association  will  give  the  Council  every  support  provided 
the  Council  insist  upon  the  restriction  of  statutory  titles  to 
the  registered  individual. 
It  was  also  decided  to  try  and  arrange  an  interview  with 
the  Member  of  Parliament  for  the  Tonbridge  Division,  and 
lay  the  situation  before  him. 
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Newcastle=on=Tyne  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  business  meeting  was  held  in  the  Hotel  Metro- 
pole,  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  on  Wednesday  evening,  Octo- 
ber 14,  Mr.  T.  M.  Clague  (President)  in  the  chair.  There 
was  a  fairly  good  attendance,  including  Messrs.  Gilderdale, 
Wright,  Kerse,  Pescod  (Hon.  Secretary  1907),  Dakers, 
Russell,  Noble,  Gray,  Atkins,  Gibson,  Doig,  Silversides, 
and  Crake. 

Preliminary  Business. — Some  new  members  were 
elected.

Western  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Restaurant  Frascati,  London, 
W.,  on  October  21,  when  Mr.  J.  McDonald  Brown, 
F.R.C.S.,  read  a  paper  on  "  Medicines,  Past  and  Present." 
Among  the  company  of  over  thirty  were  Messrs.  C.  T. 
Allen,  J.  A.  Atkin,  R.  R.  Bennett  W.  Browne,  W.  F. 
Gulliver,  W.  L.  Howie.  A.  Latrielle,  J.  D.  Marshall,  Dr. 
W.  H.  Martindale,  A.  R.  Melhuish,  H.  R.  Proctor  (Hon. 
Secretary),  and  E.  White,  with  Mr.  R.  L.  Whigham  (Pre- 
sident) in  the  chair.  The  visitors  included  Dr.  H.  Kutnow, 
Messrs.  Sigismund  Kutnow,  Gus  Kutnow,  and  Van  der 
Burgh. 

New  Members. — The  following  new  members  were 
elected  :  Messrs.  R.  R.  Bennett.  A.  B.  Britton,  C.  Brooks, 
M.  Curtis,  R.  D.  Dixon,  J.  A.  Jennings,  T.  Maben,  C.  A. 
Noble,  and  H.  S.  Wilkes. 

The  Paper. — In  introducing  his  subject  Dr.  Brown 
said  his  six  years'  experience  as  a  chemist  had  given  him 
a  fuller  knowledge  than  the  average  practitioner  has  of 
the  difficulties  that  beset  the  pharmacist.  Medicine  to 
him  is  more  than  the  mixture,  potion,  and  pill.  Commenc- 
ing with  the  earliest  Egyptian  dynasties,  including  the  later 
periods  when  India,  Japan,  China,  as  also  Greece  or  Rome, 
had  their  pharmacopoa?ia,  the  lecturer  showed  how  illness 
was  always  associated  with  devilry  of  some  kind  in  which 
faith  and  superstition  were  twin  brothers.  Astrology  next 
appeared  on  the  scene,  where  conjunction  with  the  planets 
favourably  affected  drugs,  as  shown. in  the  directions  for 
taking  such  laxatives  as  electuaries  when  the  moon  is  in 
Cancer,  pills  in  Pisces,  and  potes  in  Virgo. 

The  old  belief  in  charms,  amulets,  and  incantations  was 
not  dead  even  in  the  enlightened  twentieth  century,  as 
shown  by  the  wearing  of  rheumatic  rings.  Dr.  Brown  next 
dealt  with  the  touching  by  the  reigning  monarch  for 
"  king's  evil,"  then  with  the  sympathetic  doctrine,  and 
next  came  polypharmacy  with  its  early  abominable  con- 
coctions. 

_  The  lecturer  proceeded  to  say  that  he  would  love  to  ven- 
tilate the  question  of  country  prescribing,  and,  as  an 
ancient  sinner  in  that  respect,  he  said  the  vernacular  of 


diagnosing  simple  ailments  is  :  Prescribe  when  you  have 
a  chance,  and  take  care  if  the  nostrum  does  no  good,  at 
least  it  does  no  harm,  and  the  patient  can  be  passed  on 
co  the  starving  doctor.  The  qualified  practitioner  knows 
more  about  drugs  that  the  qualified  chemist  about  disease. 
Lord  Lister's  introduction  of  antisepsis  was  next  touched 
upon,  then  the  "  credulicine,"  which  is  so  frequently  seen 
by  the  doctor  in  his  weekly  journal,  and  a  short  history  of 
the  London,  Edinburgh,  and  British  Pharmacopoeias  was. 
given  before  Mr.  Brown  applied  to  homoeopathy  the  epitaph 
"R.I. P."  and  proceeded  to  speak  about  "patents"  in 
a  manner  that  suggested  a  desire  to  use  the  same  epitaph; 
in  respect  to  them. 

The  Discussion  was  commenced  by  the  President, 
following  whom  Dr.  Martindale  told  the  meeting  about 
some  of  the  queer  things  that  used  to  be  employed  in 
medicine,  and  Mr.  Allen  suggested  that  if  legislation  gave 
them  the  exclusive  use  of  the  title  "  pharmacist,"  in  future 
there  might  be  a  distinct  division  into  pharmacists  and  drug- 
companies,  and  the  pha  macist  bs  able  to  refuse  to  stock 
"patents."  Mr.  White,  speaking  of  counter-prescribing, 
said  he  knew  doctors'  wives  who  asked  chemists  to  pre- 
scribe for  them. 

Mr.  Howie  said  there  would  be  less  mutual  grumbling, 
if  doctors  did  not  dispense  but  prescribed  instead. 

Mr.  Kutnow  wished  that  a  distinction  would  be  made 
between  honest  and  dishonest,  or  quack,  preparations.  The 
survival  of  the  fittest  was  seen  even  in  proprietary  articles, 
which  depended  on  merit,  as  in  Kutnow's  Powder,  the 
covering  of  that  nauseous  drug  "natrium  sulphuricum." 

Dr.  Brown  briefly  replied.  He  differed  from  Mr.  White, 
and  regarded  the  treatment  of  simple  ailments  as  dangerous, 
but  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Kutnow  that  some  preparations  are 
simply  well-advertised  pharmaceutical  products.  The  meet- 
ing closed  with  unanimous  thanks  to  Dr.  Brown  for  his 
paper,  which  created  intense  interest 

Preston  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Special  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Bull  and  Royal  Hotel 
on  Thursday,  October  15,  Mr.  F.  A.  Williamson  (President) 
in  the  chair.

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  secretary  read  correspondence  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  this  matter,  and  a  discussion 
took  place,  clause  2,  clause  3,  and  sub-clause  4  of  the  Bill 
being  objected  to  by  the  members.  It  was  thought  to  be  a 
Companies  Bill,  Mr.  Burnett  stating  that  although  he  is  a, 
pharmaceutical  chemist  the  title  of  druggist  was  his  most 
valuable  one  for  trade  purposes.  Another  member  stated' 
that  the  title  "pharmacist"  is  almost  unknown  to  the- 
public,  and  it  probably  would  be  years  before  they  would 
know  what  it  meant.  Mr.  Macdonald  asked,  with  regard' 
to  granting  of  licenses,  under  section  2,  in  districts  which 
do  not  at  present  support  a  chemist,  what  will  become  of 
the  licensee  when  a  chemist  commences  business  there  ? 
Will  he  get  compensation  ?  Mr.  Macdonald  thought  the 
agitation  for  the  title  "chemist"  is  what  is  at  present 
most  needed.  Another  member  asked  why  chemists  should' 
be  dictated  to  by  companies  and  forfeit  the  title  in  their 
favour ;  if  they  (the  companies)  got  their  own  way  in  this 
Bill,  the  companies  would  think  they  had  more  power  in 
another  one.  If  companies  have  to  spend  an  enormous  sum 
in  changing  their  facias,  etc.,  how  about  the  chemist  who 
would  be  expected  to  change  the  title  on  his  signs,  print- 
ing, etc.,  to  "pharmacist"? 

Mr.  Highton  (Blackburn)  suggested  that  a  united  meet- 
ing or  demonstration  of  chemists  in  some  large  hotel  or 
building  at  a  centre  such  as  Manchester  or  Liverpool,  might 
bo  of  more  service  and  carry  more  weight  than  the  passing 
of  resolutions  by  individual  associations.  Finally  it  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  Burnett,  seconded  by  Mr.  Arkle,  and' 
carried  with  one  dissentient  : — 

That  this  Association  pledsres  itself  to  strenuously  oppose 

the  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  until  it  restricts 

the  titles  of  "  chemist  "  and  "  druggist  "  to  those  individuals- 

who  have  legally  qualified  for  same. 

After  the  resolution  was  passed  it  was  proposed  to  for- 
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ward  a  letter  to  Mr.  P.  Snowden,  M.P.,  thanking  him  for 
the  interest  he  had  taken  in  the  Bill,  and  stating  that  in 
his  speech  at  the  deputation  to  Lord  Crewe  he  entirely 
voiced  and  interpreted  the  views  of  this  Association.  Mr. 
Lord  Clifford  spoke  of  various  items  concerned  in  the 
Bill.  He  and  his  Blackburn  colleagues  were  thanked  for 
their  attendance. 

A  number  of  other  matters  of  a  private  nature  were  dis- 
cussed. Particulars  were  submitted  by  the  Secretary  con- 
cerning the  National  Chamber  of  Trade,  and  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Livesey,  seconded  by  Mr.  Arkle,  it  was  resolved 
to  become  affiliated  to  it. 

Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Bradford,  on 
Thursday  evening,  October  15,  Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley  (Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair.   There  was  a  large  attendance. 

The  President  referred  in  sympathetic  terms  to  the  death 
of  Mr.  A.  Butterworth,  and  moved  that  a  letter  of  con- 
dolence should  be  sent  to  his  relatives.  Mr.  R.  W.  Silson 
seconded,  and  the  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Divisional  Secretaries. — It  was  resolved,  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Silson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Wilcock,  that  the  re- 
election of  the  following  should  be  recommended  :  Bradford 
West.  Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley;  Bradford  East,  Mr.  R.  H. 
Marshall;  Bradford  Central,  Mr.  M.  Firth;  and  Shipley, 
Alderman  H.  Dunn. 

Pharmaceutical  Defence  Union. — A  letter  from  the 
Secretary  was  read,  and  the  opinion  was  expressed  that 
there  is  too  great  a  multiplication  of  pharmaceutical  asso- 
ciations.  It  was  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  next  business. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. — The  Secretary  read  the 
report  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  on  this  matter,  and  a  circular  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Society.  Mr.  R.  W.  Silson  reported  what 
was  done  at  the  Federation  meeting  in  Aberdeen.  The  Presi- 
dent also  reported  on  correspondence  in  regard  to  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  visiting  the  town  to  address  chemists.  Leeds 
■chemists  have  difficulty  in  arranging  an  afternoon  meeting, 
and  it  was  therefore  determined  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  should 
go  to  Bradford  on  October  29,  and  that  the  members  of  the 
Leeds  and  other  West  Riding  Associations  should  be  invited 
to  visit  Bradford.  It  was  accordingly  resolved  to  leave  the 
discussion  of  the  Bill  until  then. 

Breaking  Bulk  of  Dutiable  Liquid  Medicines. — Mr.  M. 
Firth  mentioned  that  such  liquids  as  listerine  and  glyco- 
thymoline,  which  are  liable  to  stamp-duty,  can  be  obtained 
in  many  places  in  small  quantities  unstamped.  Theatrical 
people  often  told  him  that  they  could  buy  those  liquids 
anywhere  without  the  stamp.  That  appeared  to  him  to 
be  distinctly  illegal,  and  in  the  case  of  a  prosecution  he 
would  remind  them  that  the  retailer  was  the  man  who  would 
be  dropped  on.  With  regard  to  the  fixing  of  medicine- 
stamps,  he  had  noticed  that  many  proprietary  articles  have 
the  stamps  so  attached  that  the  package  can  be  opened  and 
the  contents  exposed  without  breaking  the  stamps.  He  had 
been  definitely  informed  by  an  Inland  Revenue  officer 
that  this  is  illegal.  Mr.  R.  W.  Silson  said  the  proper  course 
was  to  complain  to  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  that  this 
sort  of  thing  was  being  done,  and  to  duly  warn  their  own 
members  at  the  same  time.  Mr.  H.  R.  Jackson  said  that 
customers  are  continually  telling  them  that  certain  things 
can  be  obtained  without  stamp.  Mr.  Firth  having 
clearly  explained  the  law  as  to  breaking  packages  of  such 
things  as  Fellows'  syrup  and  dispensing  it,  mixed  or  un- 
mixed, Mr.  Hanson  said  he  was  astonished  at  the  loose 
manner  in  which  some  of  the  makers  of  proprietaries  put  on 
the  stamps— the  slightest  touch  in  some  cases,  would  bring 
them  off.  Several  proprietaries  were  mentioned  to  which 
this  observation  particularly  applied.  Mr.  Shepherd  said 
that  in  London  these  things  are  universally  being  put  into 
containers  without  stamps.  After  some  other  remarks  the 
matter  dropped. 

Parcel-carrying  Contracts. — Mr.  Firth  said  there  has 
been  a  large  increase  in  the  price  of  parcel-carrying  contracts 
by  some  local  carrying  companies.  Mr.  W.  K.  Jackson 
gave  an  instance  of  this,  but  explained  that  some  tradesmen 
are  not  doing  quite  the  fair  thing  by  the  parcel-carriers, 
inasmuch  as  they  split  up  large  parcels  into  several  r-mall 
ones  in  order  to  keep  under  the  14-lb.  limit.  Mr.  Dutton 
and  Mr.  Marshall  also  spoke,  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  at 


he  commencement  of  the  contract  with  a  company  about 
thirty  chemists  took  advantage  of  the  arrangement  but 
now  only  about  ten.  It  was  resolved  that  Mr.  Smithies 
should  raise  the  question  at  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Chamber  ot  Trades. 

Mr.  R  W.  Silson  having  drawn  attention  to  the  forth- 
coming Benevolent  Fund  election,  the  sale  of  carbolic  acid 
and  similar  liquids  m  beer  and  wine  bottles  was  mentioned 
tnis  bringing  a  profitable  conversational  evening  to  a  close. 

Three  Towns  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Plymouth,  Devonport,  Stone- 
house  and  District  Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  Thurs- 
day,  October  15.  Mr.  R.  F.  Roper  (President)  was  in  the 
chair,  and  there  was  a  good  attendance. 

Annual  Reports.— Mr.  James  Cocks  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  report  and  congratulated  the  Committee  on  the 
amount  of  useful  work  and  also  the  manner  in  which  the 
business  had  been  carried  out.  The  motion  having  been 
seconded  by  Mr.  W.  R.  Bull,  Mr.  Park  acknowledged  on 
behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  the  great  assistance 
local  Associations  had  rendered  in  placing  their  views  before 
members  of  Parliament.  The  report  was  adopted.  The 
Treasurer  (Mr.  H.  D.  Davey)  presented  the  financial  state- 
ment, explaining  the  various  items.  It  shewed  a  balance  in 
hand  of  over  61.— the  best  they  had  had  for  many  years.  This 
report  also  was  adopted. 

Divisional  Secretaries.— Messrs.  J.  Barge  (Plymouth) 
and  E.  Knight  (Devonport  and  Stonehouse)  were  nominated 
for  reappointment. 

New  Members.— Messrs.  J.  Innes  and  J.  Hart  were 
elected  members  of  the  Senior  Section,  and  Messrs.  C.  A. 
Faull,  R.  Daw,  R.  Gollop,  and  J.  Harvey,  of  Junior  Sec- 
tion. 

Dispensing  Competition. — Mr.  E.  G.  Turney  reported 
that  he  and  Mr.  F.  A.  Spear  had  conducted  this  competition. 
Eight  entered,  five  in  the  Senior  Section  (i.e.  of  over  two 
years'  experience)  and  three  in  the  Junior.  The  work  on 
the  whole  was  well  and  seriously  done;  and  in  the  case  of 
the  Senior  the  second  candidate  followed  the  first  so  closely 
that  they  recommended  an  additional  prize  to  be  given.  First 
prize  (the  President's),  Mr.  A.  C.  Cannon;  Second,  Mr. 
A.  C.  Faull ;  Junior,  Mr.  T.  Pumphrey.  The  report  and 
recommendation  was  adopted  with  acclamation,  as  was  also 
a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  examiners — Messrs.  Breeze,  Jackson, 
and  Green — and  those  who  had  allowed  the  use  of  their 
rooms  and  apparatus. 

Executive  Elected. — The  Scrutineers  (Messrs.  F.  F. 
Riches,  A.  C.  Cannon,  and  T.  Pumphrey)  reported  the  fol- 
lowing to  be  the  Executive  Committee  for  ensuing  year  : 
Messrs.  F.  Barge,  W.  Barrett,  F.  W.  Broom,  James  Cocks, 
H.  H.  Cannon,  H.  D.  Davey,  F.  A.  Goodwin,  A.  C.  Marrow, 
F.  Maitland,  C.  J.  Park,  S.  A.  Perkins,  E.  Richardson, 
R.  F.  Roper,  E.  G.  Turney,  and  W.  Condy  U'Ren.  These 
will  meet  shortly  to  elect  President,  Treasurer,  and  Secre- 
tary. The  Scrutineers  were  thanked,  and  Messrs.  D.  Hollow 
and  F.  A.  Roper  elected  auditors. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. — The  Secretary  read  a 
letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  this  matter,  and 
Mr.  C.  J.  Park  explained  the  manner  in  which  the  President 
and  Parliamentary  Secretary  are  trying  to  effect  its  amend- 
ment. 

Mr.  Spear  considered  the  time  had  come  when  they  should 
review  their  position,  especially  as  suggestions  had  been 
made  that  a  compromise  was  to  be  effected.  In  his  opinion 
it  had  been  all  give  on  our  part  and  no  take.  He  was 
strenuously  opposed  to  any  further  concessions. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Hunt  strongly  objected  to  the  companies  taking 
the  title  "chemist  and  druggist,"  "cash  chemist,"  or  any 
variation — even  "pharmacist"  they  might  have,  but  not 
that  personal  title  secured  by  governmental  examination. 
He  moved  : 

That  this  meeting,  while  thoroughly  in  sympathy  with  the 
efforts  of  the  President  and  Council  to  amend  the  Govern- 
ment Bill,  recommends  that  unless  the  interests  of  the 
chemist  as  described  in  the  Charter  are  safeguarded  in 
accordance  with  its  principles  the  executive  approach  the 
local  members  to  strongly  oppose  it. 

Mr.  James  Cocks,  in  seconding,  remarked  that  after 
giving  away  the  principle  of  the  1868  Act  and  not  fixing  any 
distance-limit  in  which  the  licences  are  to  be  granted  (say

six  miles  from  the  nearest  chemist)  the  remainder  of  the  Bill 
is  riot  worth  fighting  for. 

Mr.  Downing  considered  that  if  the  Government  still  re- 
fused to  carry  out  their  part  of  the  bargain  as  in  the  past, 
we  should  throw  up  the  Charter  and  let  them  manage  the 
affairs  of  Pharmacy  themselves. 

Mr.  R.  F.  Roper  welcomed  the  opportunity  of  having  the 
views  of  so  representative  a  gathering,  not  only  with  regard 
to  titles  and  Clause  2,  but  of  the  fact  that  the  principal  point 
their  representatives  now  appeared  to  be  fighting  for — a 
directors'  clause — might  possibly  prove  of  greater  advan- 
tage to  their  most  strenuous  opponents,  by  doing  away  with 
many  of  the  smaller  stores  who  now  divide  this  class  of 
business  and  thus  assisting  the  larger  ones  to  replace  them. 
Still,  there  was  much  in  what  Mr.  Park  had  pointed  out 
and  which  deserved  their  consideration,  and  it  would  be 
well  to  reserve  action  till  the  result  of  the  present  negotia- 
tions are  known.  He  and  Mr.  Park  had  been  negotiating 
with  regard  to  a  visit  from  Mr.  Glyn- Jones,  and  they  still 
hoped  to  be  able  to  get  him  down  to  address  them. 

Mr.  J.  Barge  thought  they  should  proceed  cautiously,  as 
the  Government  could  carry  the  Bill  as  it  stood  or  any  part 
of  it  they  wished. 

Mr.  Park,  replying  on  the  discussion,  pointed  out  that 
they  should  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  same  power 
that  gave  the  Act  of  1868  could  also  take  it  away.  He 
thought  Mr.  Hunt's  sentimental  objection  to  the  title  being 
given  away  could  not  be  persisted  in,  as  we  have  reached  the 
point  where  we  have  to  consider  whether  we  are  content  to 
leave  things  to  go  on  in  their  present  condition  or  seize  the 
opportunity  which  presents  itself  now  to  try  to  amend  it. 
With  regard  to  the  question  of  a  compromise,  the  difficulty 
is  that  the  Government  say  we  are  to  come  to  terms  with  our 
opponents,  otherwise  they  would  pass  Clause  2  as  it  stands 
and  drop  the  remainder  of  the  Bill. 

The  resolution  was  carried  with  one  dissentient. 

Owing  to  the  length  of  the  proceedings  the  proposed  dis- 
cussion on  "The  Federation"  was  postponed.  Mr. 
F.  A.  Spear  proposed  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Roper 
for  the  manner  in  which  he  had  carried  out  his  duties  as 
President.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  Barge  and  carried 
amidst  applause.  Mr.  Roper  thanked  the  meeting,  and 
proposed  a  similar  vote  to  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  for 
their  services.  Mr.  II.  D.  Davey  and  Mr.  H.  H.  Cannon 
briefly  responded. 

North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Roebuck  Hotel,  Stoke- 
on-Trent,  on  Thursday  evening,  October  15,  Mr.  Edmund 
Jones  (Hanley)  President,  in  the  chair.  There  were  also 
present  Mr.  J.  B.  Blades,  Vice-President  (Leek),  Mr. 
Weston  Poole,  Treasurer  (Newcastle-under-Lyme),  Mr.  T. 
Bentley,  Hon.  Secretary  (Stoke-on-Trent),  and  Messrs. 
T.  C.  Comwell  (Hanley),  W.  Tipper  (Stoke),  W.  B. 
Allison  (Stoke),  W.  H.  Kemp  and  S.  C.  Challinor  (Fenton), 
F.  F.  Graham  ( Small thorne),  W.  D.  Edge  (Wolstanton), 
J.  W.  Watts  (Longton),  F.  C.  Burrell  (Hanley),  F.  Shaw 
(Wyleys,  Ltd.,  Coventry),  E.  Corner  (Hanley),  W.  Brinson 
(Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb),  J.  A.  Dale  (Stoke). 

Recent  Events. — The  President,  after  expressing  his 
pleasure  at  the  good  attendance,  recalled  the  principal 
events  of  the  vacation,  such  as  the  petition  in  regard  to 
pharmacy  legislation  which  the  Association  had  had  signed 
by  medical  men  and  others  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  the 
Conference  and  Federation  meetings  in  Aberdeen.    He  also 
replied  to  some  critical  remarks  on  the  Federation  which 
had  appeared  anonymously  in  a  contemporary,  and.  re- 
ferring to  remarks  by  "  Xrayser  "  in  these  columns,  said  : 
Ho  describes  the  Federation  as  an  inanimate  vitality.  I 
think  the  term  "  suppressed  potentiality  "  would  be  more 
correct,  and  his  comments  suggest  an  arithmetical  problem, 
viz.,  if  with  so  little  revenue  the  Federation  has  done  so 
much,  as  admitted  by  many,  how  much  could  it  do  if  its 
income  were  increased  a  hundred  or  a  thousandfold,  as 
suggested  for  the  proposed  P.D.U. 

The  President,  continuing,  said  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Bill,  as  amended  by  the  House  of  Lords,  would  be  an 
almost  insufferable  injustice  to  registered  chemists,  but  he 
did  not  think  it  wise  for  the  rank  and  file  to  make  too  much 
noise  while  the  leaders  are  negotiating  for  a  better  Bill. 

Presentation  to  the  Hon.  Secretary. — The  President 
then,  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  pre- 


sented Mr.  Bentley  with  a  handsome  marble  clock  and  orna- 
ments on  the  occasion  of  his  marriage.  He  said  Mr.  Bentley 
had  done  magnificent  work  for  the  Association,  and  every 
member  had  subscribed  for  the  present.  He  trusted  that; 
many  years  of  health  and  prosperity  lay  before  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bentley.  In  a  feeling  speech  Mr.  Bentley  returned  thanks, 
after  which  Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell  and  Mr.  Weston  Poole  also- 
paid  a  high  tribute  to  Mr.  Bentley's  work  and  worth.  The- 
health  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bentley  was  then  drunk  in  a  bumper. 

Annual  Reports. — The  Hon.  Secretary  next  presented) 
his  annual  report,  showing  that  four  new  members  had  been 
elected  during  last  year,  and  they  had  lost  no  members. 
The  report  was  adopted.  Mr.  Weston  Poole  (Treasurer)- 
reported  that  a  balance  remained  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the- 
year.  The  subscriptions  for  1907-8  were  6/.  15s.,  compared 
with  21.  17s.  6d.  in  the  previous  year.  The  balance-sheet 
was  passed. 

Election  of  Officers. — WTith  reference  to  the  election  of 
President,  Mr.  Jones  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  office- 
should  go  round,  and  Mr.  Cornwell  agreed,  but  urged  that 
Mr.  Jones  should  accept  for  another  year.  Mr.  Blades 
seconded,  also  paying  a  warm  tribute  to  the  large  amount 
of  useful  work  done  by  Mr.  Jones  for  the  Association.  One 
or  two  members  thought  that  the  office  should  go  round  this- 
year,  and  Mr.  Tipper  proposed  Mr.  Weston  Poole  as  Pre- 
sident. Mr.  Poole,  however,  while  thanking  the  proposer, 
declined  to  stand  this  year.  Mr.  Jones  was  then  unani- 
mously re-elected  President.  Messrs.  J.  Averill  (Stafford) 
and  Weston  Poole  (Newcastle-under-Lyme)  were  elected* 
Vice-Presidents.  Mr.  Weston  Poole  was  re-elected  Trea- 
surer and  Mr.  Bentley  as  Secretary,  and  the  Executive- 
Council  as  follows  :  Messrs.  Cornwell,  Oxen,  Allison, 
Charles,  Mellor,  Prince,  Kemp,  Graham,  Edge,  Blades, 
Dale,  and  Cope.  The  officers  were  heartily  thanked  for 
their  services  during  the  past  year. 

New  Members. — Mr.  J.  W.  Watts,  of  Longton  (formerly 
a  member  of  the  Bristol  Association),  Mr.  E.  Corner 
(Hanley),  and  Mr.  A.  Sant  (Longton)  were  elected  members. 

Meeting  re  Poisons  Bill. — In  reply  to  a  letter  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  President  of  the  Society  and  the  Parliamentary  Sec- 
retary should  be  asked  to  visit  North  Staffordshire  on  a 
Thursday  afternoon  next  month  to  address  a  special  private 
meeting  of  the  chemists  of  the  district  on  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill. 

Sale  of  Spirituous  Medicines. — Mr.  Jones  mentioned 
that  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  had  come  to  the  decision 
not  to  allow  unqualified  dealers  not  holding  a  spirit-dealers' 
licence  to  sell  spirituous  preparations  such  as  sweet  nitre, 
tincture  of  rhubarb,  etc.  This  was  under  an  old  Act  which 
would  be  enforced  in  the  future.  The  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  had  issued  instructions  that  the  sale  was  not  to  be 
allowed  to  continue  by  grocers,  etc.,  who  did  not  hold  a 
spirit  licence.  Mr.  Jones  said  he  had  received  his  informa- 
tion from  one  of  the  officials  of  Inland  Revenue  in  Hanley, 
who  had  received  instructions  from  Somerset  House  on  this- 
matter.  On  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Brinso>r,  the  Hon.  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  write  to  Somerset  House  asking  that 
the'Association  might  be  definitely  instructed  on  this  matter. 

Other  Business. — It  was  decided  that  a  whist-drive 
should  be  held  early  in  December.  A  discussion  took  place 
on  how  to  make  the  Association's  monthly  meetings  more 
attractive,  Mr.  Brinson  mentioning  that  some  Associations 
had  lantern  lectures.  The  President  said  this  winter  they 
were  preparing  an  attractive  programme.  Mr.  James  Grier, 
of  the  Victoria  University,  Manchester,  had  promised  to- 
give  them  a  paper.  They  were  also  approaching  Mr. 
Yeaman,  the  Borough  Electrical  Engineer  of  Hanley,  to  give 
them  a  paper  on  electricity.  Mr.  Corner,  at  the  next  meet- 
ing, would  rend  a  paper  on  "Optics  as  a  Side-line  for 
Chemists."  These,  with  a  whist-drive  and  dinner,  should 
make  up  a  good  winter  session. 

Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  10  Emmanuel  Street, 
Cambridge,  on  Thursday,  October  15,  Mr.  B.  S.  Campkin 
(President)  in  the  chair.  Also  present  were  Alderman  A. 
Sidnev  Campkin,  J.P..  and  Mr.  H.  F.  Cook.  J.P.  (Vice- 
Presidents).  Messrs.  E.  Saville  Peck.  M.A.,  Church,  F.  S. 
Campkin,  A.  Deck,  J.  Evans  (Treasurer),  G.  L.  Wood, 
and  T.  J.  Mallett  (Secretary). 
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The  late  Alderman  Deck. — Before  the  business  of  the 
evening  was  take  up  the  President  alluded  in  sympathetic 
terms  to  the  recent  death  of  Mr.  Arthur  Deck,  Ph.C, 
F.C.S.,  who  had  been  President  of  the  Association  for 
eight  years,  and  up  to  the  last  took  the  keenest  interest 
in  it.  He  moved  that  a  vote  of  sympathy  be  forwarded  to 
the  relatives.  This  Mr.  Cook  seconded,  and  the  vote  was 
unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  Annual  Reports  were  submitted  by  the  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  and,  in  moving  their  adoption,  the 
President  referred  in  detail  to  the  work  of  the  past  session. 
He  also  commented  upon  the  present  legislative  position, 
•as  to  which,  he  added,  members  would  probably  be  called 
together  very  shortly.  With  regard  to  the  future  of  the 
Association,  he  congratulated  members  as  to  the  prospects 
of  a  successful  session,  as  promises  of  lectures  and  papers 
were  already  in  hand.  Mr.  Cook  seconded  the  motion  for 
the  adoption  of  the  reports ;  it  was  supported  by  Mr.  E.  S. 
Peck,  and  carried  unanimously,  coupled  with  hearty  votes 
of  thanks  to  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  for  their  services. 

The  B.P.C. — Mr.  H.  F.  Cook  reported  as  delegate  to 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  held  at  Aberdeen, 
and  gave  an  interesting  and  instructive  account  of  the 
proceedings  there,  paying  a  very  high  compliment  to  the 
local  Executive,  and  especially  to  Mr.  W.  F.  Hay,  for 
the  excellent  arrangements  made  for  the  comfort  and 
■enjoyment  of  delegates.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  Evans, 
.seconded  by  Mr.  A.  A.  Deck,  Mr.  Church  supporting,  Mr. 
•Cook  was  thanked  for  his  interesting  report.  A  discussion 
followed,  in  the  course  of  which  Mr.  Peck  said  he  gathered 
from  the  remarks  made  that  a  greater  interest  would  be 
taken  by  the  members  of  the  Association  in  the  work  of  the 
•Conference.  He  strongly  recommended  all  those  who 
could  to  attend  the  Conference-meetings  next  year,  so  as  to 
become  more  intimately  acquainted  with  the  work.  Con- 
tinuing, Mr.  Peck  told  his  fellow-members  the  results  of 
the  Federation-meeting  on  September  18,  and  he  also  was 
thanked  for  his  report.  It  was  resolved,  after  discussion, 
to  renew  the  annual  subscription  to  the  Federation. 
Parliamentary  Matters. 

Mr.  A.  Sidney  Campkin  gave  an  address  on  local  organi- 
sation, in  the  course  of  which  he  stated  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  intend  to  call  a  meeting  of  all  the  registered 
chemists  in  the  Eastern  district  during  the  coming  winter, 
at  which  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  (the  Parliamentary  Secretary)  and 
the  Secretary  and  Registrar  or  Mr.  Chater  will  be  present. 
Important  proposals  will  be  submitted  of  a  legislative, 
administrative,  and  financial  character.  If  at  any  period  of 
their  existence,  continued  Mr.  Campkin,  it  was  absolutely 
necessary  for  chemists  to  be  united,  as  well  as  fully  in- 
formed, it  is  at  the  present  time,  when  their  very  existence 
is  threatened  and  their  titles  confiscated  and  handed  over 
to  a  body  of  capitalists,  trading  trusts,  and  combines.  It 
is  necessary,  in  view  of  the  proposed  legislation,  that  they 
should  be  brought  more  closely  into  touch  with  each  other 
through  their  local  organisations.  Speaking  as  a  member 
•of  the  Council,  he  was  sure  their  intervention  had  been  of 
the  utmost  benefit  with  regard  to  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Bill,  but  unless  they  could  secure  some  further  concessions, 
Tie  for  one  would  rather  oppose  the  Bill,  which,  perhaps, 
'in  the  present  state  of  public  business,  may  not  pass  this 
'Session.  He  thought  the  position  with  regard  to  titles  is 
most  serious,  but  he  expressed  the  hope  that  the  Govern- 
ment may  accept  the  desired  amendments.  He  should  not 
"be  satisfied  until  they  had  secured  not  only  a  confirmation 
of  the  Act  of  1868  and  a  reversal  of  the  decision  of  1880, 
"but  the  recognition  of  the  title  which  has  been  secured  by 
•examination,  registration,  and  applied  experience. 

Mr.  Peck  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  A.  Sidney  Camp- 
Ian,  and  Mr.  A.  A.  Deck,  in  seconding,  considered  that  the 
Council  should  take  a  postcarl  vote  of  all  the  members  as 
to  the  position. 

Mr.  H.  F.  Cook,  as  a  Divisional  Secretary,  referred  to  the 
difficulties  in  getting  into  touch  with  members  of  the  trade 
in  remote  country  districts.  He  had  hoped  to  receive  some 
suggestions  at  the  meeting  he  attended  in  London  over 
twelve_  months  ago.  Something  more  was  needed  than 
enthusiastic  meetings  of  pledged  supporters  of  the  policy 
of  the  Council. 

An  animated  discussion  followed,  and  the  President  in- 


formed members  that  a  communication  had  been  received 
from  the  Society  inviting  discussion  on  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill.  He  suggested  that  the  matter  should  be 
adjourned.  This  was  agreed  to,  and  the  vote  of  thanks  to 
Mr.  A.  S.  Campkin  was  carried. 

Officers  and  Committee. — Mr.  Bernhard  S.  Campkin 
was  re-elected  President;  Alderman  A.  Sidney  Campkin, 
J. P.,  Mr.  H.  F.  Cook,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  Hy.  Flanders  Vice- 
Presidents;  Mr.  J.  Evans  Treasurer;  Mr.  T.  J.  Mallett 
Secretary;  and  Messrs.  E.  Saville  Peck,  M.A.,  Church, 
Deck,  Greensmith,  Moss,  and  Palmer  as  members  of  com- 
mittee. 

Other  Business. — Messrs.  A.  Sidney  Campkin  and  H.  F. 
Cook  were  recommended  as  Divisional  Secretaries  for  Cam- 
bridge and  West  Cambridgeshire,  and  the  annual  vote  for 
the  Benevolent  Fund  was  agreed  to. 

West  Riding  Federation  of  Chemists'  Associations 

Mr.  Arthur  Hanson  presided  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Federation  of  West  Riding  Chemists'  Associations  held 
at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Bradford,  on  Tuesday  evening,  Octo- 
ber 20. 

Annual  Matters. — Mr.  R.  Broadhead  (Secretary  and 
Treasurer)  read  his  annual  report,  which  showed  that  nine 
Associations  are  in  the  Federation,  which  is  prosperous. 
The  financial  statement  showed  a  balance  of  11.  14s.  9(/. 
Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant  (Leeds)  was  elected  President, 
Messrs.  A.  Hanson  and  E.  S.  Smithies  Vice-Presidents, 
and  Mr.  Broadhead  was  re-elected  Hon.  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  It  was  decided  to  pay  to  members  travelling- 
expenses  beyond  twelve  miles'  journey  to  the  place  of  meet- 
ing, so  as  to  get  more  representative  attendance  at  the 
meetings.  It  was  agreed  to  begin  the  work  of  the  session 
with  a  dinner  at  Bradford  on  November  17. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. — A  long  discussion  on 
recent  developments  in  regard  to  the  passage  of  this  Bill 
through  Parliament  was  initiated  by  Mr.  S.  N.  Pickard, 
who  strongly  condemned  the  change  in  the  views  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  whose  policy,  he  said,  had  formerly 
been  not  to  give  way  on  the  title  question.  Mr.  Pickard 
was  of  opinion  that  chemists  ought  not  to  entertain  for  a 
moment  the  proposition  that  a  company  should  be  allowed  to 
use  that  title  which  only  an  individual  could  earn,  and  con- 
cluded by  moving  : 

That  this  body  pledges  itself  to  oppose  by  every  legitimate 

means  in  its  power  the  passing  of  the  Government  Poisons 

and  Pharmacy  Bill  into  law. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Smithies  thought  it  would  have  been  better  to 
have  waited  to 'hear  Mr.  Giyn-Jones  at  Bradford  on  Octo- 
ber 29.    Nevertheless,  he  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Beacock  supported  it  in  a  lengthy  speech.  In 
the  course  of  this  he  condemned  the  appropriation  of  the 
title  ' '  pharmacist "  by  Minor  men  on  the  ground  that  it 
properly  belongs  to  pharmaceutical  chemists.  He  repudiated 
the  suggestion  that  if  chemists  do  not  support  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  in  the  proposed  compromise  on  the  Bill 
they  are  disloyal,  and  he  questioned  if  anything  is  to  be 
gained  through  the  Bill,  or  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  could  show 
them  to  the  contrary.  He  strongly  objected  to  the  Council's 
action  in  sending  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  to  "charm  the  Associa- 
tions by  his  dulcet  tones,"  and  induce  them  "  in  the  heat  of 
the  moment"  to  pass  resolutions  approving  of  the  Council's 
new  policy.  The  West  Riding  Federation,  he  added,  are 
now  considering  the  matter  in  cold  blood.  Mr.  Beacock 
also  criticised  the  Poisons  Schedule  attached  to  the  Bill, 
specially  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  Easton's  syrup 
and  Fellows'  syrup  are  not  in  Part  1,  which,  he  supposed, 
was  in  order  that  "  the  old  family  pharmacies  and  limited 
liability  companies  may  have  the  privilege  of  selling  those 
poisons  without  going  through  the  forms  of  Part  1." 

Mr.  Johnson  also  supported  the  resolution,  and  said  the 
policy  of  the  Society  was  like  that  of  a  terrier  dog  which 
barks  a  lot  and  runs  away  from  a  cat  when  the  latter  shows 
fight.   For  "  cat"  read  "  companies." 

Mr.  H.  R.  Jackson  stated  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  representatives  at  Aberdeen  had  said  that  there 
is  no  chance  whatever  of  a  private  Bill  getting  through 
Parliament,  whereupon  the  President  (Mr.  Sargeant)  re- 
marked that  the  Society  had  got  a  Bill  through  in  1898. 

Mr.  Hanson  then  spoke  about  the  provision  of  the  title 
"  pharmacist,"  being  rather  in  favour  of  it.    He  did  not 
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think  that  the  word  "  chemist  "  had  the  value  which  some 
people  attach  to  it.  He  was  averse  to  supporting  the 
motion  at  the  present  time,  although  he  sympathised  with  it, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  had  been  deputed 
10  explain  to  them  the  position  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council. 

Mr.  Broadhead  then  spoke  clearly  and  fully  about  the 
use  of  the  title,  arguing  that  the  point  that  should  never 
be  forgot  is  that  the  principle  established  in  1868  was  that 
individuals  who  are  to  keep  open  shop  as  "  chemists  "  must 
be  examined  and  registered  persons.  He  objected  to  the 
present  Bill,  which,  he  said,  had  not  originated  with  the 
Government  or  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  but  some- 
where about  Nottingham,  and  ought  to  be  sent  back  to 
Nottingham.  He  did  not  consider  the  Bill  as  a  compromise, 
which  meant  a  settlement  of  differences  by  mutual  conces- 
sions, while  here,  he  asserted,  the  concessions  are  all  on 
one  side,  none  being  on  the  part  of  the  companies.  After 
referring  to  the  financial  operations  of  limited  companies, 
Mr.  Broadhead  criticised  various  details  of  the  Bill,  and 
concluded  by  saying  that  when  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
accept  it  they  would  commit  a  legislative  blunder  from 
which  the  registered  chemists  and  the  Society  would  never 
recover. 

Mr.  Handford  next  spoke.  He  questioned  if  there  is 
anything  in  the  Bill  worth  having.  While  sympathising 
with  what  had  been  said,  he  thought  they  should  wait  and 
see  what  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  had  to  say. 

The  President  wound  up  the  discussion.  After  referring 
to  the  vacillations  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and 
strongly  animadverting  to  the  utterances  of  the  President, 
he  addressed  himself  particularly  to  the  provisions  respect- 
ing the  sale  of  horticultural  and  agricultural  poisons  and 
the  creation  of  another  set  of  poisons  distinct  from  those 
that  are  scheduled.  To  these  he  objected,  and  pointed  out 
that  the  Bill  does  not  prevent  the  sale  of  poisons  by  un- 
qualified men;  it  simply  transfers  the  whole  of  the  liability 
from  the  assistant  to  the  company.  Neither  does  it  improve 
the  system  of  registration.  Mr.  Sargeant  concluded  by 
urging  support  of  the  resolution,  which  was  then  put  and 
carried  unanimously. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  officers  for  their  services  during 
the  past  year  concluded  the  proceedings. 


Dental  Notes.

Mouldine. 

Mouldine  may  be  made  by  mixing  powdered  fullers' 
earth  in  a  mortar  with  glycerin,  which  is  added  very  slowly. 
It  should  be  made  into  a  mass  the  consistency  of  putty. 
Should  the  mass  get  hard  at  any  time  it  can  be  softened 
by  heating  and  adding  more  glycerin  while  warm. 

Salol  in  Dentifrices 

is  much  used  at  present,  but  it  is  as  well  to  bear  in  mind 
that  some  people  exhibit  an  idiosyncrasy  towards  salol. 
Dr.  Dubreuilh,  in  the  "  Journal  de  Medecine  de  Bordeaux," 
has  noted  several  cases  of  eczema  of  the  lips  caused  by 
salol  in  the  dentifrice  which  improved  as  soon  as  the 
dentifrice  was  changed  for  one  free  from  salol. 

Hydrofluoric  Acid. 

"Dental  Cosmos"  for  June  contains  some  interesting 
remarks  on  hydrofluoric  acid  which  is  used  by  dentists  for 
etching  the  under  surface  of  a  porcelain  inlay,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  a  better  hold  for  the  cement  with  which 
.«  is  fixed  in  the  tooth.    The  writer  says  : 

Hydrofluoric  acid  dropped  upon  the  skin  destroys  the 
vitality  of  the  tissue  by  a  hardening  process  somewhat 
analogous  to  tho  action  of  formaldehyde,  but  in  the  case 
of  hydrofluoric  acid  the  action  is  more  penetrating  and  is 
accompanied  by  intense  pain,  similar  in  degree  to  that 
experienced  in  a  whitlow. 

Furthermore  the  burns  of  the  acid  arc  readily  infected 
and  suppurate,  producing  still  further  necrosis.  Instances 
are  recorded  of  acid  getting  under  the  finger-nails  and 
causing  not  only  loss  of  the  nail  but  interference  with  the 
matrix,  leading  to  permanent  damage  and  distortion  of  the 
nails.

THERE  is  little  change  to  be  noted  in  the  general  market 
conditions,  business  in  most  directions  continuing 
slow.  Price  alterations  are  fewer  this  week,  the  most 
important  among  fine  chemicals  being  an  advance  in 
caffeine,  the  makers  having  united.  Cocaine  has  a  firmer 
tendency,  as  most  of  the  cheap  second-hand  sellers  are  now 
cleared.  Jalapin  is  dearer  owing  to  scarcity  of  good  jalap. 
Quinine  remains  quiet ;  the  declarations  for  the  next  Dutch 
bark  sale  are  moderately  large.  Opium  is  also  quiet. 
Iodides  are  steady,  and  in  fair  demand  at  makers'  prices. 
Copper  sulphate  is  the  turn  easier,  and  ammonia  sulphate 
is  steady.  Among  crude  drugs,  senega  is  again  firmer. 
Cascara  sagrada  is  quiet,  foreign  taraxacum  and  serpentary 
are  a  shade  easier.  Balsam  peru  is  firmer.  New  Russian 
aniseed  is  dearer,  and  caraway  seed  is  cheaper.  Shellac  has 
advanced,  but  turpentine  has  substantially  declined.  The 
chief  movements  are  enumerated  in  the  following  table  :

— There  has  been  a  fairly  steady 
demand  and  supplies  have  been  well  taken  up.  There  have 
been  more  inquiries  on  forward  account,  and  this  department 
is  more  promising.  Nearest  values  show  some  improvement, 
and  tone  is  steady.

Manchester  Chemical-market. 

Manchester,  October  21. 
Matters  in  the  chemical  trade  seem  to  centre  on  contracts 
for  delivery  over  next  year,  but  up  to  the  present  little 
progress  has  been  made.  No  doubt  the  uncertainty  attending 
the  future  of  the  Lancashire  cotton  trade  is  having  some 
•effect  in  this  direction.  This  is  also  affecting  the  drug  and 
•drysaltery  business  to  a  considerable  extent,  consumers  being 
very  reluctant  in  giving  out  orders,  except  in  small  quantities. 
With  perhaps  the  single  exception  of  gambier,  which  is  firmer, 
prices  of  drysalteries  show  no  material  change  on  the  week. 
Bleaching-powder  rules  at  about  41.  5s.  per  ton.,  softwood 
casks,  on  rails  at  works,  for  prompt  delivery,  but  owing  to 
cholera  in  Russia  there  has  been  a  better  demand,  although 
this  does  not  at  present  apply  to  carbolic  acid,  crude  ruling 
(fractionally  lower  on  the  week.  In  future  prices  of  bichromate 
of  potash  and  soda  will  be  quoted  net  for  export,  with  a 
uniform  discount  for  the  home  trade.  The  outcome  is  rather 
in  sellers'  favour.  Arsenic  rules  dull  and  lower,  but  there 
is  no  change  in  copper  sulphate.    Coal-tar  products  are  dull. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Acetic  Acid.. — Prices  have  been  considerably  reduced 
•owing  to  lower  quotations  for  acetate  of  lime  from  America, 
■and  there  is  keen  competition.  Future  developments  are 
uncertain. 

Caffeine.— The  yearly  production  in  Germany  is  estimated 
at  20,000  kilos.,  of  which  more  than  the  half  is  exported. 
Imports  probably  do  not  amount  to  more  than  1,000  kilos. 

Collodion.— The  change  in  the  basis  price  for  spirit  and 
•ether  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  reduction;  4  per  cent, 
■quality  costs  about  89m.  per  100  kilos,  for  pharmaceutical 
purposes  and  120m.  when  required  for  photography.  Future 
•developments  are  uncertain  and  only  immediate  needs  should 
>be  covered. 

Guarana. — Although  supplies  are  not  large,  yet  they 
■continue  to  be  adequate,  and  there  is  no  actual  scarcity. 
Prices  have  consequently  declined  slowly,  and  present  quota- 
tions are  about  17m.  per  kilo. 

Ipecacuanha.— Stocks  have  decreased  considerably  in 
Hamburg.  The  price  of  Cartagena  has  been  raised  to  10i  m. 
to  11m.  per  kilo.    Rio  is  also  dearer,  and  the  market  is  firm. 

Jalap.— A  great  scarcity  continues  to  prevail,  and  quotations 
tor  current  quality  are  already  at  200m.,  while  resinous 
jalap  fetches  about  250m.  per  100  kilos.  In  consequence 
prices  of  jalap  resin  have  also  advanced,  and  quotations  are 
34m.  to  35m.  per  kilo. 

Mannite.— The  expected  reduction  on  the  part  of  the 
convention  of  makers  has  now  been  notified,  and  prices  are 
lower  by  11.  per  kilo.  This  reduction  will  probably  be 
inadequate  in  view  of  the  present  position  of  raw  material 

Spirit  and  Preps— The  "  Zentrale  "  has  reduced  the  price 
by  dm.  per  100  litres,  and  this  has  more  or  less  affected  all 
preparations  made  from  spirit,  chiefly  sulphuric  ether  and 
collodion,  for  which  products  prices  are  at  a  very  low  level 


American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  October  13. 

A  general  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  volume  of 
business  transacted  in  the  New  York  drug  market.  Prices 
quoted  have  in  many  cases  been  revised,  showing  a  lower 
range  for  iodine,  bismuth,  copaiba,  damiana,  and  codeine. 
Cascara  is  slightly  easier  on  spot,  and  opium  is  almost  steady. 

Bismuth  Salts  are  lower  owing  to  competition,  subnitrate 
being  quoted  at  $1.40,  subcarbonate  at  $1.65 — a  reduction  of 
10c. 

Cascara  Sagrada  is  quiet  on  spot,  and  quotations  for  large 
supj^lies  have  been  reduced  gc.  to  9c.  Notwithstanding  the 
fairly  well  confirmed  reports  of  a  short  peel,  local  dealers  show 
little  interest  in  coast  supplies,  being  kept  in  check  by  the 
poor  demand  on  spot  and  by  reason  of  the  stocks  on  hand, 
which  are,  as  previously  reported,  considerable.  Rather 
better  terms  can  now  be  made  at  primary  sources,  and  the 
value  of  new  bark  there  is  variously  estimated  at  7c.  to  8c. 
f.o.b.  (see  cable). 

Copaiba. — The  market  is  well  supplied  with  all  varieties,  and 
under  the  weight  of  stock  and  a  poor  demand  prices  con- 
tinue to  decline.  C  &  S.  American  is  now  quoted  at  40c,  but 
this  can  be  shaded  for  moderate  supplies.  Para  is  lower  at 
50c. 

Damiana  continues  in  decreasing  demand,  and  fair  grades 
are  easily  obtainable  at  5jC.  to  6c. 

Hydrastis. — The  movement  continues  slow,  but  there  is 
no  abatement  in  the  firmness  of  the  market.  Prices  may  bo 
repeated  as  $1.75  for  spring  or  summer  dug,  and  $1.95  for 
fall-dug. 

Iodides. — A  general  reduction  in  the  prices  of  iodine  salts 
and  compounds  has  been  made,  resublimed  being  5c.  lower  at 
$2.40,  potassium  iodide  5c.  lower  at  $1.70.  One  of  the  prin- 
cipal manufacturers  says  :  "  Uncertainty  in  the  movements  of 
crude  iodine,  rendering  adequate  provision  of  material  to 
cover  contract  obligations  impossible,  and  the  low  prices  of 
iodine  preparations  compared  with  cost  of  production,  compel 
us  to  discontinue  the  entry  of  contracts." 

Mandrake  is  in  moderate  demand  only,  and  prices  are 
steady  at  7c.  to  8c. 

Opium. — The  only  surprising  development  in  this  market 
was  the  reported  sale  of  case  lots  at  the  market  price  of  $4.50. 
Demand  for  jobbing  lots  is  a  little  freer.  Powdered  is  offered 
cheaper,  and  codeine  has  declined  15c.  per  oz. 

Peppermint  Oil  is  lacking  in  new  feature.  The  1908  crop  is 
estimated  at  225,000  lb.,  which,  with  the  stock  carried  over 
from  previous  years,  is  adequate  for  the  year's  consumption. 
Spot  prices  for  "tin"  oil  range  from  $1.40  to  $1.50,  and  tha 
lower  figure  is  said  to  be  maintained  in  the  country. 

Senega  is  be;ng  taken  in  a  moderate  way,  and  is  fully  worth 
37c.  (see  cable). 

German  Spirit. 

The  new  "  Spiritus  Zentrale  "  on  taking  over  the  business 
of  the  "  Zentrale  fur  Spiritusverwertung  "  has  maintained  the 
high  prices  which  were  in  force  during  the  1907-8  season. 
This  is  the  more  remarkable  as  at  present  the  prospects  for 
the  new  potato  crop  are  very  good.  The  September  statistics 
for  the  spirit  industry  show  that  the  1907-8  season  has  been  a 
fairly  good  one.  The  total  production  amounted  to 
4,018,642  hi.,  against  3,836,014  hi.  in  the  previous  season.  The 
consumption  for  drinking  purposes  amounted  to  2,370,560  hi. 
(2,439.720  hi.  in  previous  year),  while  the  spirit  used  for  in- 
dustrial purposes  totalled  1,593,226  hi.  (1,340,225  hi.  in  previous 
year).  In  spite  of  high  prices  the  sales  were  satisfactory,  a 
circumstance  which  may  be  chiefly  attributed  to  speculative 
purchases  in  connection  with  the  monopoly  project.  The 
stocks  held  by  merchants  and  consumers  are  undoubtedly 
larger  than  they  would  be  under  normal  conditions,  as  con- 
sumers are  anxious  to  provide  for  all  emergencies.  This  also 
explains  the  fact  that  in  spite  of  the  large  production  the 
visible  supplies  are  smaller  at  the  end  of  the  season  than  at  the 
beginning.  At  the  end  of  September  thev  totalled  480,143  hi., 
as  compared  to  783,542  hi.  at  the  end  of  August,  Further 
developments  in  the  spirit  industry  depend  solely  on  the 
decision  of  the  Government  as  to  changes  in  taxation. 

Quicksilver. 

In  view  of  the  recent  successive  advances  in  the  price  of 
quicksilver,  now  standing  at  8/.  10s.  per  bottle,  or  5s.  higher 
than  on  January  1.  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  production  in 
the  United  States  has  been  steadily  decreasing  of  late  years. 
The  returns  for  1904  were  32,000  flasks  ;  in  1905.  25,000  flasks- 
in  1906,  22,000  flasks;  in  1907,  18,000  flasks.  The  output  this 
year  is  not  expected  to  be  in  excess  of  17,000  flasks,  or  nearly 
5  per  cent,  less  than  in  1904.  The  persistent  falling-off  in  the 
production  is  due  to  the  gradual  exhaustion  of  several  of  the 
old  mines,  while  no  new  important  ore-bodies  are  being  dis- 
covered. Five  years  ago  there  were  twenty  quicksilver-pro- 
ducing properties  in  the  United  States,  while  to-day  there  are 
but  half  that  number. 
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Persian  Opium. 


MR.  A.  F.  STAHL  writes  in  the  "  Chemiker-Zeitung  " 
(No.  68)  that  the  production  of  opium  in  Persia  has 
developed  considerably  within  the  last  twenty-five  years. 
From  the  provinces  of  Jezd,  Kerman,  and  Ispahan  the 
cultivation  has  spread  over  the  whole  country  and  now 
absorbs  a  great  part  of  the  arable  land  which  was  formerly 
devoted  to  wheat,  a  fact  which  can  hardly  be  desirable 
from  an  economic  standpoint.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
increased  production  is  directly  connected  with  the  larger 
consumption  of  opium  in  Persia,  a  circumstance  which 
must  undoubtedly  exercise  a  demoralising  influence  on  the 
people.  One  would  not  go  far  astray,  says  Mr.  Stahl,  in 
estimating  the  opium  smokers  and  eaters  at  about  20  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  Mussulman  population  of  Persia.  As 
regards  the  cultivation  of  the  poppy  with  a  view  to  the 
production  of  opium,  this  can  only  be  undertaken  in  certain 
localities  which  are  not  subject,  in  the  spring,  to  a  humid 
atmosphere  when  the  temperature  is  high.  The  poppies  are 
sown  in  November  and  the  opium  gathered  in  May.  The 
lighter  the  colour  of  the  opium  the  higher  its  value,  and  con- 
sequently th  >  incisions  in  the  poppy-heads  are  made  at  the 
setting  of  the  sun,  the  juice  being  scraped  off  before 
sunrise.  This  grade  is  known  as  "  Schire-Teriak,"  and  is 
collected  in  copper  vessels  of  various  sizes,  afterwards 
covered  with  goat's  skin,  and  so  sent  on  the  market.  In 
1890  the  price  of  this  grade  was  about  90m.  per  mahn-schahi 
(about  7  lb.),  but  since  then  it  has  risen  to  120m.  to  150m. 
per  mahn.  The  further  process  to  which  "  Schire  "  opium 
is  submitted  depends  on  whether  the  product  is  intended 
for  export  or  for  home  consumption.  If  for  export,  the 
opium  is  boiled  down  to  about  three-quarters  of  its  quantity, 
being  constantly  stirred  over  a  slow  fire.  Grape-juice  and 
other  ingredients  are  afterwards  added,  the  exact  quantities 
being  kept  secret  by  the  makers,  but  the  foreign  ingredients 
are  said  to  be  not  less  than  50  to  75  per  cent.  This  opium 
is  put  on  the  market  in  balls  and  blocks  under  the  name  of 
"  Teriak-i-Tschune."  Opium  for  home  consumption  is  pre- 
pared by  mixing  some  20  per  cent,  of  other  ingredients  with 
"Schire"  opium  boiled  down  to  about  five-sixths  of  its 
original  quantity.  The  principal  ingredients  used  are 
sarcocolla  (a  resin  of  Pence  mucronata) ,  or  an  extract  from 
the  dried  poppies,  or  the  seed  of  the  wild  rue  (Ruta 
sylvestris).  The  mixture  is  slowly  boiled  and  constantly 
stirred  for  about  three  hours,  the  paste  so  obtained  being 
subsequently  kneaded  and  rolled  into  "  sticks,"  and  placed 
on  the  market  in  a  red  paper  wrapping.  This  opium,  known 
as  "  Teriak-i-lule,"  realises  about  250m.  per  7  lb.  It  is  not 
possible  to  approximately  estimate  the  quantity  of  opium 
produced  in  Persia,  as  no  statistics  are  kept,  but  the  total 
must  be  very  considerable.  In  1905-1906  opium  to  the  value 
of  93,840m.  was  imported  into  Persia  from  Afghanistan, 
while  of  the  exports  from  Persia  during  the  same  year 
China  absorbed  1,930,640m.  worth,  Russia  655,668m., 
Turkey  418,248m.,  England  359,970m.,  British  India 
46,805m.,  Egypt  36,400m.,  and  France  16,724m.  The  opium 
trade  in  Persia  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  profitable, 
but  should  the  suppression  of  opium-smoking  be  carried  out 
in  China,  the  principal  market  for  Persia,  then  cultivators 
would  have  to  turn  their  attention  to  wheat  and  cotton. 

Jtjst  for  Fun. — A  man  entered  a  drug-store  in  a  hurry  and 
asked  for  a  dozen  two-grain  quinine  pills.  "  Shall  I  put  'em 
in  a  box,  sir  ?  "  th©  assistant  asked  as  he  counted  them  out. 
".  Oh,  no,"  replied  the  customer;  "  I  want  to  roll  them  home." 

A  Handy  Book  is  how  the  "  Bulletin  of  Pharmacy  "  refers 
to  the  new  edition  of  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  (Office  of 
the  C.  &  D.,  10s.).  The  same  journal  in  a  review  of  the  work 
says:  "The  seventh  edition  of  'Pharmaceutical  Formulas' 
has  recently  reached  us  from  the  press.  The  book  is  now  con- 
siderably enlarged  and  comprises  hundreds  of  new  formulas. 
Many  of  the  old  recipes,  too,  have  been  revised  in  the  light 
of  further  trial.  The  function,  we  may  say  the  necessity,  of  a 
work  of  this  nature  is  at  once  apparent.  Hardly  a  week  passes 
but  that  the  druggist  is  called  upon  to  make  a  preparation 
which  he  is  unable  to  purchase.  It  may  be  a  corn-cure,  a 
toilet-lotion,  a  hair-tonic,  or  an  after-shave.  The  man  who 
has  at  his  command  this  complete  compendium  of  informa- 
tion about  druggists'  specialties  will  make  many  a  sale  which 
a  pharmacist  without  such  assistance  is  bound  to  miss."

Cape  Colony. 

Commercial  Travellers'  Licence. — The  "  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  Government  Gazette,"  of  September  22,  publishes  the 
text  of  an  Act  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  licences  and 
stamps.  It  is  provided  inter  alia  that  the  fees  payable  for  a 
licence  for  each  agent  for  foreign  firms  shall  be  251.  half- 
yearly  and  50/.  yearly.  For  each  additional  firm  represented 
by  the  agent  a  fee  of  5/.  is  payable. 

Stamping  Patents  and  Proprietaries. — A  Government 
Gazette,  dated  September  29,  contains  the  following 
Treasury  notice  : 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to 
approve  of  the  following  regulations  in  regard  to  the  stamp- 
ing of  patent  and  proprietary  medicines,  to  take  effect  from 
October  1,  1908  : 

1.  The  stamp-duties  imposed  by  the  Stamps  and  Licences 
Act,  1908,  in  respect  of  patent  and  proprietary  medicines, 
shall  be  paid  in  the  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  every 
person  who  exposes  for  sale  by  retail  any  packet,  box,  phial, 
bottle,  or  other  receptacle  containing  any  patent  or  pro- 
prietary medicine  shall  securely  affix,  or  cause  to  be  securely 
affixed,  at  the  time  of  such  exposure,  to  each  and  every 
such  packet  or  other  receptacle  as  aforesaid  a  special  stamp 
or  special  stamps  marked  "  Patent  and  Proprietary  "  of  the 
value  provided  by  the  said  Act,  duly  cancelled  in  the  manner 
provided  by  paragraph  2  hereof. 

2.  As  soon  as  any  person  mentioned  in  Regulation  I.  shall 
affix,  or  cause  to  be  affixed,  a  stamp  or  stamps  to  any  recep- 
tacle containing  patent  or  proprietary  medicine,  he  shall 
cancel  such  stamp  or  stamps,  either  by  writing,  in  ink,  his 
name,  or  the  initials  of  his  name,  or  the  name  of  his  firm, 
across  each  stamp  so  affixed,  together  with  the  date  on  which 
he  shall  so  write  his  name  or  the  initials  of  his  name  or  the 
name  of  his  firm,  or  by  placing  upon  each  such  stamp  an 
impression  of  his  business  stamp,  or  the  impression  of  a 
stamp  specially  used  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  the  date 
on  which  such  impression  was  made. 

A  further  notice  dealing  with  the  same  subject  states  that 
the  stamps  will  be  obtainable  from  and  after  October  1, 
1908,  at  any  money-order  office  in  the  Cape  Colony,  and  all 
divisional  town  head  post-offices. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Mr.  J.  Featherstone,  of  the  staff  of  Messrs.  Petersen, 
Ltd.,  was  lying  in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  Bloemfontein,  in  a 
very  serious  condition  on  September  28. 

Mr.  H.  Wyke  Lupman,  late  of  Worthing,  England,  who 
•went  to  South  Africa  in  search  of  health  about  twoyearsago, 
has  returned  to  the  Orange  River  Colony  to  take  up  his 
residence  at  Boshof,  which  is  the  nearest  town  to  the  Roberts 
Victor  Diamond  Mine,  and  is  the  centre  of  a  diamondiferous 
district. 

Transvaal. 

The  Chemist's  Motor-car.— In  the  Rand  High  Court  on 
September  25,  before  Mr.  Justice  Solomon,  Miles  Walker 
Pole,  chemist,  Auckland  Park,  Johannesburg,  brought  an 
action  against  the  Johannesburg  Municipality  for  the  re- 
covery of  305/.  for  personal  injuries  and  damage  to  his 
motor-car.  It  appeared  that  on  April  28  last,  while  motoring 
down  Commissioner  Street  at  12.30  a.m.,  Mr.  Pole  collided 
with  a  sanitary  slopcart,  which  bore  no  lights,  and  was 
going  in  the  same  direction  as  his  car.  The  parties  had 
agreed  to  305/.  fairly  representing  the  damage  done,  but  the 
municipality's  liability  was  the  question  that  the  Court  had 
to  settle.  Mr.  Pole  gave  evidence,  from  which  it  appeared 
that  he  is  an  experienced  driver  and  holds  a  licence  from  the 
London  County  Council.  The  case  for  the  defence  appeared 
to  be  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  exactly  sober  on  the  occasion, 
but  his  witnesses  (among  them  Mr.  Charles  Keir,  chemist) 
testified  to  the  contrary.  He  had  taken  his  wife  and  child 
and  a  friend  for  a  picnic  at  Craighall.  At  eight  o  clock  he 
was  at  his  store,  then  with  Mr.  Clayton  went  to  the  New 
Club  for  dinner.  There  the  manager  deposed  he  had  only 
two  whiskies.  Afterwards  they  went  to  Langlaagte  in  the 
car,  leaving  at  about  11.30  for  Johannesburg.  The  case  had 
not  concluded  when  the  mail  left.

Dublin  Technical  Schools  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 

Sir, — It  appears  that  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Society 
have  refused  to  recognise  the  lectures  of  the  Dublin 
Technical  Schools  in  botany  and  materia  medica,  on  the 
ground  that  it  might  interfere  with  their  own  school.  I 
happen  to  be  one  of  the  Governors  of  the  Technical  Schools, 
and  I  find  a  strong  opinion  to  the  effect  that  if  the  Privy 
Council  are  appealed  to  they  can  compel  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  recognise  those  lectures,  provided  they  are  up  to 
a  proper  educational  standard. 

I  am  somewhat  of  the  same  opinion  myself,  and  should 
like  to  have  your  views  on  the  matter.  It  is  suggested  that 
if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  lay  down  a  curriculum  such 
as  the  Privy  Council  approve  of,  it  must  not  be  with  a 
view  to  getting  a  monopoly  of  students  for  their  own  School ; 
that  the  Privy  Council  must  do  nothing  to  create  such  a 
monopoly ;  that  every  efficient  school  must  be  recognised  ; 
and  that  the  only  ground  for  refusing  recognition  of  a  school 
is  that  the  lectures  are  in  some  way  inadequate. 

The  Technical  Committee  complain  that  as  the  Royal 
Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  as  well  as  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall,  recognise  their  lectures  and  that  as  in 
the  case  of  chemistry  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  also  do 
so,  there  is  no  good  ground  for  refusing  recognition  to  the 
other  courses.  Yours  truly,

[By  Section  16  of  the  1875  Act  the  Council  have  power  to 
make  regulations  with  respect  to  the  examination  of  persons 
desirous  of  being  registered  as  pharmaceutical  chemists,  which 
regulations  have  to  be  approved  by  the  Lord-Lieutenant  and 
Privy  Council,  and  laid  before  Parliament.  Regulations  iv. 
and  xv.,  embracing  lists  of  approved  schools,  have  been  made 
under  these  statutory  conditions.  We  see  nothing  in  the  Act 
to  compel  the  Council  to  add  to  the  list. — Editob.] 

Chemists  and  Companies. 

Sir, — With  reference  to  the  letter  from  Mr.  Frank  G. 
Hines  in  your  last  issue,  the  facts  are  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Hines  wrote  us  from  a  private  address  on  the  back 
of  letter-paper  bearing  the  heading  of  a  limited  company, 
whose  business  was  stated  thereon  to  be  that  of  "  importers 
and  merchants,"  and  which  heading  had  been  scored 
through.  Mr.  Hines  was  advised  that  communications 
that  did  not  bear  a  business  heading  could  not  be  replied  to. 
Mr.  Hines'  second  letter  was  couched  in  terms  of  a  demand, 
and  we  deemed  it  necessary  to  inform  him  that  the  right 
of  anyone  to  demand  particulars  of  our  working  arrange- 
ments could  not  be  admitted.  Apart  from  this,  it  is  incon- 
ceivable that  a  firm  of  importers  and  merchants  could 
directly,  or  through  a  chemist  in  their  employ,  hold  a  bene- 
ficial interest  in  a  co-operative  wholesale  for  chemists,  and 
to  send  them  particulars  relating  to  same  would  be  but  a 
waste  of  time.  On  the  other  hand,  every  chemist,  without 
exception,  who  has  applied  to  us  on  his  business  note- 
paper,  has  received  a  short  statement  setting  forth  our  ulti- 
mate purpose. 

So  much  for  the  charge  of  being  "  shy,"  and  the  resultant 
generalisations  indulged  in  by  Mr.  Hines,  based,  as  they 


were,  upon  a  faulty  premise  erroneously  deduced  from  a 
mythical  circumstance.

Be  "Xrayser"  and  Arrangements  with  Doctors. 

Sir, — Having  had  an  arrangement  with  doctors  for  over 
twenty-five  years  I  can  speak  with  some  experience  on  the 
subject.  My  advice  to  anyone  seeking  such  is — "Don't."  I 
feel  sure  my  own  business  would  have  been  more  valuable- 
to-day  had  I  been  free  during  all  these  years  to  conduct  it 
exactly  as  I  thought  best.  That  is  just  where  the  trouble 
comes  in.  You  are  very  much  hampered  in  prescribing, 
and  cannot  do  much  of  it ;  also  in  proprietaries.  Again,  yow 
must  always  have  somebody  on  duty,  and  that  becomes  very- 
irksome  after  a  time ;  and  you  are  a  prisoner  unless  you  can 
afford  to  keep  an  assistant.  Again,  at  certain  seasons  and! 
hours  of  the  day  the  rush  is  very  heavy  and  everything  has 
to  give  way  for  "the  doctor,"  and  you  almost  hate  the 
customers  coming  in  during  those  hours.  That  is  bad  for 
both  health  and  temper.  There  may  be  others  like  myself 
whom  it  suits.  Having  started  my  business  career  in  the 
middle  'sixties  and  in  a  good  dispensing  business,  I  got  to 
like  it  and  have  all  my  life  kept  in  it ;  but  you  may  be  per- 
fectly certain  that  if  you  go  in  for  doctor's  work  you  will 
never  develop  into  a  big  business.  It  is,  of  course,  very- 
flattering  to  be  looked  upon  as  the  chemist  in  a  neighbour- 
hood, but,  like  most  things  in  this  world,  the  honour  has 
to  be  paid  for,  in  time  and  money  in  this  case.  Far,  far 
better  join  the  noble  Jay  Mack  brigade  and  be  free  and  in- 
dependent and  thoroughly  up  to  date.  We  old  boys,  of 
course,  cannot  do  so,  as  we  were  taught  in  our  youth  to  be 
proud  of  our  business  and  think  there  was  no  other  like  it. 
We  know,  however,  that  our  day  is  nearly  over  and  that 
times  have  sadly  changed.  May  I  say,  in  conclusion,  how- 
very  much  "  Xrayser's  "  page  is  appreciated? 

Dispenser.  (83/86.) 
Chemists'  Assistants  in  India. 

Sir,— "  Exile,"  in  your  issue  of  May  16,  is  perfectly 
right  in  some  points ;  but  when  he  fixes  the  salary  at 
Rs.  250  it  is  rather  high  for  a  start,  as  most  of  the  men  who 
come  out  to  India  have  much  to  learn  in  regard  to  Indian 
duties  of  a  chemist.  Till  they  do  this  they  are  not  of  much 
use  to  their  employers.  There  are  some  really  very  smart 
men  who  come  out  who  deserve  Rs.  250,  and  even  more, 
but  not  all.  Mr.  F.  Bliss  is  right  that  a  chemist  might 
live  comfortably  in  India  under  Rs.  250,  and  put  something 
away  from  it  if  he  lives  rationally,  as  he  would  at  home. 

"Domiciled,"  in  your  issue  of  August  8,  has  rather  a 
sound  idea  of  what  he  says.  Though  he  has  started  his 
career  in  India  on  Rs.  150,  I  have  known  others  who  have 
done  the  same.  "  Anglo-Indian  "  exaggerates  when  he  says 
in  your  issue  of  August  15  that  Rs.  150  is  a  little  over  what 
many  native  compounders  get.  I  presume  he  includes  in> 
this  Eurasians  also.  There  are  about  2  per  cent,  who  get 
so  far  as  Rs.  100  or  a  little  more ;  but  it  must  be  taken  into 
consideration  that  these  are  really  excellent  workmen,  who 
practically  do  all  the  work,  while  the  English  chemists  go 
for  their  meals,  baths,  and  afternoon  naps  in  many  in- 
stances. The  latter  luxury  is  never  by  any  chance  allowed 
to  natives  and  Eurasians,  even  when  they  have  been  up 
almost  half  the  night  on  night-duty  in  places  like  Bombay. 
"P.  0.,"  in  your  issue  of  August  22,  must  really  be  an 
exceptionally  easy-going  man  if  he  does  sell  hypo,  and 
tobacco  after  shop-hours  twenty  times  a  night,  specially 
when  he  does  alternate  duty  and  has  to  walk  over 
200  yards  to  do  it.  I  have  known  of  chemists  themselves 
having  to  attend  after  shop-hours  only  to  make  up  urgent 
prescriptions,  and  in  some  cases  little  odds  and  ends — the 
latter  solely  to  please  some  very  good  customers.  In  places 
like  Bombay  whatever  work  is  done  after  shop-hours  is. 
as  a  rule,  done  by  the  native  or  Eurasian  compounders,  and 
not  by  the  English  chemists.  This  is  my  experience,  and 
I  have  been  in  this  business  over  twenty  years  and  in  three 
different  places.

Salisbury  (86/57). — The  sale  of  the  exempted  bronchial 
lozenges  by  you,  a  chemist,  in  your  pharmacy,  is  quite  legal, 
but  their  sale  by  a  pedlar  on  a  football  field  is  not  provided  for 
in  the  Statutes.  The  lozenges  when  sold  by  him  are  dutiable, 
and  dutiable  medicines  can  only  be  sold  in  licensed  premises. 

/.  K.  W.  (86/58). — The  effect  of  the  decision  in  the  appeal 
regarding  the  use  by  unqualified  dentists  of  the  words  "  pain- 
less dentistry  "  is  to  make  the  use  by  such  persons  of  any 
phraseology  indicating  that  they  extract  teeth  without  pain  an 
illegal  proceeding.  On  that  ground  we  consider  the  use  of  the 
following  descriptions  to  be  an  infringement  of  Section  3  of 
the  Dentists  Act :  "  Latest  painless  system  of  extraction  "  and 

Teeth  carefully  extracted  by  an  entirely  new  process.  This 
solution  completely  does  away  with  the  pain  usually  attending 
tooth-extractions."

D.  F.  F.  (86/68).— Carbolic  Tooth-powder.— The  observa- 
tion that  this  powder  is  the  better  for  the  addition  of  starch 
was  made  by  Mr.  Robert  Wright  in  his  address  to  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference.  The  starch  may  be  in  the  form 
of  powdered  orris  or  wheat  starch.  One  in  five  is  a  sufficient 
proportion. 

R.  E.  (71/15).— Veterinary  Vesicant.— The  only  ingredient 
in  this  about  which  we  can  be  certain  is  the  Stockholm  tar. 
We  cannot  prove  the  presence  of  mercuric  iodide  or  can- 
tharides.  There  may  be  some  peculiarity  in  the  using  of  the 
ointment  which  you  have  not  explained. 

Eucalyptus  (67/70).— Milk-fever  Preventive.  — This  mix- 
ture consists  chiefly  of  liquor  ammonias  and  sp.  vini  meth., 
with  colouring-matter.  The  draught  is  no  doubt  intended  as 
a  stimulant,_  the  linseed  oil  taking  off  the  caustic  properties  of 
the  ammonia.  The  maximum  dose  of  liquor  ammonise  for 
cattle  is  4  oz.,  and  of  spirit  6  oz. 

H.  H.  (75/34).— Finishing  Tennis-rackets.— The  gut  of 
tennis-rackets  is,  as  you  say,  given  a  coating  of  celluloid 
■varnish,  which  is  subsequently  "brought  up"  by  polishing 
with  tripoli  and  oil.  This  has  been  found  to  be  the  best 
method,  and  we  know  of  no  way  of  avoiding  the  polishing 
process.  One  manufacturer  we  know  gives  a  preliminary 
■coating  of  white  hard  spirit  varnish,  with  a  view  to  avoiding 
absorption  of  the  celluloid  varnish  by  the  gut.  The  finish  is, 
however,  much  inferior  to  that  obtained  by  polishing. 
Perhaps  some  of  our  readers  with  experience  in  this  matter 
will  make  suggestions- 

X.  Y.  Z.  (75/54).— Sight-testing  Diplomas  are  not  legally 
necessary,  but,  as  we  have  several  times  explained,  the  know- 
ledge acquired  in  obtaining  them  is  of  great  value  to  anyone 
taking  up  the  optical  side-line.  The  matter  is  fully  discussed 
in  our  new  book  "  The  Chemist-Optician." 

C.  A.  C.  (Calcutta)  (75/26).— Cleaning  Piano  Keys.— The 
yellowness  which  develops  in  ivory  piano-keys  is  due  chiefly 
to  light,  but  the  greasiness  of  the  fingers  contributes  in  a 
measure  to  the  discolouration.  There  is  no  completely  satis- 
factory process  for  restoring  the  keys,  but  partial  success  is 
obtained  by  the  peroxide  of  hydrogen  method.  Hydrogen 
peroxide  is  rendered  alkaline  v;th  ammonia,  and  intothis  the 
stained  piano-keys  are  immersed.  The  liquid  is  then  warmed 
and  kept  at  the  same  temperature  for  a  few  days,  the  process 
being  repeated  with  fresh  bleach  if  desired. 

Suffolk  (75/18).— Baker's  Yeast.— The  process  to  which  you 
refer  is  explained  in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary 
p.  209. 

Nemo  (85/59).— We  do  not  undertake  the  analysis  of  pro- 
prietary preparations.  We  have  frequently  oublished  for- 
mulae for  skin  creams  with  a  casein  basis  ;  the  :<  Frozen  cream  " 
kind  are  made  with  stearin  and  an  alkali,  with  or  without  a 
little  gelatin. 


Eczema  (66/20). — Eczema  Scabs  are  best  removed  with  a 
starch  poultice  to  which  has  been  added  some  boric  acid. 
The  poultice  should  be  repeated  until  the  scabs  are  sufficiently 
softened  to  be  removable.  Horny  skin  on  the  pain  s  or  soles 
may  be  removed  by  first  using  the  boric-starch  poultice,  then 
applying  the  following  :

A  3-per-cent.  salicylic  ointment  with  a  little  liq.  carbonis 
deterg.  is  also  useful.  The  green  ointment  which  you  mention 
is  probably  a  salicylic  ointment  with  a  little  ext.  cannab.  ind. 

Chemicus  (69/41). — Ringworm  of  the  Head.— Cut  the  hair 
very  short,  pull  out  all  loose  hairs,  and  rub  into  the  scalp 
thoroughly  once  or  twice  a  day  the  following  ointment :

Twice  a  week  wash  the  scalp  with  equal  parts  sapo  mollis, 
B.P.,  and  spt.  vini  meth.,  followed  by  hot  water. 

H.  E.  D.  (78/62).— (1)  Hartshorn  and  Oil.— Mr.  Rauben- 
heimer,  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  recommended  a  mixture  of  3  parts  by  weight 
of  sesame  oil  with  1  part  by  weight  of  solution  of  ammonia 
as  producing  a  lin.  ammonias  easily  prepared,  snow-white, 
permanent,  and  of  the  proper  creamy  consistence.  (2)  Cough- 
mixture  for  Children. — The  following  recipe  produces  a 
cheap  product,  and  the  mixture  is  efficient :

T.  W.  H.  (59/30)  sends  a  sample  of  an  oil  which  is  used  for 
mixing  with  the  food  of  pheasants  and  partridges  to  keep  them 
from  straying,  or  to  draw  them  from  covert  to  covert.  It  is 
stated  to  be  very  effectual.  We  suggest  the  following  as  an 
imitation  of  the  Gamekeeper's  Entice  :

Soupcon  (37/63). — Cream-preservative. — This  is  borax  in  a 
granular  condition.  It  should  not  be  used  in  a  larger  percent- 
age than  0.25. 

/.  W.  (47/15). — Chicken-cholera  Preventive.— From  an 
examination  of  your  sample  we  have  devised  the  following 
formula  as  giving  a  similar  preparation :

— A  sample  we  examined 
some  time  ago  was  rioe-powder  with  which  a  trace  of  tar  had 
been  triturated.    You  might  experiment  on  these  lines. 
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A  G.  R.  (46/60).— Books  on  Scalp  and  Hair.— G.  T.  Jack- 
son, "  Practical  Treatise  on  the  Diseases  of  the  Hair  and 
Scalp,"  9s.  ;  and  C.  H.  Leonard,  "  The  Hair  :  its  Growth, 
Care,  Diseases,  and  Treatment,"  7s.  bd. 

W  E  O  (56/11).— Transfer-paper.— The  following  is  the 
composition  used  for  coating  transfer-paper.  The  sample  you 
send  is  similar,  and  has  been  spread  by  a  machine  such  as  is 
employed  in  making  emp.  adhsesiv.  extens.  :

F.  L.  (74/3).— Lawn-sand.— The  specimen  you  send  is  a  mix- 
ture of  coarse  sand  and  potassium  bisulphate.  If  you  mix 
1  part  of  the  latter  with  3  parts  of  sand,  a  composition  will  be 
obtained  resembling  the  usual  commercial  article. 

Novice  (77/71).— Hardening  Water.— Filtration  through 
chalk  would  probably  harden  the  water  sufficiently,  but  if  we 
knew  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  required  we  might  be  able  to 
give  a  more  definite  reply. 

W.  M.  L.  (40/74).— Cobblers'  Wax.— This  is  prepared  by 
melting  together  best  Swedish  pitch  and  tallow.  The  mixture 
is  then  "  pulled,"  cut  into  pieces,  and  preserved  under  water. 
The  proportion  of  tallow  varies,  and  is  found  by  experiment. 

Ebor  (28/49).— Massage-paste.— The  sample  you  send  has  a 
tragacanth  base,  and  is  made  from  such  a  formula  as  the 
following: 

Powdered  tragacanth    Sy. 

Glycerin   %): 

Zinc  oxide  VJ- 

Essence  of  white  rose    $ss. 

Orange-flower  water   

Mix  the  powdered  tragacanth  with  the  essence  of  white  rose 
and  add,  all  at  once,  the  orange-flower  water,  with  which  the 
glycerin  has  been  mixed,  well  stirring  to  form  a  thick  mucil- 
age. Finally  mix  in  the  zinc  oxide.  Some  forms  of  this 
preparation  contain  a  little  fatty  matter,  and  the  addition  of 
a  small  quantity  of  lanoline  would  improve  the  above  recipe. 
The  tint  is  given  by  mixing  a  few  drops  of  carmine  solution 
with  the  water  before  adding  to  the  tragacanth. 

Souwester  (47/8).— Chinese  Ink.— A  good  imitation  of  the 
genuine  Indian  or  Chinese  ink — the  exact  secret  of  which  is 
unknown — is  made  as  follows  : 

Make  a  size  of  3  oz.  of  isinglass  and  6  oz.  of  water. 
Separately  make  a  paste  of  1  oz.  of  Spanish  liquorice  and 
2  oz.  of  water,  and  grind  with  it  1  oz.  of  ivory  black  until 
perfectly  smooth.  Then  add  the  isinglass  size,  carefully 
evaporate  off  the  water,  and  form  into  cakes. 

Miles  (49/45).— Glazing-block.— The  basis  of  all  the  linen- 
glazing  blocks  we  have  examined  has  been  paraffin  wax.  Son  e 
contain  in  addition  soap  or  French  chalk.    After  a  few  e> 
periments  you  should  be  able  to  match  the  sample  you  send. 

E.  A.  C.  (77/4).— Cleaning  Oil-paintings.— The  simplest 
process  consists  of  washing  the  painting  with  warm  water 
containing  a  little  soap,  using  a  piece  of  soft  flannel.  Some- 
times the  addition  of  a  teaspoonful  of  solution  of  ammonia 
and  a  tablespoonful  of  methylated  spirit  is  made  to  the  wash- 
ing-water, but  in  any  case  the  final  rinse  must  be  with  clean 
water.  As  soon  as  varnish  solvents,  such  as  spirit  and  turpen- 
tine, are  employed  the  operation  becomes  more  risky,  because 
of  the  fact  that  varnish  solvents  also  act  on  the  oil-painting. 
If  there  were  a  selective  liquid  that  would  stop  its  action  as 
soon  as  the  varnish  has  been  dissolved,  picture- restoring  would 
be  easy.  Old  varnish  is  often  removed  by  rubbing  with  the 
finger,  which  works  it  up  into  a  powdery  condition  ;  but  here, 
again,  care  is  needed  not  to  grind  the  surface  of  the  painting. 

Miyano  (82/19). — Colourless  Lavender-water  is  made  by 
distillation.  Filtration  through  animal  charcoal  alters  the 
perfume  somewhat,  but  this  method  might  suit  your  purpose. 


C  H  W.  (78/12).— Pancreatic  Emulsion.— The  process 
devised  by  Mr.  R.  V.  Mattison,  and  published  some  years  ago 
in  the  "American  Journal  of  Pharmacy,"  is  as  follows: 

Fresh  pigs'  pancreas    100  lb. 

Purified  lard    801b. 

Water    °  gals. 

Dissect  off  all  the  fat  and  other  extraneous  matter  from 
the  pancreas  and  comminute  finely.  A  sau,sage-cutter  driven 
by  steam  is  one  of  the  most  complete  pieces  of  machinery  for 
this  purpose.  After  coming  from  the  cutter  it  is  allowed  to 
drop  with  the  fat  into  a  cylindrical  hopper  driven  by  the 
same  power.  Into  this  honper  the  6  gals,  of  water  is 
allowed  to  trickle  slowly  until  a  perfect  emulsion  is  formed. 
From  the  hopper  the  emulsion  is  transferred  to  the  press,  in 
which  a  strong  twilled  flannel  bag  is  placed,  which  should  be 
of  two  thicknesses  of  material,  and  the  emulsion  is  thus 
rapidly  separated  from  the  membranous  areolar  tissue  of 
the  pancreas.  To  this  emulsion  ether  is  added,  and  the  mix- 
ture allowed  to  remain  at  rest,  with  occasional  agitation, 
for  about  forty-eight  hours.  About  250  to  275  lb.  of  ether  is 
required.  At  the  end  of  this  time  the  mixture  separates  into 
two  layers— an  ethereal  solution  of  pancreatised  fat  at  the- 
top  and  an  aqueous  solution  of  the  impurities  of  the  lard  at 
the  bottom.  A  special  air-tight  vessel,  with  a  glass  observa- 
tion-window and  taps  at  various  levels,  is  employed  in  this 
part  of  the  process.  The  clear  ethereal  solution  is  then 
placed  in  a  still  and  the  ether  recovered,  only  a  gentle  heat 
being  employed.  This  process  needs  great  care  in  working. 
After  the  fat  is  free  from  ether  every  50  parts  is  mixed  with 
75  parts  of  distilled  water  and  25  parts  of  alcohol,  with 
enough  oil  of  cloves  to  give  a  pleasant  flavour. 
FEB  (83/4).— Local  Anesthetic— The  liquids  that  are 
applied  to  the  gums  to  render  them  insensitive  before  extract- 
ing a  tooth  are  made  as  follows :

This  con- 
tains— among  other  ingredients-resorcin  and  hq.  carboms 
detergens.  We  cannot  verify  the  assumption  that  cocaine  is 
present. 

E.  E.  (81/11).— Vermilion  Lacquer.— The  following  is  stated 
to  give' a  lacquer  which  adheres  well  to  tinplate  : 

Dragon's-blood    10  oz. 

Sandarac    \i oz- 

Canada  balsam    .jj  oz- 

Mastic    2  oz. 

Spirit   3  pints 

Oil  of  turpentine    li  oz. 

The  ingredients  are  digested  together  for  a  month  and  the 
lacquer  is  then  filtered.

Bird  Fancier  (80/23).-Red  Mite  in  Canaries.— The  method 
of  combating  this  was  explained  in  the  C.  &  D.,  August  17, 
1907,  p.  322. 

J  E  E  (91/19).— Furniture-polish.— We  make  this  out  to 
be  ceresin'e  wax  with  turpentine  to  make  it  into  a  paste.  It 
is  possible  that  candles  have  been  used  as  the  source  of  the 
wax.  The  proportion  of  ceresine  wax  is  about  2£  lb.  to  tne 
gallon  of  turpentine. 

Noramus  (68/59).-Carboys  as  Trade-signs.  We  have  not 
met  with  any  quite  satisfactory  suggestion  as  to .these,  but 
refer  to  the  C.  &  D.,  December  21,  1907,  p.  954,  for  a  likely 
theory. 

JED  (62/13).— Bleaching  Hair.— The  hydrogen-peroxide 
process  is  not  quick,  but  it  does  very  little  injury  to  the  hair. 
You  might  experiment  with  sodium  peroxide  or  the  peroxides 
of  the  alkaline  earths,  which  are  now  articles  of  commerce. 

O  W  O  (76/71).— Weighing-machines  are  on  the  market 
for  'such  commodities  as  tea  and  birdseed,  but  they  are  not 
suitable  for  the  materials  of  seidhtz  powders.  The  P™ncipa§ 
makers  of  such  powders  make  a  point  of  weighing  them  by 
hand. 

Shirley  (78/20).— Apprenticeship  Terms.— The  tendency  now 
is  to  pay  outdoor  apprentices  wages,  the  first  years  wage 
being  about  5s.  a  week.

Christmas  Trade.— In  toilet  and  fancv  goods  suitable  for 
Christmas  trade  silver,  gilt,  and  tarnishable  metals,  and 
plushes  and  silks  for  cases,  are  not  bv  any  means  as  popular  as- 
they  were  a  few  years  ago.  In  hollow  ware,  cut  glass  is  far 
more  in  demand  than  articles  made  of  metal,  and  for  several 
reasons  it  is  far  more  satisfactory  to  the  dealer  that  it  is  so 
lhe  average  purchaser  will  spend  five  dollars  for  a  piece  of 
cut  glass  more  willingly  than  she  will  spend  three  dollars  for 
an  article  in  silver;  the  glass  does  not  tarnish,  is  by  far  a 
better  stockkeeper  in  every  way,  and  the  all-the-vear  demand 
lor  articles  made  of  it  is  constantly  growing.— Pharm  Era
